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P R E FACE. 



CT^HE Letters of Emigration puil^bid in February 
^ ^75^y h ^^ iUufiriims Houfi of Budingen 
' againft the Moravians, fettled in that Country^ 
made different hmpreffions on the Minds of the Readers^ 
according as they were diffenntfy affeSledj from their 
different Perfuqfions or Prejudices. Thefe Letters 
were fcarce ijfued out on Feb. i8, wbm as edrfy as 
March, 4, O. S. the fame Tear^ there appeared at 
luondion fame Remarks upon them, which were afters* 
wards fuhjoined to a Moravian ^reatife, intitled, A 
hearty Addrefs to the Children of Goid, put forth ' 
at Leipfick in the Tear 1 75 1 . By virtue of winch tha 
Advocate and Claffes of the Moravians would hear 
the World in bandy thaP they were a Body of Peopk 
not well known in Budingen^ that the apologeti^k 
Declaration was drawn up from unfair and partial^ 
Reprefentationsj and not from authentick Accounts^ 
and was befides charged with an additional Load of 
groundle/s Accufations. And there ^uifere inferted intot 
a Counter-declaration, publifbed on the Charge laid $a 
the Score of the Moravian Brotherhood, fevcral Ex-- 
ceptions to, and pretended Confutations of, the Reafonsy 
contained in the apologetick Declaration, yet without 
tmco naming it. From fever al refpeStable Quarters 
it was given out, that fome of the moft confiderabli 
Courts ^Germany had declared the whole of the Tranf- 
aSions in Budingen to be no other than a Series, of 
oppre£ive Me a fares entred into ^ainft a Set of innocent 
People. But amidji all thofe Uamours, thofe of Bu- 
dingen continued in that Calm of Mnd, which is ever^ 
the infeparahle Attendant on a g^ Confcience._ It was

imagined^ that the gentle Way^ which was in general 
taken with the Moravians in the Territory of Budin- 
gen, required no particular Defence: TChat Truth is 
never at a lofs to defend itfelfwitb thofe^ who do not 
wilfully fhut their Eyes againfi it. And in general^ 
that the illuftrious Houfe of Budingen had no needy 
€n its own Account^ tojufiify its Proceedings in a public 
ASanner^ and to add to the Number of Books ^ that are 
alrea^fy extant^ which any private Concernwould never, 
put the Author upon. 

. But J firft, the World cannot he unacquainted with 
the groundlefs AJfertions^ induflrioufly propagated by 
the Moravians : "That the Council of Budingen was 
widerhand concerned in thofe Interviews, or Dif- 
tcurfesy intitledj The Myftery of Iniquity difclofed ; 
in whichy however, none of them had any Share, di- 
reSlfy or Htdireffly ; and that by fuch Management 
the Council fought to have fome fpecious Grounds to 
doak the Proceedings /». Budingen. 

Secondly, fome Perfons of high Rank and Charac- 
ter have exj>re]fed their Dejire, as have alfo fever al of 
wy Friends and Well-wifhers, of having a full Account^ 
not fo much of the 'apologetic Declaration, as rather 
of the whole of the Con^Sl of the Moravians, the 
quondam Inhabitants ^Budingen, and what of their 
Principles and Jnfiitutions was come to the Knowledge 
of the World. 

• Count Zinzendorf, in a Letter written in 1 744, 
to a late CounfiUor of Budingen, has explained himfelf 
as to the Cafe of the Moravians. 

** Tofupprefs the Affair is none of my Advice. Afy 
*' *Method is to gain upon the florid by fair and up-- 
** right Dealing, by which I may hope to get my Con- 
*' dull jufiified in the Hearts of Mankind.^* 
. As tbcfe were the very Motives that prevailed with 
me to lay thefe Occurrences before the Public: And as, 
bejides, I deem it to be «zy Duty, to give the World the 
Alarm upon any approach ^ Danger^ and to expofe, 

in 
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infome Meafurei tbofe Principles ^ an which Mara- 
Vianifm rejts: So .Cauni Zinzendorf bimftlf is wy 
Warranty who tells us, be is far ailing abcrce Boards, 
and not farfuppreffing of Matters. And in reciting the 
MoT^ViznStoryi I in like Manner endeavour ta gain 
upon the World by candid and upright Dealing. 

And thus Count Zinzendorf has no injt^ice done 
htm, even Jhould he happen ta be difpleafed at the re- 
eital of FaSls. which all Circumftances canjidersdj 
were never intended for the Age of the Public. 

9^Af whole of the narrative Part is taken from un-^ 
exceptionable Vouchers and Documents, as Letters, and 
public Alls, .which in their proper. Places are infer ted^ 
where they were not too long: And where not infer ted^ 
they are Jtill extant, to be produced, at Dejhre. The 
fiqtial and impartial Public is now, jrom this Account^ 
put in a Capacity to pafs Judgment on the licence the 
Moravian Injiitution may have on the Power both in 
Church and State \ and when it has done fo, toconfider 
whether the Judgment has exceeded, or faUen fhort^ 
h&tn too Severe, <fr too Mild. 

'\ It was thought neceffary up and down to point at 
their Arts and Intrigues : Tofhew the Danger threat- 
inng States^ from their Settlements cr Colonies: In a 
Word, to. follow the track of Truth, and endeavour ta 
pit it in a diftinS and clear Light, for which Purpofe 
the Remarks were added: And that, as the Mora- 
vians itre wont to exprefs tbemfelves in fo general, fo 
iovert and^aoikiated, fofly and artful a Manner, that 
^tis not an eafy Matter to found their Deftgns^ with- 
out fome previous Knowledge of the Men, or at leajl 
fame Injight into their Syftem. 

But as this Syflem is built onfucb Foundations as 
no State can^well fuffer to take Place, without manifejl 
Prgudice to, and an Abridgement of its mofl valuable 
Privileges, and at the fame Time without producing 
Animoftties, Heart-burnings and Difcontents, among 
the prefent Generation^ to be tranfmitted^ pofftbly ta 

latfil 
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UteftPofterity: BefidBs^ as the Views of the Moraviaos 
0re generally carried on by fucb Means^ as widefy 
fwervefrom the regular Methods of proceeding in the 
IVorld about them: , 5^ this fufficiently accounts for 
the Mfcarriage of the Moravian Scheme in the Terri^ 
tory of Budingen. 

ALkw me now to add my hearty Vrayfts to God^ 
that he would be pleafed to preferve all States from ke^ 
ing ever involved with the Moravians • in fhe M^tnner 
the illuftrious Houfe of Budingen was : Tho* this can 
he no Diminution to the Honour of that Houfe^ feeing 
it nofooner got any I^fight into the QharaBers pffo ex-- 
traordinary a Set of Men^ than it diftinguified itfelf 
from all j^agemertts with thenh oven, to the overlook^ 
ifig. its own worldly Advantages^ and to the lofs of tbt 
Income of a Place in itfelf fo fair and promifing\ pre^ 
ferringj at it was butjufi^ the public' to private BfT 
nefit. 

May God alfo open the Eyes of the ff^orU to fee how 
widely different thefpecious external Appearances of the 
Moravian Brotherhood arfifrom what they arein reality^ 
and that their Infiitution and artful Management are of 
fuch a Nature^ as to afford fufficient Grounds for rankl- 
ing them among theplitical Evils of the Age j as their 
DoBrine has been now for fome Time^pafti froth con* 
vincing Reafons^ reckoned iy candid Divines among the 
Evils of the Church.

Historical Account 

O F THE 

Moravian Brethren^ ^c^ 

H E King of Poland^ Eledtor of Saxd-^ 
ny^ on the i8th of May^ ^73^9 de- 
puted a loc^l Commiflion to enquire 
into the Affairs of the Moravians^ 
who repaired to Herrnhut. Count . 
Zinzendorf^ not thinking proper to be prefent at 
that Conjuri£ture, went in^o fVetteravia^ where he 
was acquainted with Godfry Newman^ one of the 
Inlpired, who then lived at Maricnborn^ an empty 
Caftle in the County of Ifenburgh-Meerholtz^ o^• 
ficiating as Clerk of the Granaries. With him 
he ftaid but a little while, afterwards went to 
Lindheimy 2l Village belonging to the Family of 
Schrautenbachy and from thence to the Caftle of 
Ronneburgy belonging to the Count of Ifenburg- 
Wachterbachy which, at that time, was rented, 
along with its Appurtenances, by the Bailiff 
Schuchardy who had Permiffion to let out the 
empty Rooms of this Caftle. Froni him Count 
' Zi7izendorfy and his Retinue, took fome Rooms, 
iirft by the Week, then by the Month, and, af- 
ter the arrival of the Countefs his Spoufe, by th« 
Quarter. 

This ftay furnilh'd the Count and his Affiftants 
yith two Qjpportunities: Firji^ they had agreed 
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ijfrith the Landlord in their quarterly Contra^ 
fiU'd up the 22d of July^ 1736. 

" We referve for us, our Domefticks, and fiich 
*' as' we bring with us, or that fhall follow usj 
*' the free private Exercife of Religion in our 
^' Rooms, in the manner as we have enjoy*d 
*^ it hitherto, and as it is quite unnatural, againft 
*' all Proteftant Principles and Liiws of Hofpita* 
*' lity, to infringe upon the Liberties of Free- 
*' holders. Inhabitants or any others, or to force 
*' them to our Congregations, but it is in every 
*' one's free Option, to come and frequent the 
^' fame as he pleafes ; fo the Landlord on his fide 
'* ftipulates, to hinder none, Inhabitants or Strang* 
** gers, from vifiting the fame, in any way whatv 
•' foever." 

By thefe means, the Moravian Pulpt was erec^ 
ted in the Territories of Ifenburg^ tho' in minia* 
ture, and under the Pretence of private worfhip, 
but foon puU'd down again, the Regency of /j^a^it- 
' terbach not being willing to let the Count havf 
this Habitatioa. This iaft was the Reafon, that 
the greateft Part went to Frankfort^ and left only 
a few behind, nqt to lofe entirely the Connexioa 
Y^ith Ronneburg. 

Secondly^ The Moravians obtained by this ftay 
an Opportunity to inform themfelves perfedily 
of the Situation of IVetteraviay and to ftudy the 
Conditions and Tempers of the Sovereigns in this 
Province. Their Intention was undoubtedly to 
fettle thereabouts, in a Place, which the Count 
ihould judge proper for it. They wanted, asf 
hath been related, Permiflion to ao this in thp 
County of Hanau^ at a Place near the River 
Mayn^ but could not fucceed. Their Wifties tp 
pbtain the fame, by the new Buildings at Offcfh 
hach^ a City near Frankfort^ belonging to Ifenr 
^g Birjiainy were alfo ijoi vain. They madie, jn 
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the Yc*f J 73 7* Propofals to the Counts of Ifenhurg 
Wachterbacb^ at)Out letting them have the Cattle 
RQnnekurgy which came to no Iflue. At laft they 
addrefled themfelyes to the Count of Ifenburg Bu- 
Sngeny to obtain the Liberty of him, to build a 
new Town, upon one of his Demefnes, fituated 
,near the Road to Frankfort. This was not done 
by Count ^inzendorf-, with whom the Count of 
Budingefi would have nothing to do from the 
beginning, but by other Moravian Brethren, viz* 
David Nitfchman and Virugeljlein^ M. A. who 
for thpir purpofe, wanted to purchafe for the real 
Value, if not the whole Tra<St of Ground, at le^ 
200 Acres, and to Let thepi the Cattle Marieniorny 
but this latt, as they gave out, was only with this 
Viiew, that the new Families, might have their 
Abode therein, for a while, to bring the nev»^ 
iBuildings to perfedlion. 

SECTION IL 

The People that petitioned for their Reception, 
and Pertniffion to ered thefe new Buildings, con- 
' fitted oT'30 or 40 Families, and their Propofal 
exhibited by Nitfchman and Virugeljiein in Septem- 
ber 1737, was to this purport: 

" Our People will moftly live by eftablifhing a 
^' Woollen and Linen Manufactory, fpinning 
'* of Yarn or Wool, working in Steel and Iron, 
*^ Tanning, doing Joyners, Mafons and Car- 
*^ penters Work, or by following other Callings 
" beneficial to the Country (i). As for Tailors 

(i) The Count of Budingen had already took great Pains to 
enrich his Dominions by encouraging Manufadlurers, there- 
fore the Mora'viims made fuch Propofals, as they knew 
would be the moft agreeable. They fhewed Samples of dif- 
ferent coloured and white Linen, which, as they pretended, wa^ 
to be manyfaAured in their Town: but Time hath proved, 
that this was not their View, for not one Maftufadory hath. 
J>ecn by them crefted. 
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" and Shoemakers, they can be of nd prejudice 
*' to any Body, there being but a fmall Number 
*' of them with us, who amongft ourfelves wi^ 
*' find them Employment." 

The manner in which the Petitioners defired to 
be received, was, that in confidfcration of a cer- 
tain Sum, yearly to be paid for their Proteftionj^ 
they fhould be free from all other Incumbrances; 
but neverthelefs, 

" Would, like other Freeholders, be fubjcft to 
*^ the Sovereign and his Regency ; and defired 
*' only in Regard to Liberty of Confcience, to 
" have the free Exercife of Religion, to main- 
*' tain their ancient Church-Difcipline, in the 
*' fame manner as thefe had been laid before the 
*' whole World, in the Opinion of the Univc^r- 
*' fity at TubingenJ'' (2)

(2)- It was therefore upon Suppolition, that they really 
were fuch People as their produced Vouchers reprcfented 
them to be, that the Count faid. We are convinced. But they 
foon after gave him reafon to diange his Sentiments. For, 
in the beginning they pretended to be of the refomiAd Church, 
Their Ecclefiaftical Elders fending In November ly ^6, fome 
Records to Budingen, iigned by Count Zinxendorf^ and Lenms-^ 
William Weis, called Prothonotary, faid: ' 

" We befeech your Grace to look into the annexed au- 
*' thentic Papers, that you may inform yourfelf of the Con- 
** dition of our reformed Body, and to catifejthe fame to be 
** preferved, for the Inibruftion of ecclefiaftical and temporal 
*' Courts, fo that whenever our reformed Brethren, dwelling 
** in your or the Dominions of your Relations, ihall have 
<' Occaiion to refer to thefe Records, they may be at no 
** trouble to produce diem." 

Then they called themfelves of the fourth Religion, a» 
Count Xittzendorf hldilvi a Letter of the i8th of Feb. 1748, 
<this exprefsly, vide Se6t 38. After this they ftiled themfelve* 
followers of the unalter'd Augsburg Confefiion, vide Seft. 37. 
and Count Xinzendorf {z.\^ quite the contrary, Se6l. 38. Nay 
an a Letter t9 Q^UcifUor Brmt^r, (be 5th of Januitry 1748, 
ic fjiys. 
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: ^he Count of Budingen took thefe Propofal* 
into further Confideration. One Member of his 
Council reported, 

*' it was' known from Ecclefiaftical Hiftory, 
** that Luther^ his followers, and the Calvinijis^ 
** had acknowleged the Moravians to be evangeli- 
•* cal Proteftant Chriftians, fo that there was no 
** Reafon to doubt their Orthodoxy." 

The reft of the Council was of Opinion, that, 

*' No fcruple could be made to receive them, 
*' if they profefled no other Do6trine, than what 
*' had been Ipoke of in the Opinion of the Divines 
*' at Tubingen^ and by Pfaff in his Ecclefiaftical 
« Hiftorv." , 

But all agreed fo far, 

'* That it was advifable to demand their Cer- 
^ tificates of Orthodoxy." 

After this, new Negociations were carried on, 
which ended in a real Contradt, figned, April 24, 
1738; by virtue of which, 30 or 40 Families were 
received, partly Manufa6turers, partly others, and 
the Permiffion, under fome Reftriftion, granted 
them, to eredt new Buildings, upon the eight 
Hufes of Land, fold to them at the current Pric« 
of about 1280/. fterling (or ScooRix-doUars), 

This Reftridion was as follows : 

" Wefuppofe in xhtfirfi Place, and are fully 
*' convinced, by the printed Teftimonies, particu- 
*' larly by the Theological Opinion of the Univer- 
*' iity at Tubingen^ the produced Vouchers of Or* 
*< thodoxy, given by the Direftors of the reformed 
*' Church at Berlin^ the two Epifcopal Patents 
*' figned by Dr. Jahlonshjy Bifhop of the Mora^ 
*' vians^ firft Chaplain to the King of Prujftaj as 

*' I wifh Hermhaag was folely an evangelical Lutheran 
*f Town, after the Difcipline of the Brethren," which Con- 
tradidion to his own Words he repeated a little while after. 
Sea. 38. ' 
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*^ alfo by his Majefty's Letters of ConfirmitiQn 
" and Recommendation, that thefc Petitioners 
*' who want to fettle in our Dominions, are ha 
*' Seftaries, but profefe the Evangelical Religion ; 
** they having promifed, careruUy to conform 
** themfelves to the Liturgy of tht evdngelital 
•* reformed Church, fo that there is no Apjpear- 
,*' ance of Separatifm, Particularifm or Schilm., 

'It being thus exprefly prefuppofed, by reafons 
of the faid Teftimonials, that thefe Colonifts are 
of the evangelical Religion, as the lame is pro- 
feffed throughout the Roman Empire, no fcruple 
was further made, to grant them the Dire6lion of 
the Rules of Worfhip. Which Article runs thus ': 

" Six My y We have granted to thefe Colonifts, 
•* the Direftiori of the Rules in their Worihip 
*' and Church-Difcipline, the Right to call and 
/' appoint their Preachers, and to regulate every 
*' thing belonging to the form of their Church, fp 
*' as they enjoy thefe Privileges under theit- Ma- 
*' jellies the Kings of Poland and Demnarkj at 
•' Herrnhut and OUenJhw^ (3) and in the fame 
«' form, as the French Refugees have obtained 
•' the fame in Prujfia or elfewhere, fo that they ' 
*' have full Power to chufe, ordain, aj^int, or 
** difmifs their Minifters, Church-Elders or Ser- 
•* vants, and therefore not to be Pariftiioners at 
*' Haaky nor to pay any Church-Dues, but to pof- 
*' fefs by Right their own Burying-ground.** We 
referve to ourfelves. 

Seventhly y " That before the real Inftftution of 
^' a Minifter, the faid Perfon Ihall be brought be- 
^ fore us or our Chancery, to be there approved

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*« of, that we may fee whether his tJoftrine and 
** Coiifefiion of Faith agrees with the above-men - 
** tioned Teftimoniais, Befides, it fhali be in our 
*' Pleafure to Comrtiiffion ohe of our Council 
*' to bfc prefent at ftich Inftitution, to fee that' 
** Things are done in dufe otder, who, Jiowever, ii 
*« not to intermeddle With this Aft, but the Cotn* 
" munity may do accoMirig to their Rites. We 
" engage our Word, that never any frivolous 
*' Difficulties Ihall be raifed about our Approba- 
*' tion, unlefs there fhould appear fomething 
•' e^rtti^l aliedged agiinft the tiirify of his Doc- 
:*' trine, ot his fcahdalous Life (4). 

It was rieveftheleiS ap|>rehended, that fome* 
thiAg 6lie might bfe cbriccgtrd iihder the Liberty 
of Coftfciehce, qiiiet Ejc^rcife of Religion and 
Chtrrch - Difcipline, ^bout the Coilfervation of 
which the Petitioners werefo antibUSi therefort 
it Was thought neceflkry to gu^rd againft any la^ 
tent Defign by thefe Words : 

' (4) This does not iftdud<5 an Inddbendency in ccclefialHcll 
Matters; as tlidy afterwards claimed the fame by bringing 
all Chnrch Affairs under the Title of Liberty of ConfciencC 
vide Se£t. 16. Nor is here meant a Theocracy which thfe 
Count, by fendiiig a Scheme of their joules to Budlngen, 5th 
tifjoft. 1^48, attributed to ii?rr*^^^; h\ifaid, 

" If this is rejeded, this Day will be the laft of my inte^- 
** meddling wititi itg for having already fold my Houfe to 
** Mr. Litrijk^ I fhail ih Februdty next, widi all that belongs 
*« to me, quit this beloved Placd, founded by our Saviour for 
" his Theocracy, which he woht fail to maintain." 

And one of his Brethren fpoke ftill more expreffive, thus, 
- " All Sovereigns of the Earth muft confetit in the Theo- 
*' cracy of the MoravUiu^ or haVe no Brethren at all in their 
** Dominions." 

Nor do the Words of the Grant mention a Hierarchy ac- 
knowledged in England^ according to Count X'tn%endorf% Let- 
ter of the 2ift ofOaohery Sedl. 38, but only certain Rites in 
ecclefiaftical Matters, which were howevcjc to be fubordinate to 
^^ Sovereign's Authority,

Eighthly y " By the Allegiance which they owe 
*' their Lord, aflure us, that by Diredlion of their 
*^ Rites in Worfhip and Church-Difcipline, they 
^' do not intend or del^re to have any other 
<' Sovereign : but that, befides our Lord and Sa- 
V viour Jefus Chrift, they acknowledge or know no 
^' other but ourfejives, and would enjoy their Pri- 
;* vileges in Peace and Tranquillity (5). 

SECT. m. 

As to Matters fubjedt to the Cognizance of the 
civil Power, an unlimited Subjection was agreed 
to by the Hermhutirs in thefe Words : 

** The Purchafers and all that build upon thia 
<* Ground, or that live in their Place, arc to be 
*« obedient to us or our Regency (i) in tempora 
<* Matters civil or criminal, as are our other Sub- 
«< jc6ts without any Reftriftion, and muft there- 

(5) This Claufewas inferted againft CovmtXinxitubtfzxi 
liis Reprefentatires. For the Morawam not having adled up 
to their Teftimonials, it was thought neceflary to oblize thent 
to renounce this their fuppofed Head, by doing homage 
Jn 1750. It was a Sufpicion grounded upon their own £x- 
preifion, that made d^ Regency at BuMngen infill upon this» 
for they had in the luftrument drawn up in the fame Year^ 
faid, 

" If even Count Zinzemhrf^ out of Condefcenfion would, in 
^* regard to us, refign his Place and Care which he hath in all 
** Communities of the Brethren, we neverthelefs herewith 
<* proteft, that we cannot conu)ly with this concerning our 
<* ecckfiafiical and cfconomical Affairs, for this would cauTe the 
«* moft difmal Confequences." 

The Brethren bringing afterwards all and every thing under 
thefe two Denominations, Eccleiiaflical and CEconomical, the 
Managemei^ of which was in Count Zinsundorf\ Hands, who 
clfe but he could be their Sovereign ? His Authority among 
them was fo great, that he faid^'" 1 am Syndick with full Power, 
♦« and need not any body's Advice." Such are the Subter- 
fuges they ufe to flude their Homage to their real Sovereign. 

(t) The manner in wfeidi they wanted to elude this, vide 

*' fore 
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*^ fore do us Homage according to the annex^ 
*^ Formulary," 

This Formulary befides its ufual Contents re- 
quired of them, not to raifc any Rebellion; Mu- 
tiny or Confufion in thefe Territories, and to 
conduft themfelves as becomes loyal Subjefts. Dr. 
Ruker^ the 2^6.oiJ$ril 1738, explained theSen-t 
timents of the Community, faying : 

" We intend to make no more Confufion than 

** the Apoftles of our Lord. They preached 

** and fpoke only of the true Faith in the cruci- 
** fied Jefus, and about keeping his moft holy 
•* and faving Rules. 

In civil Points an inferior Court was grants! 
them to take Cognizance of trifling Matters or De- 
mands, whofe Fines were not exceedirig ten Rix- 
doUars, and were obliged to prefent to the Chan- 
cery upon everv Occafion, one Juftice and two 
Jurymen that Ihould hold this Court, who there 
ihould be confirmed. 

S E C T. IV. 

The Condition of thefe Colonifts was in the 
Contrad thus defcribed ; 

" Eleventhly^ Tho' by receiving thefe People 
*• we chiefly intend Manufafturers, our Intention 
** not -being to have our Country crowded by 
' *^ common Tradefmen, yet we will receive them 
'** too, provided their Number is not too great, 
" fo that they may earn their Bread honeftly, 
** without prejudicing our natural Subjefts and 
** Inhabitants.** (i). 

(i) No Manufa^birers were by "them brought intp this Coun- 
try, but infteadof thefe, a great Number of Tradefmen, fo 
that the old Inhabitants very often complained of being hin- 
ged by them in their Bufmefs.

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Th6 Cblonlfts were to be free from all Taxci 

for the fpace.of five Years ; and further it was fti- 
•jpulatedt that nobody befides the above-mentioned 
Families ihould be received without a fpecial Pfcr- 
friiliioh (2)5 or the new Buildings and Appurte- 
lumces alienated to Strangers, or fuch as the So- 
vereign difapproved. The Deputies, oil the othei* 
Side, referved for their Brethren, that nobody not 
belonging to their Society, Ihould any ways be 
intruded upon them, nor (hould fuch be admitted 
to acquire any Properties amongft them (g). Fuf- 
Ijier it was promiled, that in Cafe the Manufac- 
turers would employ any married People^ they 
likewife Ihould be permitted, if their M^rs 
would find Security for the fame (4). 

The firft Stone of thefe new Buildings was laid 
in a Place chofen by Count Zinzendorf by Lot, 
and the Cdi^XtMarienbom was Let them for fomti 
Years, under the Conditions mentioned, Se6t. i. 
A great many Herrnhuters reforted now at once to 
this Place, whofe Opinions pretty much differed, 
for all that the Conceflion extended only to Bo- 
bemian and Moravian Brethren, (5). 

(2) This they elude under the Pretext of their Houfes of Infti- 
tiition, and their continual travelling. If there are Strahgers 
Iband amongft them, they call them their Guefts, Viiitors, 
whom they muft give Board and Lodging at leaft for a Year.^ 

(3) You may ^e what Ufe they afterwards made of this 
Privilege, Seft. 15, and 33. 

(4) This alfo was a Subterfuge for them to hide whole Fa- 
milies, of whom they, by enquiring, gave thisAnfwer, they are 
9nly other Peoples Journeymen. 

(5) Every Body at Budingen thought this People to confift 
only of Moravian and Bohemian Brethren, therefore it was pro- 
vided, Seft. 15, that they (hould bring no more Emigrants out 
of the Emperor's Dominions along with them.

The firft Years were rrtofUy li)eht in the build- 
ing of the new Town, Herrnbaag^ and regulating 
their ecelefiaftical and temporal Matters j which 
were, tranfafted with fo miich Gircumfpeftion^ 
that the Records gave very little ground for Suf- 
picion. That Mcnlber of the Couiicil, with whom 
they had rtiade their Agreement, was treated with 
the greateft Marks of Givility, he at that Time 
having the Gomnland of all Things under him. 
Good Meaiiiiies were taker! to bring nothing of 
their Affairs before the Regency, but only before 
him. Even this was not done in Writing, but 
only by Word of Mouth, paying him a Vifit, 
and in the fariie Manner did they receive his coun- 
fels or Orders, which occafioned the Records of 
this Time, to contain fo little. They did all they 
poffibly could to niake him like, approve, at lean: 
in Appearance, their gaining of Souls, which 
ferves them as a Cloak. He was invited to their 
Feafts, to be prefent at thfcir Synods, and to be a 
Speftator of every Thing done by them, as he 
fometimes was. They knew the Finances of fome 
of the Gounts of Budingen to be rn a difmal Gon- 
dition, and as one Beuning of Amjierdam^ 2l Man 
of good Fortune was with them in the Year 1742, 
they made Offer to lend thefe Gounts a ceruin 
Sum. Negociations were then brought upon the 
Tapis about this Affair, which ended in the fol- 
lowing Agreement. A hundred and fifty thoufand 
Guilders Were lent to the Gounts, upon Condition, 
that they put the Lender in PofTefTion of fome 
freehold Lands, Mills, Tythes and other Reve- 
nues at Dudeljheim and Rohrback^ for the Payment 
of the yearly Intereft of the Capital lent, and 
Part of the principal Stock. The Lender had the

fxemption from the Jurilciidion granted him* 
The Community at Hnmbaag made ufe <^ this, 
to enlarge their Limits, to gain more Prmleges, 
and to pave the Way for their real but hidden in- 
tention, in fhort, to have fuch Tlungs fixed, as 
in Time could lecure Herrnbaag againft whatever 
might obftruA their Scheme, which they were now 
in Hopes to accomplilh. The fecmid Contrad: 
with them was therefore eredcd, and on both Par- 
ties figned the 13th of Januarj^ J743» in which 
were the following Claufes. 

*' The Community of Herrnbaag^ the Vouch- 
** ers for their Orthodaxy, being known, and Cre- 
*' dit given to the fame, was to proceed according 
*' to their Rites and Cuftoms. But they were to 
*' give Notice whenever a new Minifter fhould 
*' come to be their Preacher. The Perfon chofen 
** was to be prefented to the Sovereigns, who, if 
*' they fhould think proper, fhould conrniiflSon 
** one of their Council to be prefent at his Infli- 
« tution" (i). 

They referved on their Behalf, in Regard to 
civil Matters, all that had been granted them 
before, Seft. 4, (2) and did on their fide, upon 
the Word and Faith of good Chriftians, which 
was to have the Force of an Oath, promife to 
find Security for themfelves, that they and all fuch 

(i ) Tho' the HermJmters by this new Contrafl acquired new 
Privileges, thefe were granted them by believing their pro- 
duced Tcftimonials. The Divines of Tubingen y moreover, 
changed their Opinion foon after, and found , themfelves as 
well deceived as they at BtuUngeny where nobody had any 
Notion of their general Diaconat ; a Court of Juftice difperfed 
all over the World without an Abode, vide Sedl. 22. 

(2) Befides what will be clear'd up, Seft. 22. About this we 
©bferve only, that this they artfully ufed, when they were to 
anfwer the Reproaches made them by fuch as were Profelites 
from them ; they then faid, The Perjon hates us, Animofity, not 
Truth /peaks fo. To know their Intention was therefore im- 
•X)ir;ble. 
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as now or afterwards fhould live at Herrnbaagi 
would beSubjefts to the Sovereign in criminal and 
civil Matters, and this they ftipulated under their 
Bond and Judgment, It was to be in their Power 
to receive whoever they fliould think proper, (3) 
Ijut were to give a quarterly Specification of them, 
caxept Strangers or Vifitors that intended not to 
ftay feme Time with them. The Court which, 
took Cognizance of fmall Matters, its Fines not 
exceeding the Sum of ten RixdoUars, which was 
to be paid in the Treafury at Budingen, was in 
this Contraft granted them as in the former, 
Se6t. 3. The Counts of Budingen having in Er- 
pedtation of the promifed Loan, taken their Mea- 
sures accordingly, were by the Herrnhuters now 
only put off with Hopes of having the faid Sunt 
of , Money lent them. Their Intention in making 
thefe Delays was nothing elfe but with greatcif 
Eafe to obtain other Privileges; the Payment of 
a yearly Sum for their Protedtion, and other Taxes 
having already been remitted them. A Detail of 
thefe Privileges was fent to Budingen by a Mora- 
vian ^Bilhop, Polycarp Muller, The Conditions 
under which the Loan fhould be given, were fo 
clofely connedted with the Stipulation of their 
wiftied-for Privileges, that neither could fubfift 
without the other. Both Parties were at lafl: fa- 
tisfied. The Herrnhuters came, according to the 

{3) As foon as thev found the leaft Inclination one had to 
turn from their FIock, they refufed to give Security for him. 
By permitting them to receive or to rejedl others as they fhould 
think proper, and that a Stranger ihould at lead be a Year a 
Gueft amongft them, they obtained that nobody but their own 
People, were admitted into their Town. After the Noviciat 
of this Term, the fame was rejedled or received, during which, 
no mention was made of him in their quarterly Specification, fo 
they kept clandeftincly or fent away whom they pleafed, and 
the Sovereign could never know what Sort of People inhabited 
hisDominions, if Rebels, Malefadors, or fuch like, that in othef 
. JTcrritories had efcaped tl^e Hand Qf JuiUce, or honeil ones. 
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Accounts of the Regency, into the Poffeffion of 
yearly Revenues of 7700 Guilders, 6000 of which 
were for paynjent of Intereft, and 1 700 in Part of 
the principal Stock. The following Words of that 
Counfellor who made this new Comradb with the 
Morayians^ (hew mol| plainly, how much he loved 
them ; he wrote, the 7th of February ^ 1743^ thus to 
their common Juftice : 

" As to the Contraft in ^particular, let me 
*' hope, the Community will put fo much Conf?- 
^^ dence in me, that I fhall be as good as my 
*' Word, and give them as much as lies in my 
*' Power, I am not ufed to make many Words 
*' or Promifes. I hope I ftiall in Time have ftill 
*' a greater Idea of Herrnbaag. But my Maxim 
*' is that which Tacitus praifes ii. our Anceftors," 
Plus efficiunt quam fcrihunt. Count Zinzendorf^s 
Letter to this Counfellor, written foon after- this 
Contract was figned, 24th of Aprils i743» proves 
how much this delighted him : 

Firft^ "I kifs you at my Return. I take Part 
*' in all good Things done bere^ by the Saviour* sPlea- 
•* fure^ even in my Abfence^ and one of my beartieft 
*' Wijhes is now*fulfilled (4.). I likewife pay you 
•' my Compliments about that pretty Heritage, 
*' to which you claim a Right, and as there is no • 

(4) This Letter, dated a few Weeks after the Conclufion of 
the Contrad, is certainly a convincing Proof, that Count Z/«- 
Xindorf was Art and Part in all that had been done, which he 
^ifterwards boldly denied;- for in a Letter of the 13 th of Febru^ 
nryy 1747, he fays: 

" The beloved Counfellor (this was the fame that he kifs'd 
** at his Return) did not love me ; nor would he enter with me 
<* into any Conference, but treated of thefe Things generally 
" with ignorant mean Perfons. This is the Reafon that I ne- 
*' ver have feen any Contradt, unlefs half a Year or even a 
** whole one after it had been figned. Juftly may I there- 
** fore fay, that of a hundred Things I have no other Idea, 
♦* than what they will give me, yet more explicit are th« 
« Words of one of UiQ Count's Affitents, A, 1743. 
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^* Law-fuit abput it, you may at any Time takt^ 
«' Poffeffion of the fame." 

" The Father, (Count Zinzendorf) heard of • 
'S^ the Agreement, and difapproved the making 
^' any Contract without him, as the Conmiunity 
*^ was not ignorant that he had above three Year* 
*^ correfponded with Counfellor Brauer upon the 
^' Subje6t. Seeing the Original of the fame, he 
*' rejefted it entirely : 

" For that there no mention was made of the 
^' Theocracy of the Moravian Brethren, in which 
** ail Sovereigns of the Earth muft confent, or 
*' have no Brethren for their Subjefts, the fame 
*' being therein treated as a Form of Religion^ 
*' whereas the Community of the Brethren is only 
-*' an authorized Society in the Religion.'* 

" For that inftead of having obtained a 
" free Direction over the Rules of the Brother?- 
" hood, which, as far as the fame depends upon 
" free Minds, and hath no Limits given by Laws, 
^^ never can be balanced, there had been ftipulated 
*' another legal Jurifdiftion, of which a Commu- 
*' nity hath not, nor ought not to have any Notion, 
*' He affirms, th^,t this finally would be of no Adf- 
" vantage to the Conununity, but embroil theij

SECT. VI. 



The ecclefiaftical and civil Matters at Herm^ 
haag^ were now managed according to the Pleafure, 
Advantage and Intention of the Herrnhuters^ and 
for feveral Years their Proceedings were as much 
connived at, as if their Conftitution had been in- 
dependent of the Sovereign's Authority. They 
were fo cautious, that the Records mention but 
very little of this Time. We fhall here only ob- 
ferv^ certaia Circumfeuices, which Ihould have 

made 
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blade them at Budingen rcfteft what they wer^ 
about. 

No Manufafturcrs were arrived, the Re- 
ception of thefe fuppofed that fuch as Ihould em- 
ploy them, would, if not fettle here, at leaft'ftay 
there for a conficjerable Time ; but the Inhabitants, 
nor even they that had built Houfes for them- 
felves, did fettle there for a Conftancy. Their eccle- 
fiaftical and civil Elders had taken the Diredtion 
over all Things zt-Hermhaag upon them, without 
the Confent of the Sovereign, and all thefe they 
had fo ordered, that the Sovereign never could 
know his Subjefts in that Town. Admiffion was 
granted to Moravian and Bohemian Brethren, who, 
as they gave out, had been forced to quit their 
Country, being difturbed there in Liberty of Con- 
fcicnce. But no fooner had this new Town been 
built, than it was crowded with People of all 
Sorts of Religion, who ftiled themfelves Moravian 
Brethren, and who never had been in their Coun- 
try, nor been molefted about the evangelical Re- 
ligion. 

Their Minifters were, contrary to their Pro* 
mife, Seft. 2. never prefented to their Sove- 
reign. They evaded fuch a Prefentation by a 
Vifit, or by Notice given to that Member of the 
Council, who had the Care of the Affairs at 
Herrnbaag. Moreover they had not one, or one 
conftant Minifter, for this Member far exceeded 
that of the Years of Herrnbaag^s Exiftence. 
Minifters thus prefented, left them without the 
Sovereign's Permiflion as often as they pleafed, 
or gave Notice from foreign Countries that they 
were gone away, and fignified the Name of their 
Succelfor. Sometimes Mr. Langhut^ then fFaib- 
liyiger^ M. A. or Wentzel Neijfery or others, were 
their Ordinaries, Sermons were preached by Lay- 
men and other Tradcfmcn, of whgm it C9uld not • 
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l)€.jc?i0wa,i£d:h^ had .learnt rightly theii' Cate- 
thifm, fo far were they from having a true theo-- 
logical Syftftm. 

They had promifed to conform themfelves to 
the Liturgy of the reformed Church, Seft. 2. 
but when they were reproached about not.ob- 
ferving the fame. Count Zinztndorf^ in a Letter to 
a Member of the Council, 12th of Feb. 1740, 
faid : 

. " I have heard that you have faid, the Herrn- 
^' but€rs had promifed to conform themfelves 
f ' to the Liturgy of the Calvimjls^ and did. not do 
** {o^ and that you would have patience a little 
*^ longer, Cffr.'* to which he direftly adds, 
• " The Community would direftly leave their 
*' Houles and Goods, if their Liberty of Con- 
*^ fqience was difturbed." 

Thefe Words of Mr. L^ngbut^ written to the 
fame Miniftcr, were ftill more remarkable : 

" How far and what you propofe in religious 
*' Matters df the reformed Church, or how you 
*' will mend its Faults, J gannqt tell. To curs? old 
^^ Sores is a Difficulty. Hence we^ in our Commu- 
te, nityy plough up a frejh Gromd^ and I. perceive 
'' daily more (ind more^ that it mfwers no Purpofe /« 
*' mend old Nets. But he whofe Duty it is, may 
*' catch Filh even with old. brjoken ones, but this 
*' requires more Trouble, and the new ones are 
" more fit. Do you neverthelefs what is your 
** Duty, and what lies in: your Power. Oh 1 
*' how ihould. I rejoice if Ckf^ft was preached in 
^' all the Pulpits of th^fc Dominions.*' 

They Jhew that their Intention was to hatch a 
ficw Religipn, to rejeft the true Evangelical, and 
the Calvinijis and Lutherans \ for both thefe have 
here the free Exercife of their Religion ; hei.ac- 
icufes them of not preaching the Saviour of the 
World. His Wifti that Chrifi, plight be prgached 
...i. C ill 



in all the Pulpits of thde Daminiocas, caeans qih 
thyig cllfe, but to wifh the whole Courcrr to be of 
the Herrnhut Opinion. Their Licesrioa, which 
through their Care, was already rr^rhrd by that 
Counfellor with whom tilcy hjd cocd-ded their 
Contracts, was fuffidentiy here bccraycd : he ex- 
plains this with his own Words, ucd in a Letter 
to Mr. Beuning\ Adminiffaraicr, rth of Jamaarj^ 

" To hear that there Ihall be a ^&rMviaM Com- 
** munity at Leufiady cauics mc to fhed Tears of 
•* Joy, thinking myfelf tha: unworthy Infhii* 
** ment by our Saviour made uib of to lay a 
** Foundation for all thelc Things. Oh \ that the 
•* Lord would fend me Power to introduce the 
*' Moneuian Difciplinc in all our Villages, 
^^ Churches and Schools, I would pidl dovrn all 
•* Lutheran and Cahinijis Pulpit?.** 

By refleding upon this niih Scep» and the 
Things that followed, the Realbn may be found 
why, in fo uncertain Limits, the Affairs of tte 
Moravians had fo quick a Succeis, till it pleaied 
God to make an Alteration in fome Peri<xis, to 
hinder the Mcravians in the Execudoo of their 
Defign, and to fix their nm plus nlirm. 

s E c T. vn. 

Their civil Affairs were bv them fo raanagedy 
that except the mere Name ox Sovereign, nodung 
remained of his Authority. Their Jufticcs a^ 
Jurymen were changed as often, and in*tlie fiudd 
manner as their Minifters. Now was Mr. Lmssow^ 
Baron Bihran ^ now Mr. de PeifteL, then Mr. dt 
Marjhal or others ; many of which had not ibh* 
died the Laws at all, fo were their Jurymen, 
I'radcfmen, ignorant of all Law-Matters, and 
none of tbcm were fworn into their Offices iM)r did 
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they like to proceed according to the Laws oF 
Germany^ or any other wholfom Regulations. 
When the Regency demanded of them to have 
their Jufticcs put in their refpeftive Places, ac- 
cording to the Contraft, and the Sovereign'? Or- 
ders, Mr. de Peiftd anfwered as he did, A.' if 40. 

*^ This fliall be done by and by in a Confe- 
•' rence. God fend us only a worthy man to it ; 
*' for I am not the Man, and hope to be fooA 
♦' freed from this Office." 

Bjr long delaying this-, they prevented theft * 

Things to be more infifted upon. The J^roceed- 

'ings of the Juftices, and their own Perfons, wholly 

* depending upon Count Zinzendorfy they were 

obliged to leave their Places to others, and to go 

away whenever he fent them fuch Orders. 

GzuUusy one of their jfurymen in a Letter writ- 
ten to the above-mentioned C^unfellor, A. 1744, 
•faid: '^ 

" Yefterday • arrived Mr. de Seydlifz witR 
'' Count Zinzendvrfs Orders to Brother ^^ Peijlel^ 
•*' for him to fet out immediately for Gvddenikat^ 
'*' which he did Half an Hour after. He thcre- 
** fore hath ordered me to 'give your Honour 
^* this Notice thereof.'* • - ■ 

To give Notice in this manner was by them 
thought to be fufficient to inform the Sovei'efgn oT 
a vacant Place in his Territlorics', •and that another 
ha4 occupied the Place. Mr. de Peijhl upofn the 
like Occafiop, wrote thus ; 1740. 

*' Mr. de lihrfljally (he was prefentcd as com- 
•* moA Juftice) hath taken a Journey into ^^f-* 
** landy and defircs you to remember him kindly, 
*' I have t^ken his Place till bis Return, whicli 
" it is hoped yill be foon; I fliall upon the next 
** Occafipin pay my Refpefts to you. 

A V|fit of tnis fort was to ferve inftead of the 

• 'PrcfentitioH refervcd for the Sovereign, when they 
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^btain'd their Grant. But tliey altered this en-' 
tirely, for the Perfon who was to be their Jufl:ice> 
was not to fill this Place before the Confirma- 
tion of their Sovereign ; who, by granting them 
^a inferior Court, had no Intention to give them 
any higher Jurifdiftion, than what fmall Towns in 
Germany y or elfewhere, ufed to poflcfs. But under 
thii inferior Court which they talked of, they 
cloak'd only their Defign to gain fuch a Power 
in this new Town, .as was ferviceable to their 
^rand Scheme. For as they were called to an 
Account of their Proceedings in this Court, they 
yave, by Baron Bibratiy Mr. de Peifiely Paulff^eis^ 
bch an Account of this Jurifdidtion as the Sove- 
^xeign never had thought of. They faid : 
. *' Our common Court is divided into two 
^*' Branches, the voluntary and the litigious Jurif- 
** diftion. The iformer extends itfelf very far 
^' Over fuch People who commit thiemfelves to 
** our Care, ibey muji always like our Proceedings^ 
*' or they muJi not meddle with us this way. The 
** other hath to do with Strangers that have Deal- 
*' ings with us, which are but in a civil Cunnexion, 
*' and are not by us regarded in a parental View. 
*' In Matters belonging to thefe , our proceed- 
«< iugs are fhorter than the common ones, nor 
*' do we like to have many of thefe upon us. Nor 
*' even is Mr. Scbucbman 3, fufficient Man for 
** Cafes of this Nature, he being a regular bred 
*' Lawyer. The'firft fort can, without fcruple, con- 
y tent themfelves with our common Juftices, who 
*' often have as many thoufand Subjefts of their 
** own, as all the Communities together are able 
'' to produce; nor can they complain that they are 
.*• mean People placed in thofe Pofts, for we chufe 
'*' to them fuch Men as can affift the Inhabitants 
" like their, Fathers. The Regulation of this Court 
!' is fucb^ that in the fame is the Seat of the jDifd^ 



^t pline of the ^retbern ; for we do not know anf^ 
*' fucb Thing as the ecckfiajiical IHfciptin^fo much 
** praSlifed in the World. Our Difcipline regards 
*' only civil Matters^ and prevents the religious Part 
*' of the Community from raifing Scandal or Irregu-* 
*' larity. (i) . 

SECT. VIII. 

Their Elders and Wardens treated all things ac- 
cording to the Principles of this common Court, 
giving thereby a good Proof how artfully every 
thing had been initttuted. Never were any Dis- 
putes between two Herrnhuters brought before the 
Regency at Budingen i and they had neither much 
trouble to efFeft this, as it was in their Power to . 
fend People away whenever they pleafed ; which 
they did not fail to do, even fome times in very 
great hafte, as foon as any one feemed difgufted with 
their Proceedings, not could fuch a one obtain 
their Permiffion to go to Budingen^ or an other was 
given him to accompany him thither in whom 
t;hey could perfeftly truft. This caufed their 
Proceedings to be by the Regency more efteemcd 
than they merited, if every thing had been taken 
under right Confideration. There happened fome 
remarkable, Difputes between them and Strangers 

( I ) After the Permiffion to hold an inferior Court, they efta^ 
bliihcd a Common Court, which, tho' the Regency thought 
the contrary, was entirely different from that Jurifdiftion 
which had been really granted. Their common Court confifls 
of two Ranks, (i) the College of Juftices, and (2) thetCon- 
ference of Afliilants. The Dedfions of the former are fubjeft to 
thofe of the fecond Rank, which is compofed of fuch as are 
,feund truly attached to' their Intereft and Defign. They pro- 
ceed juft as they think to be the moil proper for them ; are alfo 
quite arbitrary. Both thefc Ranks are under the general Dia- 
conat, and the Regulations of Count Zinzendorfj for in his Ca- 
binet, or, as he c2ls it, perfonal Chancery ^ Seft. 22. all things 
fM^e prepared that are to bring them to their grand End. 
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to their Society. We fhall here only relate the' 
Circumftwccs of a few of them, 

, S E C T. IX. 

- Aftdrew Wdther^ a Freeholder at Sundhaufeu neat* 
Langenfaltz^ re-demanded. Anno 1743, his Wife 
and Children from Herrnhaagi His Wife, who 
was entirely devoted to the Community, faid her 
Husband was a Vagrant, produced a Certificate 
of the Burgomaftcr Cbriftian Frederick Muller^ 
about the PlantifF's being not only often troubled 
with fplenetic Diforders, but that he confimitted 
the moft ridiculous Things, that his Will wa& 
like the Weather in /Ipril^ and was not able to 
manage his own Affairs. Mr. Brukner^ Chaplain 
to the Court of Saxe-Gotba^ and Earnfi Polyiarpus 
Muller^ Minifter at Sundhaufen^ attefted the fame* 
His Wife and Childten, who were foon after fent 
to England by the Herrnhuters ( i ^, were not dire6tly 
delivered to the Plaintiff, he having bought a 
Houfc at Herrnhaag not very long before. As the 
Regency oi Budingcfi^ to which the Plaintiff made 
his Complaints, would enquire into this Matten, 
the Herrnhuters called this a Violation of the 
Rights of their inferior Court, and Count Zinzen-- 
dorf %3.vt this Inftruftioif to ojie of his Brethren. 

*' I know how this is beft to be managed^ vizr 
^^ to do, in confidence of our Saviour, all that 
^^ the Sovereign pleafes 5 not to reafon much or 
** reflect upon Prejudi9es and Infringements, &fc. 
** for if it fhould be impbffible to do his Will, 
*' this Anfwer may be made: I have been fiknc 
•' a thoufand times, ajs I could fuffer Things to be 
*' d(5ne fo, at prelent I caunot, this makes me 
** fpeak." 

(1) They often elude, by their fending People abroad, tlie 
Rights of Sovereigns, Parents, ^c See ^c following l*ara- 
graph. 

' Thd 
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• The meaning of thefe Words is this : Let the 
Regency enquire or order what they will, obey 
them if it is not contrary to our Scheme, but if 
ib, then let the Sovereign demand as long as he 
wUl, his Will fhall not be done. 

S E C T. X. 

The Accident that we (hall now give an Ac- 
count of merits * ftill more Attention, amazed 
the. Sovereign, and ferved to make him open 
his Eyes, His Excellency Count Schonberg^ then 
Ambaflador.of his^Majefty the King oi Poland 
wrote from Frankfort^ the 7th of Marcb^ in the 
Year 1 745/ the following Contents : 

*' One Son and a Daughter of Major Scbuch- 
** man^ in the Service of his Electoral Highriefs of 
*' Saxony^ live, by the mifcondudt of his deceafed 
** Wife, in the Community of the Herrnhuters^ 
*' which whenever they had been recalled by him 
** as their Father, were retained contrary to 
^' all Laws. The Father having of late heard, 
^*.that his Daifghter Sujanna Sophia dwelt in 
>' Hermbaagj humblyprayed to bring, his Daugh- 
^^ terby Power'of Sovereignty out of the Sifter's 
*' Houfe to a fecurc Place, till he fhould fetch 
^' her away ; he fearing that fhe might be of the 
** number of 30 or 40 People newly married 
•* there by Ballot, which were to. go to Pf^Hhania. 

The Refolution thereupon was taken, 

" To bring the Lady to the Houfe of Cafiellof^ 
•* Preifs^ who had no more Children but one 
*' Daughter living with him, for her to be kept 
*' there till this Affair, after the Examination of 
•^ both Parties, coirld be determinated. 

CaJlellanPreifs received this Order along with 
the Ambaflador's Letter, not only . to fhew the 
fame to' the Hcrrnbuters^ but alfo to bring the 
, V. C 4 young 



young Xady along with him , to Budingen. He 
fct out cUreoly, .but; returned very late along with 
Mr. de^ Marjbal their temporal Elder. He delivered 
him a Protocol of what had paffed at Herrnbaag thr 
9th oi March 174.5, defiring the fame to be lent 
in Anfwer to Count Schonberg's Letter. 

*' I have humbly obeyed the Count of Budin- 
" getCs Orders fent me by Caftellan Preifsy for to 
*' repair to Lady Shuchman^ and to enquire into 
*' the Circumftanccs contained in Count Scbonberg'9 
*' Letter, (i) The Lady notwithftanding that fhe 
*' by her dwelling in this Place was exempted 
*^ fromi this Jurifdidion (2) hath nevcrthelefs, 
^* becaufe Ihe happened to be juft prcfent,, dc- 
*^ clared herfelf as foUowcth : 
- ^ueft. How old are you ? 

Anf. Twenty-four Years. 

^ Are you ftill under the Authority of your 
Father ? 

A^ No, my deceafcd Mother, for Reafona 
which I out of relpeft to my Father will omit, 
hgth effefted that my Brother and I have becrt 
CTcmpted from his Authority. Guardians were 
then conftituted, but it is well known that we arc 
no longer Pupils or Minor5. 

j^ How came you to live here ? 

A. I came hither to pay a Vifit to my Friends, 
and I ftay here becaufe I like the Place. 

^ Have you been asked to Marry any body ? 

A. No, and what Count Schonberg faith about 
riiis hath not the refemblance of Truth. 

^ Have you ever been ordered to go to Pen- 
Jilvania^ ?, 

(i) Such Orders had not been given. * 

(2) This plainly proves they wanted to be Independent, 

for amongft one hundred of them, there are not fiv^ that fettle 

in one fix'd Place. Vide Sedl, 22, 37. 
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" yf . No, I never heard or dreamM of fuch iL 

thing. ' /* 

^ Will you go back Home at your FatherV 
requeft ? • '• 

A. No, I will not be forced, nor is it in his** 
Power to do fo. 

^ With whom have you lived here? 

A. With the Countefs Zinzendorf^ and the Ladies' 
Schweinit:^^^ Brukdorf and Lein. 

^ Have you made any Agreement with your' 
Father to feparate your refpeftive Lands ? 

A. Yes, all Things have been regulated about 
that Point. 

^ Are you Independent ? 

A. Yes, I may do as I pleafe. 

^ What would you do if the Magiftratc 
fhould order you to go back to your Father ? 

A. I fee no Reafon they fhould force me to 
do any thing againft my Will. Every Body may 
live where he pleafes, and therefore will I not 
be forced (3). • , 

^ What do you thing- of what^ount Sbonberg 
fays about the Houfe of the unmarried Brethren 
and Sifters? ' * 

A. I think he never had Opportunity to learn 
^he Truth ; and my Father fpeaks out of Animo- 
fity, therefore his Words are not worth any Notice. 

This was a a ftrange thing to the Sovereign, 
who direftly called for one of his Council, whom 
he ordered to read this Protocol to him, and to 
give his Opinion of the fartie. This Gentleman 
reading the fame in his Lordlhip*s Prefence, made 
the following Remarks upon Mr. Marjhal. 

{a) That Caftellan Priefs was not ordered to 
let the common Juftice examine the Lady, but 
to caufe her to be delivered into his Cuftody. 

(3) Here they confcfs'd that they would not refpeft the 
Recency's Orders* 
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J (b) It IS againlt Reafon to Aippofe the Ilady 
to be exempted from die Jurifdiction of Budingen^ 
iat all Perfons, not excepting thofe of the higheft 
jkank, that dwelt at Herrnhaagy are fubjcct to 
the Authority of the Sovereign of Budingen. 

(c) The fecond Queftion that hath been aflced 
her is a vyy abfurd one for a Juitice of Un- 
4erilanding, for it is no quellion of a point of 
Faft but of a point of Law which no Child caa 
decide. 

(d) The fixth Queftion is of the fame kind, for • 
the Juftice cannotknow before both Parties have 
been examined, if die Lady was to be obedient 
to her Father or not ? 

Mr. Marjhal replied. 

To (a) That the Orders had not been rightly 
delivered. 

. {h) That they thought thofe who were not fet- 
tled at Herrnhaag to be exempted from die Jurif- 
^id^on oiBtdHngen^ and, 

(e d) That the Lady could not be a Minor a$ 
Ih/t W2& ^ Saxcn^ and therefore could. her Father 
have no more Power over her 3 wherefore (he wa3 
not obliged to return Home. 

CafteUan Preifs being confronted with Mr., Mar- 
fialidepokdy he had brought an Order to him to 
deliver Lady Schucbman into his Cufltody to re^ 
main in the fame till this Affair fhould have been 
brought to its Conclufion. The former was 
therefore reprimanded for telling fiich Fallkies» 
^d for. defending Cafes that wei'e againft all 
Laws : and he was ordered to deliver up the 
young Lady. To this he replied : 
. " The Lady who had only paid a Vifit at 
*' Herrnbaagj was already gone out of thefe Tcr- 
•* ritpries to Leinkeitn^ an immediate Village hct 
♦• longing to the Knights of the Empire. 
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. He iddrefled himfelf to the Sovereign prayingf > 
of him, ..J 

"To mitigate the too clofe Queftions of rids 
*' Counfellor, and he would drop this Matter* • - 

The Prince told him, that he very much dif- 
approved their Condudt, and infifted upon the 
delivering up the Lady, as foon as Ihe ihould' 
come to them, forbidding in the mean time to 
Marry her againft her Father's confent. This- 
Affair was not touched any. farther, as Major- 
Shuchnian fecm'd to have dropt it, nor were ' the 
^Herrnhuters any more troubled about if, as both the 
Auftrian and French Armies inverted this County, 
which confequently felt all the Troubles of War. 
It was befides this,, a favourable Accident for the 
MoravianSj as two new Couiifellors had but juft 
ta]ceB their Seats in the Regency of Bwiingen^ 
who therefore were quite ignorant of the former 
Proceedings, and did find Employment enough 
in getting fufficient Intelligence of this Princc'a 
Affairs, befides this Syftem* 

SECT. XL 

Mr. Beuning came by the means of a Loan to 
die PoflTeffion of Robrbacb^ Dudel/heim and Leufiadty 
YSect. 5.) which laft he had let again, but. his 
Adniiniftrator took Care of the two formav 
His Moravian Brethren meddled in feveral Occa- 
fions with thefe Affairs. In the Year 1745, arofe 
many Complaints againft fome of the Inhabitantftr 
pf thofe Places, and thefe moftly about Agreer^ 
ments for buying, concluded bv the fame with the 
former Inhabitants and Subjects, partly with fi> 
reign People, The Defendants remfed to appear^ 
being duly fummoned before any Bailiff, or the 
Chancery. This caufed the Mortgage-Contradt 
to be looked well' into 3 wherein it was found, that 

the 



the Spvg-eign had exempted them from the Juril^ 
diftion of inferior Courts : faying, 
: " The Creditor, his Servants living in the Caftic 
*' and Houfes at Rohrbach^ Leuftadt^ Dudeljheim^ ' 
*^ whereof he is the prefent Pofleflbr, and in thofe 
" Places Wherein he has the Privilege to receive 
** whomhe pleafes, giving Security for fuch Per- 
** fons, are entirely fubjed to our Jurifdiftion in 
** criminal Matters, and the fame are, in except 
** thefe Points, exempted from the Jurifdichion of 
** our Regency. 

This did not involve an entire Independence 
from the Superior's Authority, as the Creditor 
was obliged to find Security for fuch People as 
he Ihould receive by him. The Sovereign there- 
fore deputed a Committee of his Council to en- 
quire into his Rights, and thefe Difputes. The 
Moravians^ on their fide, forbid the Defendants ta 
appear before the fame : and Mr. Beumng^ to jufti- 
Tf this, alledged, that the following Words were to 
be found in an Original of the Mortgage Articles, 
* which one of them had thus written : 

*' Are entirely exempt from Our(i), and our 
*' Regencies Jurifdidion." 

' Upon thefe Words he grounded his Pretenfion 
to his Independence, and would in civil Matters 
be immediately under the Emperor. He would 
have the Exercife of a Court before which the 
foreign Plaintiffs were to appear when they were 
to complain againft: the Moravians , which 
Ihould be adjutted there, or they fhould 
come with them to Amfterdam. Count Zinzen- 
dorf was here not idle, for he delivered a Nar- 

(i) It eafy t© guefs how thefe Words fiom Our, tvere to be 
found in this MSS. and. were wanting in that of Budingen, 
licnceit appears that they wanted to poffefs an a^i've Jurif- 
diftion: Could this be. of anyUfe to the Lender that dwelt 
tx' Amfterdam? But it was of great Service to them if their 
Intention had met with Succcfe. Vids Sed. fcqu. 
. '• -^ ration 
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<nition of the Faft by Mr: Beuninf^ Admmiftnr? 
tor Sbukardj and cauifed the former to bring ir 
his Grievances. But the Sovereign remained in 
the PojQTeflion of the Exercife of the Jurifdiffion^ 
as they neglefted to appear upon his Summons j 
and becaufethat in the Articles they never had 
been declared Independent^ neither had another 
jurifdiftion been therein ftipulated unto them. 
Remonftrances were made to Mr. Beuning and to 
Count Zinzendorf wherein it was reprefented, that 
they had taken Pofleflion of fuch Lands, that 
never before had had any perfonal Courts, but 
had always been fubje6t to thofe of feme Bai- 
liffs, and this merely to have therefrom the Pay- 
anent of the Intereft and of part of the lent Ca- 
pital. The Lender would not alter his falfe 
Opinions, and Things went on fo far that 
he pretended requifitorial Letters (hould firft be 
fent to him before any of the Inhabitants of 
thefe mortgaged Lands fliould be fummoned, to 
aniwer for himfelf before the Regency upon be- 
ing indifted for Felony, which on the other fide 
could never be allowed. 

The Moravians made afterwards the following 
jPropofals. 

. " Mr. Beumngy or his Adminiftrator for him, 

.*' fhould have the firft Cognizance of Complaints 

*' that Strangers fhould make againft any of the 

^' Inhabitants of thefe mortgaged Lands, without 

J\ doing any prejudice to the Right of appealing 

*' to the Sovereign. They referved for themfelvcs, 

•*' that if the Sovereign would determine fuch 

*'5uits wherein they were Defendants, hejQiould 

*' on the other fide Ivhen they fliould appear; jas 

*' Plaintifi^s before him : as when they Ihould be 

•*' attacked, ill ufed, infulted by others, or fhould 

** have

^ have Occafion ' W fcek for his Proteftion, do 
*f them the utmoft Juftice in his Power (2). 
- The Prince was not willing to let the Lender 
liare this firft Cognizance, which had no Con- 
nexion with that Exemption from the ordinary 
Jurifdi6Hons that had been granted them, nor 
would he give anything up for having a Right 
•tp defend a Religion he fufoefted already -, and 
1>y deferring to give his final Refolution re- 
mained in t;hc PoiKflion of that Jurifdiftion they 
^wilh'd to have in their Hands. 

SECT. XII. 

The Houfc oi Ifenburgh Meerboltz borrowed at 
'that fame Time 1 50000 Guilders of Mr. Beuning^ 
and mortgaged for this Loan the Caftle Marten- 
hern with its Appurtenances (i). But the fame 
found foon afterwards how much it had been* 
*miftaken by being too forward in this Affair, 
"and wanted therefore Redrefs for its Grie- 
vances ; or that the Caftle Marienbom fhould bie 
reftored after the Loan had been paid of. No 
politiye Anfwer could be obtained to this, becaufe 
ihat Mr. Beuning had already^, without the Count 
of Meerholtz^s Confent, put the Countefs of 
Zinxendorf into the Pofleflion of, it, the 1 8th of 
yon. 1744, for her to enjoy the fame at the rate * 
he had them, that fhe might have them duritiz 

(2) This Count XinKtndorf had put down himfelf, fo yigb- 
roufly docs he ^ve to gain his Point. This Demand was de- 
trimental to the Lender, who was under an entire Subje£tioii 
to Count Xinzettdorfs Order, who made the fame for to make 
the former Odious, and To to get the Mortgage the eafier into 
^^ther Hands. 

(i) Count Zimanjorfm a Letter dated 27th of A%, 174^,^ 
to the Privy Counfellor S«/)fer^#r, by giyii^ a Defcription ^•f 
Marienhm, had, befldes telling many moVe Falflties, the Impu- 
'dcncc to call the Sovereigns of Ifenburgh his Neighbors, 
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ter Pleafure (2). For thb Reafon Cbitnt H^tnzilH 
d<yrf made Propofals for a Convention with the 
Count of Budingm^ for he faid that he would have ' 
nothing to do with the Count of MeerboltZy as hi 
fancy'd the fame to be hisperfonal Enemy. Mr. 
Beuning was foon expefted again in thefe Ter- 
ritories, and a good Idea of his being a fair Dealer 
and reafonable Man was always kept of him, and 
therefore the Convention was protraded. He 
arrived at laft at Mariet^om^ and came alfo to 
Herrnbaag^ in the Spring of the Year 1747, 
where Count Zinzendorf was at that Time : but 
the Hopes of feeing any favourable Propofals from 
the former entirely vaniftied, when he foon after 
declared, that he was quite unwilling to conder 
fcend in the leaft, and how ready he fhould be, 
to bring his Complaints before the Chamber of 
the Empire at WetxlaVy. if things fliould not be 
done to his liking : which Declaration he repeated . 
in the moft unbecoming Exprcffions, the 20th 
of February 1 747*^ (3) Now Count Zinzendorf be- 
gan 

(2) This was done like all the cunning Tricks her Hu(bani| 
deals in. Mr. Beuning had thefe Lands only one Year in his 
tofleflion, during which he was at great Expencc to improve 
the fame. After this time the Price of all their ProdudU wa$ 
raifed, and Count Zinzendorf was in PoiTeflion of them as long 
as the Count of MurboU% approved of him. But no fooner 
did the DiiTerences begin between them, than Count Z/»x^* 
dorf fcreened himfelf with Mr. Beuning^ who figied hi> 
Name to every Letter that was written about this Affiiir, bui 
Count Z/>«^W^;y'' was his Secretary, who correded all of tiiem; 
which Originals can prove. 

(3) At this Conjunaure the Uerrnbuten were fo bufy about 
Mr. Beuning^ that altho' he formerly came diredly to Biuiingen, 
he now did not come there at all 5 for they were afraid digt 
he, moved by his good Nature, fhould enter into an Agree<» 
ment without confulting them. Count Zinzenderf perfuaded 
him to write a moft uncivil Letter which he himfelf had over. 
look'd and corrected, to make the Sovereign hate Mr. Beuning 
MiX^ sind Joorc^ All thefe Intrigued were new things to the 

new 
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gan to- appear as a Mediator, thereto authorized 
by Mr, Beuning, He fometimes faid that he him- 
felf had given towards this Loan the Sum of 
90,000, and at others, of 100,000 Guilders, he 
declared himfelf wiUing to take the Mortgage for 
himfelf, and in Regard to the Count of AleerJbolf 2^% 
Grievances, he made fuch Advances as feem'd to 
promife this Affair would be very amicably ad- 
jufted. He himfelf began the Negociation with 
Counfellor Brauer, to whom the Count oiBudingen 
had given plain Power for to tranfaft this Bufi- 
nefs ; and to make this Gentleman believe that 
he loved Equity, he condefcended fo much, that 
all Grievances were redreffedon the23dof Afcrrifr 
1 747, fo that the Count of Budingen confented 
in the Ceflion to Count Zinzendorf^^.). 

SECT. 

new Counfellors of Budingen. To Mr. Brauer he wrote thus^ 
the 2 2d oi February 1747. 

*' This Moment I hear that Mr. Beuning at Manenbt>rtt^ 
f' whom' I, hindred by fo many AiFairs, l^ve not feen for 
•' fome Days, hath fent an Anfwer regarding his Affairs, to a 
** Refcript which had very much affronted him ; (this was Mr. 
" Beunhigs that he had corredled) I really am in fome fean 
•• about the fame." 

Thefe Means he ufed to make Mr. Brauer believe, he knev^ 
nothing at all about this Letter before it had been difjpatched, 
to make the Gentleman think that he was afraid this Letter 
would affront the Prince, that he Ihould be forry for it, if fo, 
and then to infinuate, that not his Perfuafions but the rotigh 
ExprcfHons of the Refcript had occafion'd fo unpolite Ex- 
preffiorns. 

(4) Here you fee another of Count 7An%endorf^^ Tricks 
which he ufed to obtain his Ends. In a Letter of his to thi 
Count of Budbigen, the loth of February 1747, he faid: 

" I oflen have told you that Mr. Bewiing hath borrowed 
'* himfelf the Money for this Loan, and the greateft Sum of 
** me at 4 per Cent, and that I have the Poffeifion of Marten'- 
" ^or« inftead of the payment of Intereft." 

The 6th of Z)/fm^^r 1748, he faith, that Mr. 5^i/««r had 
paid but twelve thoufand Guilders towards this capit J Loan* 
He prevailed upon Mr. Beuning to tell this Stor}', who, tho* 
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SECT. xm. 

At this Time, Mr. Brauer was CounfeBor at 
the head of Affairs, who but lately was come to 
Budingen \ therefore did Count Zinzendorf think 

proper 

he faw no Reafon to do To, exprefles ]timfelf in a Letter to ' 
his Admhiiffarator ^^iofi/y the iithofu^V, 1747^ thiu: 

** I think it was always intended. Count TamcituUrf^ Name 
'« was not to be mentioned. How is it with thid ? I cannot 
'< imagine why they want me to fay> I had borrowed Money* 
** Does my complying with their Demand, give any more 
'< Right and Title ? I wiih yon would refolve me tkefe Q^'* 
** tions as foon as poffible, efpecially becaufe Brother W^eii 
«< thinks I fhould give all my A£Fisdrs at BudtMgen and MeerMtx 
<< to the Mother (the Countefi of Zinzefuhrf) but this I dont 
«' reHfh." 

This Letter was written a whole Year before Count 
Zinzendorf became Poflfeflbr of die Mortgage, and heUce it 
appears, how artfully he had fet the Wheels to move, to bring 
Mr. Betming into his Views. Aa Eactraft of a Letter from their 
chief Dean, Weis^ written to Mr. Sbukard^ Bamitif's Adminiftra- 
tor, the zoth of Seftemler 174$, will ferve for the firft Proof of 
what he here advances : there he faith, 

" I have it ^U at Heart, that Beaming (hoisld make over 
«< at 4 per Cent, to the Countefs of Zinxembtf, all diat he 
<< poffelles in the Counties of Btulingen and MeerMtx. For of 
«« Opinion is, that this would be good for him, fn the Siftetl 
«^ and Brethren, and even for thee. Our Saviour fo corxobo>» 
.« rated my firft talking to him about it at Jni^erddtn, that he 
<< agreed to it. Since he alter'd his Opimon^ but at laft ht 
•* gave it a little more favourably." 

Sfr. Bnming writes to the fSune Perfon the ;2otfaof Jiij^irmr- 
i«r, 1746. 

^ They plague me moft fadly to give my Affiurs at Bm^ 
** dinven and MeerJMtz into the CountcSofZimzendBr/'t Haikbf. 
«< and they promife to pay me the Intereft at 4 per Cent« 
«< from all Expences in Hillmnd. Their Reafon is, that thoe 
•^ waft obligfed to ferve two Mafters, which gave birth to 
«< feveral Troubles. I am obliged to give tliem my defini* 
<< . tive Refolntion at the Arrival of the £ethren from ta^Umd^ 
«« My Wife hath fjf>oke with the Countefs about this Matter, 
^ and (he is not fbr it, and iny Opinion is; that I could tora 
^ many things into more Profit by poffeffing jfta6rii«i«'*

proper to give him Notice that he was arrived at 
Herrnbaag. This he did in a Letter, dated the 
2d of January 1 747, which was a moll civil one ; 
and he concluded the fan:e by laying, 

** I recommend me to you, and to the kind 
" Direftion of you and your Lord." 

The fecond Proof of our AiTerdon we fhall find in the Per* 
fuafionthey made ufe of to make poor Beuninghy, he had bor- 
rowed Money towards this Loan ; and the third is plainly to 
be feen in their urging this Gentleman, who did not approve 
of their Intent, to make the Writings of the Mortgage over to 
them. This diey did before any mention about it was made 
to the Count of Ifenlmrg. Brother Ifeis by fly Means brought 
Mr. Beuning over to their liking, which thefe Words of wis 
Gentleman, in a Letter to his Adminiftrator, die 7th of 
March 1747, make clearly. 

" Brother fVeis having play'd me a Trick a little while 
«* before my Departure ; by aiking me, whether I had fent 
*' fufficicnt Orders to deliver all Things to them ? Was an- 
** fwercd : That I had given Orders to deliver all the Grain, and 
** that I fhould fend mv Accompts from Holland. This catfo 
** him to put many odd Things into the Father s (Count Zinzen- 
*« dorf/^ Head, He fent me a Billet ^ whereupon Igarue him the 
" Deeds of the Ceffion^ but I begg'd that Brother Vleis /bauldlet 
** me alone, - 

Count 'Linxendorf notwithfbanding, wrote thus to the Count 
of Budingen, the 10th of March 1748. 

" Ha4 not you brought me into thefe Afiairs, I fhould 

*« have nothing to do with them Mr. Beuning knew 

** no other way but that I fhould take Marienhom^ ' ami 
** that he fhould be the PofTefTor of the Lands in BiuSngen'* 

This Nobleman alwsnrs profefled that all he did was done 
to ferve the Counts of Ifenburg: for he wrote to the Connt of 
Budingen the i oth of February ^ 1 747. 

** As he, (meaning our Saviour) hath been in this World, 
'< fo do I like to dwell in the fame. Now he was not op'^ 
** on Earth that he would beferved, but that he would fcrve." 

'Tis true. Count Xinzendorf ferved fo far as to redrefs the 
Grievantcs of the Houfe of MeerMtx, but this he did toienre 
himfelf, which really is againft that Principle which he, the 
1 7th of January 1 746, declared for out of his fundamental 
ones : when he faid : 

** Our Community hath this fundamental Maxim : Scnre 
'< others without bringing them undec any Obligation. Ftk 
Sett. 13. Numb. 31. 

Donbtfds 
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Doubtlefs this Nobleman ufed thde dvil £*- 
preflions to give Mr. J?rtf«^ a favourable Ideaof^ 
himfelf. ' For^ by Orders of the Sovereign, their 
Congregations in the City of Budingen^ which a 
HermJbuf- Minifter held there, had l^n interdic- 
ted. This Count Zinzendorf did not like (i)* 

(i J The Htrmhuteri were not contented to hiivc their Ef- 
tablifliment at Hermbaagj but they did ihive to fpread along 
the whole Country. They began to infringe the Rigjits of 
other Pariflies, and to perform the Church's Service- whea- 
cver any of diem came into another Village to pay a Viiits 
They chriftcn'd the Children of them that were their Followers 
without aikine any Permifliony and even began to oppofe if 
-ihey were hindred in it. Martin Doier, Who at feveral Times 
Was the Minifters at Hermhatig, baptized Children at Budhgeni 
and Count 7Lin%endorf dldi not fcruple to tell Mr. Brmtier, when 
he had been admonifhed about thls^ 

" I did not know that it was in my Authority to hinder 
** him (i. c» Martin Dober from baptizine.) For if I had 
«' known any Argument :^ainfl it, I fhould not have permit-> 
*< ted him to do fo. I fhafi be obliged to you if you commu-^ 
*• nicate the Grievances of thje Prefbitery in private. Ill 
*^ make good ufe of them, and the Synod, which now is 
*^ holden, is a favourable Thing in this Cafe. This Synods 
** and not the Sovereign, ought to decide tht Privileges the 
•* Hermbuters have at Hermbaag, I diredly oppofed, but 
<< could not deny that the Gentleman belonged to the Com- 
** munity of Bertnhut ; for they brought ifi fome other In- 
" ftances.'' 

This plainly fiiews hpw far they wanted to extend their £(;•• 
clefiaftiCal Rights ; for Count Zinzemlorf faid^ Jbm9 1743, about 
a Calvinift Minifter baptizing a Child ; 

" If the Father and Mother of the Child are of the Lu- 
" 'theran Perfuaflon I'll proteft againft the Child's beiiig baptiss- 
*^ ed by a Calvinift, and will hinder the fame as far as lies in 
*' my Power. And I fliall^ really mimd if any fuch Thins ia 
. ** done wiAout giving Notice, if both Parents don't decmre 
^* themfelves Calvinifts/' 

Mr. LMghuth behaved more mild, and would binder th« 
fame bythe Animadverfion he madtf. 

<< It b to be obferved, that the Calviniils look upon a Child 
•* baptised in theiir ConfefBon, as upon a Profelyte, if ever 
** they htm to keep up with other Religions, and this would 
<< be dw Ume if the Fath«rof the Child would let fhe fam# 
i* b« edocaied itf the Lutheran Perfoafion/*

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The Inhabitants of Herrnbaag who, by fettJng 
their- People very hard to Work, began to en- 
grofs the Commerce of the whole County to 
themfelves, were forbidden to do fo, becaufe they 
would not belong to any Livery(2). The Ex- 
chequer began to miftruft their Specifications of 
feveral Sums of Money which they fhould pay 
for their Proteftion, as well as their common 
Court of Judicature, which fent thefe Reckonihga 
in. The Regency of Budingen fufpefted them, 
iiiofe in particular, not to deal fairly with fuch 
Sums as Strangers were to pay when they would 
become Heirs of any of thefe new Inhabitants. For 
no Juftice had taken any Oath for this (3). The 
Exemption from the Sovereign's Jurifdiftion haji 
not been granted them, {Vide Seft. 11.) and the 
Regency began to look upon Herrnbaag as a De- 
triment to the Sovereign, as by fuch peculiar Rules 
his Emolument could be but fmall. Count Z/»- 
t^ndorf wrote upon this laft Article to Counfel- 
lor Brauevy the 27th of January^ i747- 

*' I have a. fmall Propofal to make you, which 
*' will be for the good of our Houfhold for the 
** future, till things at Herrnbaag Ihall be well 
•^ regulated* It is this : You to fend me a Bil- 
•' let, without putting to the End Or Begin- 
•* ning of it any Titles of Ceremony, to ihorten 
** the fame, e.g. I find foch and fuch things 
*' to be fo, ^c. and I to fend you my Opi- 
** nion, by the way of making Remonftrances 
** of the Confequences thefe things would have

*' Ihould withdraw tbemfelves from a Place where 
** they had better ftay. 

" It is the Cuftom in little Towns to elcft the 
*^ Man of the molt Learning, for their Syndick ; 
*' and as I am the Man thus qualified, it is but 
•' proper I Ihould reprefent this Perfon. 

" I obferv'd latelyy that you think that our 
*' dwelling here was of no Profit to thefe Territo- 
" ries- I have enquired into the Matter, and am 
** ready to give an accompt of the Profit the 
** Sovereign and this Province have had of our 
** living here ever fince the Year 1738. 

" I Ihould be forry to fee any Difturbanccs 
*' arijfe about this Matter, I will not take the 
*' Defence of Counfellor Meyerbof upon me ; but ' 
•* this I affure you, he did not love me, but 
*' he did his Lord, and he hath nothing granted 
" to the Brethren without confvAing the former's 
•' Intercft (5).

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Counfellcv Brauer anfwered the 30th of Jam. 

** Your Honour's of the 25th, I recciv'd but

♦* the Honour to wait upon you ; and after our 
♦* interview further Meafures may be tdcen. I 
« muft allow that particular Prudence is rc- 
•* quired to bring fiich a Number of Peo[rfc of

*^ no Second to you could be found poflefled of 
•* fuch a Capacity, or who could make right Ufe

♦' brought a great deal of Money into this Pro- 
♦^ vince, and d6es fo ftill. Yet the Sovereign 
^' hath no Profit by it, and the County but a very 
** inconfiderable one. The Emolument which a 
** few of his Subjefts thereby enjoy cannot balance 
** the Detriment it brings toothers, which at lafl

.** muft make the Lord of the Manor a Loler, 
" or muft do fo in time to come. The Maxim, 
*' The more populous a Country is^ the greater is its 
^' Sovereign^ proves true only among great Mo- 
'* narchs, who have their ftanding Militia, and 
** who have Revenues from the Excife that is 
*.* paid for all Commodities. Here the Cafe is 
*' otherwife ; the Sovereign hath of his Subjefts 
*' no more than the cuftomary Taxes, befides that 
'' the Tenants and Tradefmen muft defray tlie 
•** incumbrances of the Empire and the Circle. 
*' Thefe laft are regularly paid, when the Nom- 
*' ber of the Inhabitants does not raife the Price 
** of Viftuals. Here the contrary happens : Ma- 
*' nufadturers and Tradefipen are obliged to pay 
** more for their Living than they did formerly ; 
*' for the building of Herrnhaag hath augmented 
*' the Buyers, and other Prices of Goods cannot 
*' be raifed in proportion to th's. Thefe laft are 
^* moftly fent Abroad, fo they muft be Sufferers 
^ by it, if not ruin'd ; and this the more, as the 
*' Tradefmen oi Herrnhaag work fo much for this 
** County, thereby the Bufinefs of other Inha- 
*' bitants finks and makts them poor. The Num- 
*' ber of your Tradefmen is fo great, that the 
** Products of the Land is not fufficient to pro- 
*' vide for them all \ fo the old Subjeds, as well 
*' as thofe at Herrnhaag^ are obliged to buy of 
" Strangers, and by thefe means, the Money that 
** arifes from our Neceflaries goes into other Coun- 
** tries. The Waggoners only have had fome 
*' Profit by thefe new Buildings, but this only 
*' fubfifts till the fame is finiflied, or till the 
*' Builders have provided themfelves with Car- 
*^ riages. Where is alfo the Profit you think thct 
** the Sovereign hath by you } Is it thaf his Sub- 
^' jedts who are obliged to pay him Taxes, to 
'^ ferve hixij, (^c. are rendered poor by degrees, 
D 4 •' and 
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<* and incapable to pay their Dues ? Or do you 
^^ imagine it is in that, that others are rich whic^ 
** likewife are his Subjcfts, but who pay him only

•* you what I think, and humbly hope you wont 
^* take it amifs. I will fay nothing of other Scrupleg

Count Zindendorf anfwered : 

•* I believe you Jeft in your reafoning upon my 
^^ BailifHhip, or I mould wonder that you, in good 
*' earneft, could think, that I fhould foUicit you 
** to give me this Office at Hermbaag. I did not 
** want to be your Mafterfs-Bittlifi^ i)Ut I would 
^' only be yours. You Ihould not write to mc 
•• in tht: ftyle of a liawyer, tho* I am acquainted 
•* with the fame, and difapprove it ; but you fhould 
*• have been fincerely open-hearted. You fhould 
•* not caft Reflexions upon the wbok^ which can- 
*• not be alter'd to every new CounfeIlor*s liking ; 
** but have given me Orders about Things which 
** more in particular take their Origin from that 
** whole. I then fhould have taken pains to put 
•• the fame into a prompt Execution, and to or- 
*« der all things fo that another Perfon would be 
** found to fucceed me. For I fee very well that 
♦* both Parties have grown miftruflful in my 
•* Abfence, and that a Community, which the 
•* greateft Princes do honour, cannot fuffer to 
^* receive fuch Letters as hath been done when I 
** was not prefent. I won't enter into any De*, 
«* tail, rU tbrget what is paft, if Time to come 
** only proves better (6).

•^ be unlawfully re-demanded before it becomes

To this Count Zinzendorf received the follow- 
ing Anfwer, the pth of February.

** think fo. I find no Pleafure in theCommuni- 
** ty's Difcontent. For this Reafon I will not 
*• enter into any Detail, but (hall only obferve,

*' Sufpicion, that I never have raifed any. Itfe 
" Birth comes from the Connexion Affairs have 
** at llerrnhaag^ and from feveral Rules there, and

*' Husbandry 
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*^ Hufbandry, Diligence, and heavenly Benedict 
^* tions have their Influence in it. But this I muft

■^ moved you to lend them this Sum^ you would 
*^ have been fully fatisfied ivith the Payment of 
*' Intereft either in Cafh or in Grains, having the

** is faid, what hath been written^ is written^ elfe 
** there could be no Dealings in this World. I

By this he 
fays that he was inftrumental in die Negociation for 'the Loan, 
and he protefted againil the Contract for the fame. See Sc£L 
12. Note 4. 

■ (17) He ridicules here all Writings againft him« and ftiles 
his Community the Moravian Church, contrary to what he 
faid b^ore of the f^me. $e^« Zt and 38. . 
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** mc at Mariinborn^ I wont be hated by theffl^' 
** and this made me in6ve from thence. With 
^* BuJingen it hath not been fo : yoii loved me as 
^ dearly as I did you. Your late Spoufe, the 
^< dear General, and all your dear Children were 
*' not only civil and benevolent, but quite con- 
^^ fident with me, and it Vexed me moft fadly 
y to find your Love to be cool about a Year mgp, 
^ You cannot think that I am indifferent to 
•* you, becaufe I don't come fo often to you. 
*^ Innumerable and continual Occupations, hinder 
*' me, to dine twice a Week with Perfons of Qua* 
•• lity 5 and I cannot forbear to fhcw how diey 
** difturb me notwithftanding all my Phlegm. So 
«* you muft impute the Fault to thefe. You for- 
** merly liked Hermbaagj how it feems you don't 
** mind it, or think the Place no more fo profit- 
" iblcfor you (i8^. It is by the frequent Mu- 
*« tations of the Inhabitants, impoflible to eftablifh 
*« a PoU-Tax, and even the King of Prujta- 
^* agreed to this becaufe he knew Aat it could 
"be no other ways (ig). The Impofts have 
** therefore been laid upon the Houfes and Rooms, 
** fisff . thinking you would have the fureft Reve- 
•* Hues by paying you fo much for every Room, 
" as the number of the Buildings is fo confider- 
** able. I cannot imagine where one could 
" make more Profit, than you have, of an empty 
ff Ground, except at Amjicrdam^ for I have paid

" I have two Baronies in England^ for one of 
•^ thefe I pay yearly no more Ground-Rent than 
** one white Rofe ; for I paid the rcfl: when I 
** bought it, and nobody will trouble me here* 
*' after. For the other, which contains more than 
•• ten thoufand Hufes^ I pay no more than 300 
•* or 400 Guilders. AH iGch Things are aceord- 
** ing to the firft Agreement, fo the Alteration in 
•' the Taxes is of no Confcquence, if they arc 
** regularly paid in, and there remains no fear 
** of any frivolous Difputes from this quarter. 

" Pray favour me again with your JLove and 
*^ Confidence, or tell me wherein I have offended 
** you. Tell me freely how you like Herrn- 
*' baag Ihou'd be, and I'll do any thing that lies 
** in my power (21). But let me fee once every 
** thing fettled that I may not here only live in 
** Troubles, enjoying every where elfe a perfeft 
*' Tranquillity. For it is impoffible for me to 
*' ftay here always, as it hath pleafed the Lord to 
*' commit twenty fuch Places to my Care. 

The late Count of Budingen^ being an extraor- 
dinary mild tempered Perfon, gave for Anfwer ; 
That he himfelf did not like any Alteration, as 
long as Experience or other evident Proofs did not 
permade him to the contrary, iand that he wifh'd 
to adjuft their mutual Differences in an amicable 
tnanner without any Rigour, as well thofe 
which the Moravians had with his Coufin at Meer- 

(20) They laid the Taxes upon the Rooms, and would not 
pay any Ground-Rent. If the former were not inhabited the 
Revenues of the Sovereign were leiTened ; and this they had. 
always vk their Power to eiFeft. So they often thiratened Q^ 
leave the Town entirely, which they, by the fame Means, 
wanted to make of more Importance.

. tended Independence. A Conference was hoUen 
between Count Zinxendorf znd. Counfellor Brauer^ 
who had plain Power from the Count of MecT' 
boltz. This paffed with great Civility. The 
fubjed of it was the Complaints of Mgerboltx in 
regard to Marienbom. To thefe Count Zinzendorf 
declared himfelf in the moft reafonable Terms, 
and made no DifHculties, not even upon fuch 
Points as he could have found ground tor them. 
But to the Grievances of Budingen he pretended 
to be a Stranger ; and wrote the 13 th of February^ 

** I am entirely a Stranger to thefe Afiairs, and 
** don't doubt to many Differences. It is impof** 
** fible to avoid them, when Juftice makes two 
,** different Contrafts in the fpace of fix Years, 
** by which the Statutes of the Places were never 
** regulated, as I always undertake to prove (22), 
** And it is better that the Sovereign confirms the 
** fame than to draw them up by the way of a 
*' Contraft." 

By thefe means he ufed to learn the Count of 
Biidinget^^ real Intention, who referred himfelf to 
his Letter of the 30th of January y and that of the 
9th of February. This Lord further declared, 
that the Inliabitants of thefe mortgaged Lands 
could not be independent, and they caufed great 
fufpicion, by regulating their Affairs at Hermbaag^ 
as well as in the Country, in fuch a manner that 
the Sovereign fhould be deprived of the Jurifiiii> 
tion in his own Demefnes; and that he couM 
have no more Intelligence of their Affairs, than 
what they fhould like to give him. Further, that 
it was very unjuft to pretend he fhould truft their 
Specifications and nobody had been fworn into

any 
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toy Office at Hermbaag. The firft Article he 
wanted to adjuft wbilft Mr. Beuning was prefcnt, 
and /aid, that if they intended to poflefs the mort- 
gaged Lands for no other Purpofe, the Admi« 
niftration of them might be put into the Debtors 
Hands, and the Creditors fatisfied with having 
the Writings, which, if required, ihould be con- 
firmed by the Emperor. He would kt them farm 
the Revenues of Hermhaag^ whereby all Smug- 
gling could be prevented. To this Count Z/»- 
zendirf replied : They wanted a great ds&l of 
Grain, Fruit, iSc. for fuch a Multitude of Peo- 
ple, and therefore it was neceflary to have the Pof- 
feffion of tbefe Lands. 

He was told : It was eafy to pay the Intereft, and 
part of the Capital, in fuch Neceffaries according 
to a Tzx which Ihould be agreed upon, and that 
it would be the fame to Budingen to pay ready Cafli 
or this way. He replied : That Mr. Beuning was 
whimfical, and would perfift in his Contraft for 
thirty Years, and that if his Coufin, had to deal 
with them they would fee that he was not a 
Merchant ; but that he had an honeft Heart, 
and that then there would be no Difficulties to 
ftifrender the Lands in the Bailiage of Dudelfheim^ 
if he could^ only have ^he Pofleflion o{ Lafiadt. 
That he rather fhould take but 2 per Cent, to 
ferve his Coufin, if Ae latter would difcharge 
him from the other Incumbrances, and would 
sidiuff the Differences with the Neighbours (23). 

Thefe

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Thefe Conferences began to be very frequent ^afbjE 
Mr. hrauer had made his Report of them. Coun^ 
Zinzendorf did hence perceive that no Objedlio? 
was made againft his Perfon, as his Propofals were 
not entirely rejefted by talking about them pro 
and con. He delired that propofals fhould be 
made him in Writing ^24). This Affair was thea 
brought before the Council : and the Vote of this 
College was: ' 

*' That it was a bad Meafure to have enter'd 
^* into a Contrad for thirty Years with Mr. Beun- 
** i»^» granting thereby fuch Privileges to the Mo- 
*' r avian Brethren, for fo long a time, and this 
** without knowing them thoroughly, as made 
•*' them begin to meddle with thofe Affairs, and 
*' claim an Independency. But that it would be 
*' ftill more noxious if things fhould go on fo 
*' for thefe thirty Years, by which the Houfe 
** of Ifenburg would be entangled in fuch Snares, 
*• out of which there was no Profpeft to difen- 
^^ tangle it eafdy. For the Moravians woul4 cer- 
" tainly refufe the Money if the Loan fhould be 
*^ offered to be repaid before it became due, as 
*' they had done to the Count oi MeerboUz. To 
** raife fuch a Sum of Money, which afterwards 
" would lie idle, would caufe a great Lofs. That 
*' they would certainly begin a Law-fuit if the So- 
;" vereign fhould put his Authority in Force, with 

*' for you, for nobody in the general Diaconate would lurar 
«« any fuch PrOpofal, and I m^elf thought only once/o hy Acci- 
*«* dent. I wonder therefore that you give me a plain Refu- 
*« fal, as if I had not made you a right Propofal for it, which 
•** would be oiF Prejudice to you.

•* which they already had thrcatned the Count of 
'• Meerhohz. They would remain in Poflefllon du- 
" ring the fame, and fo the Evil could not ceafe. 
" Beiore the Expiration of the Contraft, it would 
*f be an Impoflibility to come to the Poflcflion of 
'* Leuftadtj which Place they already had let to 
*? one of their People upon aLeafe for twenfy-two 
" Years, and this Perfon was to have an Indemni- 
*^ fication in cafe things fliould be alter'd. Therc- 
" fore was it thought more proper to chufe the leaft 
** of two Evils. The leaft of them was reckoned, to 
** make them PofTeflbrs of Leuftadtj a Place they 
« wanted fomuch. For they could not deny that 
*^ they had Security enough for their Loan by this. 
*5 {b) No other Subjedls did live there, and fo all 
** Difputes about Religious Matters would be pre- 
•5 vented, and the Adminiftration of other Lands 
** in the Bailiage of Dudel/beim could be recovered. 
** (c) Count Zinzendarfs Propofal to take tliis 
^* Loan upon him at 2 per Cent, if the Sovereignty 
*• fhould be granted him,could be the eafier accq)t- 
" cd, as they already pretended to be Independent, 
** and as there.Iived no other Subjefts in Lcujiadt 
." that could be fufFercrs by it. That Sum of 
^* part of the Capital which was yearly paid, could 
•* be augmented- by the Overplus of the former 
•• Intereft, and thereby every thing might be 
•* fo regulated that the whole Loan would be paid 
•* oflf at the Expiration of the Contract. It 
•* was further refolved, that they fhould farm 
** the Revenues of Herrnhaag for a certain Sum 
f*. which fliould be employed for the quick and 
*• fure payment of the Loan, and for the other 
** Incumbrances upon tliefe Lands. It was 
f • thou^t, that Count Zinzendorfs gaining more 
.*.* Ground would be of nofignification^ but that he 
f * would do more Mifchief in other Places of this 
•* Bailiage wherein lived any other Subjeds whom 
E*3 ** he 
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•* he would bring to his Side, fo this would not 
•* much fignify. Moreover it was beyond doubt 
" that he in liich a long time would meddle with 
•^ thcfc old Subjefts, if the old Contraft fliould 
•* be in Force. This Contradl could not expire 
*' till after thirty Years, if even the Intereft fliould 
*^ be leflened, and that more could be paid than 
*' the ftipulated Part of the Capital when they 
*< Ihould farm the Revenues of Hermbaag. It 
" was thought it would be ealV to affign them 
^* juft and Chriilian Limits in their religious and 
** civil Matters, as they would find that nothing 
^ was done to them with any felfifla Views, as all 
'^ Sufpicioa of gaining any by them would ceafe 
** entirely. Such a Liberty of Confcience could 
** then be granted them as' would agree with the 
^ Will of our Lord, and ail honeft Sentiments, 
** A godly honeft impartial Perfon could thai ht 
*• put at the head or their Community, without 
** whofe Prefence they fhould not hold any Con- 
^* gregations, nor treat about any religious or dvil 
*' Matter. By this their real Mind would be 
'* fooner difcover'd, and, if found without any 
*• Peril, they might enjoy Peace and Quietucft. 

Propofals agreeably to this Opinioa were de^ 
Evered to Count Zifizendorfj with the annexed 
Condition, that it was agreed, he ihould become 
the only Creditor according to his dfiers, and 
fliould have the Poffeflion oi Leuftadt if he would 
return the other Lands and Farms, and that the 
Affairs of Hermbaag fhould be afterwards regu^ 
lated. This Declaration was made the 8th of 
March 1 747. He gave to t^s a ffaort Anfwer, the 
5th of Marcb^ faying: 

^^ You may be fure the Count of Bnfyigm faatii 
*^ not to deal with me as with a Merchant, but att 
« with a Friend, i don't care if i lofebyiiiill 
:l^ fome thou&nds, evtaihould it be tenor twdv« 

;^^ thoufiuad 
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<*^ thdufand Guilders. Lofe I mull:, fo I mult 
<^ only ftrive to make my Lofs as inconfiderable 
** as can be. For I reckon it part of my worldly 
^^ Duties to do at this ConjunAure any thing that 
^* tends to your Mailer's Profit." 

Afitcr thefe Affairs refted for a while, lb that 
iShc new Counfellors at Budingenj gained time to 
&t a little more of the Moravian Conftitutions, 
and to look over the Records and printed Rela- 
tions about them ; from which they learned the 
whole Proceedings of this People. 

Towards the end of Jpril^ Mr. Brauer fpoke 
with Count Zinzendorfj who declared, that lomc 
body fiiould farm the Revenues at Herrnbaagi, 
and he would bring a Printing-Office to that 
Town, for which he alfo would pay a confider- 
iUe Tax. But he did not explain himfelf about 
the Prcmifes Mr. Beuning had in Pofleffion, and 
which they wanted to be independent. The Sove- 
reign wanted nothing more than to get rid of th6 
Obligation this Contrad had brought him under 
for thirty Years. Counfellor Brauer made there- 
fore the following Declaration the ift of Afey. 

" I have not fail'd to make the Report fooii 
*• after my Return of what your Honour hath 
^* been pleafed to tell me about the farming the 
•* Revenues at Herrnkaagj as well as of your In ? 
•* tcntion to bring a Printing-Office thither. But 
** neither my Mafter nor the General have yet pofi* 
*• tively refolved upon this. They anfweredonly, 
•* They expefted firft your Anfwer to their Propo* 
** fals and they Ihould declare themfelvcs about it. 

This Declaration was drawn up according to 
^ic Opinion given by the Council, wherein this 
Prmting-Office was thought to be a dangerous 
Matter, as their Syilem was not yet rightly 
uoderftood ; and as many learned Writers feemed 
W pfotc 0ut of the Scripture, that the* Mora- 
E 4 vians 
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vians were guilty of many.Errors^ ScRUm and Dif- 
fidence from all the three Religions that are to. be 
fufiered in the £mpire. Budingen would there- 
fore become part of thefe Offences and help them 
to propogate their falfe Dodtrincs, if fuch a Privi- 
kee ihould be granted them. And if, neverthe- 
lels, the fame ihoujd be conferred upon them, this 
Condition was to be annexed, that nothing ihould 
be printed there relating to religious or civil Mat- 
ters, that had not before paft the Cenfurers Hands«. 
But things came not fo far that it ihould have 
been neceifary to confult under what Conditions 
this Article could be granted them : for Count 
Zinzendorf anfwer'd in a general Declaration ; 

** I wonder at what you fay about the Printing- 
*' Office, I never did want any Conccffion for it, 
** and think I have no Occafion for it, for all 
** things that belong to me muil enjoy the fame 
*' Privileges which I have in thofe Places where I 
**^ am (25). The General hath as far as I know 
*' no Coregcnt, and I do not intend to be forced 
** to fuch things as to do that good-natur*d Ac- 
" tion to put them again in the Poireflion of the 
*^ mortgaged Lands C26). 

" I have 
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(25) Hence you may fee how far Count Zinzendorf ex- 
tends hisBaftnefs. He thought the Conntoi Budingen vroxAi 
jive the Conceffion for the rrinting-Office if there was paid 
or the fame the yearly Revenue of 1 50 Guilders. But when 
he found that this would not do, he began to confider the 
keeping of this Office as a Privilege granted already, for which 
he nad no Occafion to afk for any Permiffion. 
. (26) Count Zinzendorf was of the fame Mind with Mr. 
Bremer, about the Pofleffion of thefe mortgaged Lands ; for this 
he declared in a Letter to this Gentleman which we have n9- 
tited in this Paragraph.

'Mediatorp having all the while the In&rument of Mr. Bern- 
ii^t Ceffion in his Pocket. Zee SeA. 12. Kote 4. This was 
- •• fo 
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"I have nothing at all to do with thtfc Pre- 
*' mifes, and Til return Mr. Betmng the Con- 
•* traft I made with him, if you require it, to 
" make your Ncgociation quite free (27). I won't 
•* farm Herrnbaagj I (hall not ftay long there, 
K^ and perhaps fhall not fee the Place for fomc 
** Years. I have taken fo much Bufinefs upon 
** me in Silejia^ Holland^ and England^ that I (hall 
*• have no time to ftay here. All my Propofals 
** were made with the Intention to double my 
** Coufin*s Revenues at Herrnhaag by an eafy me- 
" thod, and this fo much more, as I know that 
•* thefe will leflcn by the fame degrees as the 
** Number of Inhabitants will do (2 8). I Ipokc 
^* to you about the Printing-Office, as I had 
** done with the late Counfellor Meyerboff^ only 
** to fatisfy Mr. Stors^ for I do not like to 
** hurt a Child; much more to wrong one of 
** his Rights. But I never took it to be a 
•' Conceflion, when I was invited to bring the 
•* faid Office hither, which hath been done four 
•* or five Times (29). 

«* This Office belongs to the Synod of the 
^* Moravian Church, and ought to be wherever 

fo rnde an Anfwer, that it gave Sufpicion, that he intended 
fomething elfe than to deliver up the Farms, and to be con- 
tented with the Writings and the Pofl'eflion of Leujladt, 
' (27) In the mean Time that he aiTured Budingen would 
find he had not to deal with a Merchant, he was about bring- 
ing the Mortgage into his own Hands. 8ee Se£l. 1 2. Note 4. 

(28) Qo\yx^ Xiirzendorf^ Behaviour was fo civil only to 
make himfelf Creditor to the Houfc of Budingen.

Mr. Brauer anfwered to this : 

*^ I fliall make the Report of your Letter very 
^^ foon, but in more moderate Terms. Pll not 
•' throw Oil into the Flame, your Equity, Love 
^* and Efteem for my Lord, would have been put 
*^ beyond all Sufpicion if the change of your 
•* Abode was not to be made fo foon." 

Count Zinzendorf replied : 

*' What I wrote to you was not for you toihow it, 
^* but to let you fee the very bottom of my Heart. 

A few Weeks after this he fent word, that he 
would take Leujiait in his PofTefllon at 2 or 2 and 
a half per Cent, out of mere Love for the Sove- 
reign, if he could have the fame by a Contrafb to 
buy it, wherein the Sovereign could put fome 
Claufes regarding a Releafe of the fame Town» 
befides referving certain Rights, the Maintenance 
of which by Law-Suits, hath been the Ruin c^ 
many. He, on his fide, wanted only fuch Privi- 
leges 
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leges as would ftrvt to prefervie cl^ir relig^s 
Rulest and for to encourage others to come and 
dwell with him. To this he added : 

" But if you have changed your Mind about 
** this, as you have done with regard to Herm^ 
** baag, it is a thing indiifercnt to me; more 
** ^fpecially as I am certain I fliali have nOPro- 
*V fit, but lofe by it, and as my Views arc only 
*• to make you rejoice, and to render your Scr- 
<* vices fruitful and memorable to the Houfe of

This Letter gave no Satisfadliion to Mr. Sraucri 
who anfwered he had not yet made the Report of* 
the Count's two laft Letters, for he was furc this 
would have given the Sovereign a worfe Opinion 
of feveral things, and that his Lord had takea 
no fijTthcr Notice of thefe Affairs. 
. To this Count Zinzendvrf anfwered : 
. •* I don't fend you Letters to make a Re* 
** port of them, but to give you private Notice. 
^* I don't know what Ideas your Prince can have 
" that could be ftill worfe. I abfolutely want 
" him to trull me, or elfe rU drop the Matter en*

<* ral meddles with this Affair. What I did 
<« was done out of Love and particular Efteem, 
*' panly out of Duty. To this you muft add, 
** that I Ipoke friendly and cordially to you, 
" and ril continue to do foif you yourfelf makes 
^* me any Propofals (31)." 

But 

(31) It is fuxprizing how Count Zinzendorf do^i/a his In- 
tentions. Here he fays that he had nothing to do with the 
mortgaged Farms, and it hath been proved before, Sed. 1 2. 
Note 4. How bofy he was to become the Po/fefTor of the 
ikme, and Mr. Beuning in a Letter of the 7th of March 1747, 
told his Adminifh^tor : 

** Go to our Papa and afk him what he wtots to be done, 
** for I have figned over my Goods to him* 

Count Zinsundorf fays he (hould not like to poflefs thefe 
Farms, and moves in the mean Time for the Continuation of 
the Negociation, and when this was complied with, he made 
the Queftion if he could not have Leufiadt f And anfwered, 
after it had been told him that he could buy the fame, that he 
would take a Leafe of thefe mortgaged Lands for 99 Years, 
according to the Cuftom in Englandy fo that he mould be 
PofTeiTor of the fame by giving the Loan, and the Contradl 
jeed not be altered. He found afterwards that this Propo*. 
fel would not be approved of, therefore he offered to make 
ixL exchange for Uirfladt with the Village of Lindheim ; which 
laft he pretend to have acquired of the Baron Scbrautenhadb. 
But he repeated his good Intention for to obtain Leuftadt^ 
when he found that all thefe Offerings were rejeded : and 
wrote therefore to Mr. Brauer, Jan, 27, 1748, thus : 

** In the mean Time that I would difengage my dear Cou- 
*' fin of the Mortgage to Mr. Beuning^ and that you dif* 
** anulled mv Plan of exchanging Leujiadt for Lindheim^ the 
" former of which you could make no Profit, but which was 
** of equal Value to me with UnSeimj notwithftanding that 
** Leuftadt is of more Importance. I opened Ncgociations with 
«* others and always was left in tfie Lurch, fo that I nego- 
«* dated 100,000 Guilders with the Diach^ and had made a 
** Ceffion of that fine Town of l^rehus in XJ^^pcT-Lau^itx to 
•* die Baron of Schrautenhach^ to no purpofe, for I never have 
<< heard any thing of the Matter, and am notofed to make 
u any offers in a Hurry.*' I very 
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But the danger in which the Sovereign was en- 
tangled, was already too well known, and it ap- 
peajred from former Negociations, that things 

did 

«* I very well know that you may give a flight Anfwer, by 

*< aflung me, who obliged you to be fo ferviceable? and 

'f ' it would be a hard matter to auTwer this Queition ; for 

y it is a true Obfervation of the Italians ^ that there are cer- 

** tain Moments which one ought to take care of. This every 

'<« body knows ; but he that does not mind the Profit of his 

*< Neighbours, without his private Intereft, can^t have an Idea 

" of fuch free Services. Thefe I perform. I had no other 

<' Reafon to offer in writixig to take the Mortgage in hand, 

** to the good of the Houfe of Budingen^ to give the Pofleffion 

** of the fame again into the Sovereign's hands, but that I 

^* had Money ready for this purpofe. Nor had I any other 

** Reafon for to exchange teujiadt for Lindheipiy but that I 

*^ did not want fo large a Commodity for the boarding of 

" Children, whereto I could not make any ufe of an adi'ue 

*' Jurifdidion. For I have given away more than one thou* 

** fand of Subje£is, without having any Money for them» 

'< only to make me free of the Embaraffinent in an eafy way 

«* to the fame, but never did I ftrive to increafc the Num- 

** bcr of them. 

** My Seat in Lauffmt% will meet with the fame Fate as 
«• that of the Caftle, «w«;. to be a Nurfery for young Chil- 
'< dren, as I have had no Anfwer to my kind offer about ex- 
** changing Leuftadi for Lindheim, which laft I have eiven 
'< back to the Baron of Schrautenbach^ after he h^d ordered 
^« the fame to me ; for I juft now underfland x!ti2X Herman (who 
^*' farmed Leuftadt (hath fo an inviolable Right and Tide to 

■ ** the former Town, and you have reje^ed my kind OfiFers, 
. •* which you feem'd to like firft. But I iMont refu/e to fem/e 

•* you for all that^ if you e*verJhoufd chufe to make fuch a '* Change 
.** nmthout that I Jhouid he the G coiner, by it^ for the Recefs of 

** the Adminiftration given in the Year, 1 744, authorizes 
.« me hereto." 

Reafon tells every body that Count Zinzehdorf wanted to 
^ become a Sovereign in thefe Territories. Mr. Beuning\ Let* 
* tcr to his Adminiflrator Shuckard, written in July, 1 747, a 

Month after Budingen had obliged the Inhabitants to do Ho* 

mage, whereby Count Zinxendorfg Views were fruftratcd^ 

■ willferve as a further proof of this : 

" I can't fay that I did every thing with the Confent of 

. «* my Heart, and I forefaw the prefent Accidents. Perhaps 

^ it is jood that fuch Things happen in the Beginning, and» 
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did grow always worfc by ufing thefe Means* 
This brought the Sovereign to the Refolution to 
avoid thefe by the fureft Method. The Dilpntes 
began about Beuning\ Pretenfion to the Indepen* 
deoce of all the Inhabitants of thefe mortgaged 
Lands^ and to a Jurifdiction which he bimfelf 
would adminifter during the Contrad. AH thefe 
were Strangers, not one of them had donr Ho- 
mage, and therefore the Counciji at Budingen g^ve 
the following Opinion : 

•^ All the Revenues had hitherto been left in 
•* the Creditors hands without dcdufting oiie 
*' Farthing. That it was butjufthe fhouW pay 

*« N. B. fir to teU the Truths it 'was hut an Effhtf if Matt&s 
•* nveuUl go mfo ornot, and nothing eife^ I with only that if 
*• we were to go on upon the old footing, they would order 
** (Jnngs fo that at laft there would be nothing fpeii'd. I 
^* never defpifed the Council, but I could do no oSierwife, and 
•* I find myfdf well enough by making ufe of the fame, and 
*• it is certainly better to lie obedient than to a6l ftuhbom." 

Thi« blind Obedience caufed Mr. Btuning to write to th'e 
Sovereign o( Bu^ingcn, Fehruafy 15, 3748. 

*• It was to be wiflied that dear Count Zinzsndor/ would 
** follow the Advice of his Friends, for ufing the common 
" Ways in temporal Affairs. People would return him then 
^ more TJianks, and he would not expofc his Inclinatien for 
. ** to fcrve any body in woiidly Affairs, to fo many fufpidoiis 
** and finifter Interpretations. But, if you will ever beliew 
•* ine, I tj^ke the Liberty to affure you that Count Ztftzei^ 
** fbrjT, according to his own domeftic Afiairs, which I kno# 
^ petfeftly well, cannot meddle with my Affairs, I have wi& 
. •*. MterhoitKi or Badingen, without hurting himfclf very much, 
•* and all that he has done were the eUi?6ls of his Love to* 
** wards you. 

If you confront this with Mr. Betming's Letter to his Ad» 

* inUiiffrator, (Se^. 12. Note 4.) you will fee that they are un« 

* ilet an abfolute Obligation to write as they are ordered. And 
- QQunt ZinzmJoff wrote to Mr. Brauer, June 30, 1747. 

** I fi(k rfie Favour of you to tell me once the Reaf<ms 

** that made you think I wanted to make a Property of the 

. *' Faxms, even if you fhould do it a Year hence. For I oiff 

^ the Saviour to ivitxe/s, that I never intended it, nor do mt 

<* knonxj ivhat I Jhould do it for^ and that vihofoever makes ytm 

* *• beUi^fo ii a Deceiver,^* 

«' himfelf 
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*' him&lf in tkis manner the Intereft and part of 
^^ the Capital, tkit his being Independent was not 
•* neceiTary to this, much Ids that he fhould exert 
♦* a Jurifdiftion over the Inhabitants of thefe Prc- 
^^ mifes, and fuch as (hould have any Complaints 
^^ ^^ainft them. It was agreed,^ that it would 
** be good) that the Inhabitants that had done 
** no Homage fhould do the fame, whereby their 
•• ^ving the Hands (hould, to Ihew them ftili 
•* more Mildnefs, ferve infteadofan Oath. That 
•* Mr, Beuninfs Adminiftration fhould be con* 
*' firmed, if they had thus acknowledged the 
•* Sovereign, tho* with this Condition, that the 
** Lands fhould never come into Count Zinzen- 
•* darfs Hands, who had began to meddle with 
*« them, and that none of them fhould pay any 
**. Refpedt to this Nobleman's Order, nor fhould 
•* they give their Confent to any Ceffion of Mr. 
•* Biumng^ in favour of the faid Count.'* 

The Regency added this laft Claufe, becaufe it 
'was known, {yideSz6k. 1 2. Note 4.) that in the very 
beginning the Moravians had done all they could 
to bring this Mortgage into Count Zinzendorf% 
Hands, that the real Creditor Mr. Beuning fhould 
only lend his Name to deal with the Counts of 
Ifiinirgb upon more eafy Terms ; that an Inftru- 
ment for fuch a CefTion had been drawn up al- 
ready, which Count Zinzendorf would not put in 
Execution, in order to obtain under various pre- 
texts, the Confent of the Counts of Ifenburgb^ for 
which laft Reafon all Negociations had been broke 
off 

The Sovereign approved and confirmed this 
Opinion, and brought the fame fo far in Execu- 
tion that the Inhabitants were obliged to do Ho- 
mage on the above-mention'd Conditions, ^bmo 
1747, to which they agreed. Mr. Shukardy Beun- 
inj;*% Adminiftrator m^e firfl fome Scruples, biit 

he 
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he conformed with the reft, after he had been 
told that the Adminiftration Ihould remain the 
fame, and he could not be fufFered to live here if 
he would not do Homage like others. Notice 
hereof was given to Mr. Beuning and to Count 
Zinzendorf^ who were told that this had been done 
for the Prefervation of the Sovereignty, and for 
the eafy removal of all future Dilputes. That 
here was no Intention to take the Security from 
the Creditor or to alter the Adminiftration, nor 
to bring his Capital, the Intereft and part of the 
fame, what he had received, into any Danger •, fo 
that he could adminifter thefe Lands and pay 
himfelf as he had hitherto done, and that his 
Security was rendered herewith more folid, as 
Juftice would be adminifter*d, only it had not been 
thought proper to let thefe Villages go into the 
Hands of Count Zinzendorf or the Moravians (32). 
Mr. Beuning anfwer'd by thanking the Sove- 
reign for the Grace, Love and Eftcem'that he 
lhew*d for his Perfon. He affured that he looked 
upon him not only as a particular Friend, but as 
upon a Father ; and that it vexed him that he could 
not have had the honour to pay him his Refpefts 
when he the Year before had been at Hermhaag 
(.33). This moft obliging Letter was written bc- 
caufe he could not conSlt with Count Zinzen- 
dorf ox the Moravians. For as it was known how 
far their Obedience obliges them, Mr. Beuning had 
the above Notice given him the i6th of Juncy 
and the Homage was done not before the 23d, 
and fo was his Letter of the 17th fooner written 
than they could tellTiim what he Ihould anfwer.

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^^ my dac as thefe Lands are but mortgaged* 
** Mr. Beuning^s Security, his Payments for part 
** of the Loan, and thelntereft he hath already re- 
** ccivcd, have not been hurted, nor ihall I ever 
** do any fuch thing, or trouble him unlawfully. 
** Nothing elfe can he expeft of me for his Cre- 
*• ditors. For no Judicature of the Empire can 
*' oblige me to have Inhabitants in my Territo- 
*^ rics which will not be my Subjefts, nor will 
** the fame blaniie me that I have obliged the Ad-

to have. Count Zinzendorf in a Letter, June 29, 
explains his Mind to that of the 26th.

♦♦ vant, and Mr. Beuning paid him no Salary, but 
'^ I gave thefe Matters into his Hands for Lovc^ 
*' fake (37). For I was not curious to take any

•' the Eftablifliment of the Moravian Brethren was

^' traft. The Sequel of Things will convince your

** after the return of my Spoufc, from our Eftate 
** in Saxony^ where fhe went Yefterday. But my 
** Brethren, and our Inftitutions, can't hurry fo 
** much as they did formerly at Pilgerruh. They 
** muft therefore afk the Advice of a fkilful 
** Lawyer, to know how to behaye on fuch extra- 
** ordinary Occafions, that no where elfe have 
** happened to us, for to maintain their Privi- . 
** leges for the interim^ and muft find a better 
** Advocate for themfelves than me, who have to 
** think of more nobler Thiags, and who will 
** not trouble himfelf any more about it," 
Mr. Brauer anfwered the fame Day. 
. *' What has been done was certainly the moft 
•'. kind way that could be followed in regard to 
** the Meafures and Intentions of fome Brethren 
** at Herrnhaag^ which began to gain more and

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** more Ground, an^ whereby no body hath 
** been wronged, but a great difadvantage pre- 
" vented. I wifli an honeft and fkilful Lawyer 
** would, as your Honour mentions, enquire 
*' into all the Regency hath done. His Opinion, 
" I am fure, would be, that it would prove that 
*' Council to be ignorant of its Sovereign's Rights 
" and of what pafles in the World, which filently 
** would permit another Superiority to be cfta- 
** blilhed befides its Princes, which one time or 
** another might undermine and fap the former. 
•* I will mention nothing more, but will only af- 
** fure you, that I am ready to anfwer for my 
*' Condu6t to any impartial Judge, and to the 
*' fair-judging Public.*' 

Count Zinzendorf^ after he had feen Mr. Beu-- 
ning's Anfwer to the Count of Budingeny and how 
pleafed the fame was about thefe Proceedings, 
wrote thus to the former. 

*' I heartily congratvdate your Lordfliip, that 
** you have obtained your principal End fo foon 
** and fo lucky. I will herewith give you my 
*' Word that I never, either direftly or indirectly, 
** will meddle with your Contraft with Mr. Beu- 
*' ning^ and that none of my German or Dutch 
*' Brethren will do fo, or like or promote my in- 
** terfering in the Adminiftration of this Mort- 
" gage. But that I always Ihall take Care, ac- 
" cording to my Duty, as Syndick, that this Af- 
*' fair may always be looked upon as a worldly 
*' Matter, without Regard to religious Points (of 
*' which the Contract, whofe Claufes I never could 
" approve of, is fo full) between the Debtor and 
" Creditor after fo many Examples (41), if even

** I, on my Part, fliall do nothing but what jny

*^ meddle with your Rights at Hermhaag. If it 
** is in my Power to give any thing, only tell 
** me, and I will give it. If I have made any 
** Innovations about Things that were not granted, 
f * I will remove them before I leave the Place. 

** The Printing-Office I will remove from thefe 
** Territories, and Mr. Brauer may inform me of 
** your Pretenfions as a Sovereign ; for I have, 
** in certain Regards, feveral Sovereigns at once, 
*' but I have not heard any Objedion againft xne 
** thefe 25 Years (42).*' 

All this quieted the Houfe of BuMngen. The 
Homage done by the Inhabitants of the mortgaged 
Lands, entirely cut off their Pretences of being 
independent, and the Promife made by them 
not to refpeft any Orders of Count Zinzendorf or 
the Moravian Community, made the Sovereign be- 
lieve that they could not obtain their End in Re- 
gard to thefe Territories. They were left in the 
Adminiftration for to pay themfelves Intercft and 
part of the Capital, and continued fo to the End

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of this Affair ; which, not without the Ahuigh- 
ty's Help, happened to appear in a very unex- 
pected Way, of which the Sequel of our Narra- 
tion will give an Account. 

SECT, XIV. 

The firft Intention of Budingen was to adjuft 
the Difputes about the Mortgage, and regulate the 
Taxes at Herrnhaag^ before the fame Place fhould 
be reformed, and to prevent their faying that every 
thing was done for the private Intcreft of the So- 
vereign. But when all the Difficulties againft the 
Execution of this Work were confidered, and fuch 
Meafures taken as we have told in the foregoing 
Sedkion, it was thought high time now to look out 
for fhe Limits of Henmhaag^ and to enquire into 
the real Syftem of thefe Moravians in religious and 
civil matters. The Opinion of the Council about 
this Point was : 

** That there were enough true Signs and dan- 
*' gerous Articles which would caufe the. Sovereign 
*' to depute an Inquifition, or at leaft Commit- 
" tee, but that this was a Matter full of Diffi- 
*' culties. Fii'ji^ there were not able perfons 
*' enough to be found in thefe Dominions to 
** be Commiffioners in this hard Cafe, and that 
*' thofe few that could be found could not take 
** Care enough of thefe Matters, having already 
*' Work enough upon them. Secondly^ the fame 
*' might be fufpefted as partial Judges, therefore 
*' it would be necefTary to chufe one or fevcral 
** Members to this Committee that had no Con-* 
*' neftion with either Party. Thirdly^ it was viery 
** dubious and uncertain what would be finally dc- 
" cided by fuch a Committee, and then there 
" were but fmall Hopes that the fame would far-^ 
*^ vey die foundation j for that, as far as thcn;Waa 

** known. 
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known, the Rules at Herrnbaag were fo often 
altered, that they feldom remained the feme 
for a Week's time, which made it uncertain if 
Things that now were found to be fo, would 
remain thus a little while after. That they fend 
fo many People abroad, and fo they moft cer- 
tainly would do with them that were the moft 
proper Pcrfons to be examined, whereby they 
would elude any Enquiry that could be made 
of the Offenders, and their Chiefs would proba- 
bly make Excqjtion againft their Appearance 
before fuch a Committee, or would make ufe 
** of fuch Diflimulations, and give fuch manifold 
•^ Turns to their Affairs, as would puwle the 
** moft fkilful Member of this College ; and 
*' would be of greater EfFedt upon Perlbns that 
*' had fomething elfe to take care of, which was 
•* enough to employ them continually. I'hc 
** Evil would be rendered worfe, if this Commit- 
*' tee fhould not penetrate to the bottom of thefe 
** Affairs. This would make the Moravians tri- 
lunph, and furnifh them an Occafion to add 
more Strength to their Inftitution, and to ex- 
tend themfelves more and more. They Ihould 
be told of fuch a Committee, and depute the 
fame only for to enquire into thefe Matters, 
without giving a decifive Power to the fame ; 
and to try by thefe Means to learn their real 
** Intention : But that there were certainly fome 
** Remedies which would be more fafe and better, 
** but only a little flow in their Operation. I'he 
** Sovereign had undoubtedly a Right to enquire 
•* into the Intention of all Societies in his Terri- 
** tories, and to make the moft ftrifteft Search 
** of the Meafures they fhould take, to find 
** how the fame was inclined to the whole Country, 
•* in regard to Religion and civil Matters ; and to 
*^ decide afterwards how far thefe Societies could be 

" fuffcrcd. 
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•* fuficred. That it was the Duty of a Sovereign 
" to do this as the Commonwealth was given to 
*' tis Care, and that he was oWiged to ufc the 
*' right Means for promoting the fame. He 
*' therefore would commit a Fault if he did not 
*' enquire into the Meafurcs, Intention, and Oc- 
*' cupation of a new Society which daily increafed 
*' in his Dominions, fo that, he might fecure him- 
*' felf, and give afterwards Orders accordingly. 
*' That all this was the more to be obferved in 
•' regard to this Society of the HermbuterSy as 
** Hiftory told fo many Examples of People, 
*' which, by fcreening themfelves under Religion, 
** had fettled in Dominions, and afterwards had 
** caufed the Ruin of the fame ; and at Hermbaag 
*' many Things had happened threatning to eflfeft 
** the fame. The following Method was therefore 
" thought to be the beft to enquire into thefeAffairs. 
*' A Perfon of Honefly, Integrity, Experience, 
** Truft, and Learning, and that was not of their 
** Perfuafion, Ihould be put in Authority at 
*' Henrrhaag. It Ihould be forbidden, under a Pe- 
" nalty, to have any Meetings by Day or Night 
'' about religious or civil Matters without his 
" Prefence. This Perfon fhould have no Vote in 
*' ecclefiaftical Matters, to prevent their Com- 
** plaints about having their Confcience any ways 
*• troubled. But he Ihould be ordered to take 
** Notice in Writing of every thing belonging to 
*' their Doftrine, Liturgy, external and internal 
*' Rules, and to fend his Obfefvations every Week 
*^ to the Sovereign. He further fhould admpnifh 
*' the Herrnhuters not to extend their Care of Souls 
*' to any other civil Affairs, under any Pretext 
** whatfoever; nor to intend hereby to make 
** themfelves independent of the Sovereign's Au- 
** thority in religious Matters, that really did not 
** belong to their theological Dodtrinc or the Li- 

1! berty 
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** bcrty of Confcier.ce. Thit he i^.ould ha\t a 
** Vote in dvil Afiiirs, or at iciil fo much Au- 
•* thority, that he ihould make al! Dreii, kcq> 
*• the Records, and that ail Tnn!ad:ons in c:>-il 
•* NIatters fhould he void if dcr.e vidiout him, or 
•* of which he had not taken Notice in his Pnxo- 
•• col. No Peribn fliould be lent away without 
** his Confent, or received, except that the fanr.c 
** was qualified by the ufual Laws of thefe Do« 
** minions, to be an Inhabitant thereof. Nobody 
** fhould be married without his examinmg both 
** Parties concerned, and a Certificate of the Mar- 
** riag^ of which he alfo (hould make mention in 
** his Protocol, as well as of all Tranfadions be- 
•* longing to the Judicature or Policy, and to de- 
** cidc the former by the Laws of the Empire and 
•* thofe of this Count}-. He fliould permit no- 
•* body elfe to decide the fame Matters but thofe 
** who were made Juftices, and who had been 
** fwom in as fuch. Nobody fliould be permitted 
** to ftay above fix Weeks at Htr^rnhajg without 
•* becoming an Inhabitant, or without being a 
** Servant there j who alfo, during their ftay there, 
** fliould be the Subjefts of the Sovereign like the 
*^ reft. People of Credit of thcfe Inhabitants 
** fliould be chofen for Tutors of the Fatherlefs. 
** Accurate Inventories fliould be made of their 
** Goods, and lawful Care taken that the fame arc 
** not defrauded out of them, by giving them to 
** the Community or its Direftors. All Bonds, 
** Obligations, Contrafts about immoveable Goods, 
•* laft Wills and Donations, were to be drawn up 
** in the common Way, or at leaft to be con- 
** firmed after being duly examined. A Specifi- 
•* cation of all the Inhabitants, rich or poor, 
** fliould be yearly fent to the Sovereign, attefted 
** by the P^rfon that fliould be appointed tlicir 
** Prefidcnt. Nobody fliould hereafter make, pub- 
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** ^ifli, or eftablifh any new Order whict had not 
*' been before fent to the Regency, approved by 
«' the Sovereign, and in his Name afterwards, pub- 
« liflicd and affixed. The Peribn that Ihould be 
*« their Diredtor, Ihould be alfo >Receiver of the 
*' Sovereign's Revenues oi Herrnbaag -, or the fame 
•' Ihould be lett as a Farm for a certain Sum of 
*' Money for fome time, to prevent all Difputcs 
*' as already had happened about them, and that 
*' the fame Perfon could not be fufpefted. As 
*' long therefore as an honeft impartial Man 
*' fliould adminifter this Office, their real Eflence 
** would be known in civil and religious Points. 

" And altho* they could fay that it was pro- 
*' mifed them in the Contract for their Recep- 
<' tion, that nobody fhould be intruded in the Unitas 
*' Fratrum^ and that it therefore feemed that fuch 
*' a Perfon could not be appointed. It was to be 
*' obferved, that, the fame abfolutely was not to be 
*' one of them ; and that it muft be thought^ 
*' that Ihould they allege this Claufe to hinder 
*' the Sovereign from doing this, that the Inli^r- 
*' tion of the fame had been one of their fly 
*' Tricks, which was then not apprehended, and 
** was not to balance with the Commonwealth, or 
*' could tend to nothing elfe but to make themfelves 
** independent, and to leave only a Shadow of So- 
•* vereignty to the Prince, whom they wanted fliould 
•* know no more of their Affairs than what they 
*' thought fit. It would moreover be good to 
•' hear what they faid to thefe Propofals, for to 
*^ get at leaft a little more Intelligence of them, 
*' and to be able to give this Perfon fufficient In- 
*' ftruction, who fhould live at Hermhaag. For 
" they certainly would make great Difficulties 
*' about all this, which naturally would prove that 
" there was fomething in their Conflitution which 
l\ they were obliged to keep lecret, and which

*^ are fuch that I cannot meddle widi them. And 
•' 1 muft allow that I, under certain Reftridtions, 
fhould like to have an Infpcftoir at Budingeny 
who liked us as well as we fhould love 
him (2). 

*' I cannot deny that Faults are often committed 
there in the Performance of their Duties, as 
Matters are often treated with too great Sim- 
plicity, tho' fometimes we are wrongfully taxed 
by feme. For Example : I prefented Counfel- 
lor Singel to you as our new Vice-Common 
Juftice ; (for Mr. Peiftel ftill remains in this 
Poll) r recommended this Perfon to you, and 
*' he was not chofen before you had agreed to 
" it (3).

If Budingen had 
agreed to fend every Fortnight a Perfon there to decide fuch 
Matters which they wanted to be adjufted, he would have fecn 
no more than what they thought proper to ihew him, and 
their Tranfadtions would have been fecure to themfelvcs.

" and will be of more Confequence* (5) 

" AH thefe Neglefts in thefe Matters you ought 
*' to lay upon me, and this becaufe that I feveral 
** Years fince, as the omnifcient Lord knows, al- 
*' ways thought myfelf to be one of your Servants, 
*' fworn in my Office, and payed by you ; and 
*• nev^r conceived that your Intereft could any 
*' ways differ from my own (6)* 

" Yourfelf thought fo for fome Years ; but 

* •' fince a Year ago there has happened fo fudden 

** an Alteration therein that it amazes me, and I

** Every thing will, with our Saviour's help, do 
** well, if the Affair is tranfaded with Sincerity and 
** when Budingen lofes the terrible Idea of ./On en- 
** tirely altered Form of Regency. My Time here 
•* is lio longer than one Month more. 

Count Zinzendorf fent after this another littte 
Billet to the following purport. 

*' I write you this little Billet as one Chriftian to 
*' another. You muft know beft if thefe Matters, 
*' of whom we have treated together, have an In- 
•' tention,to a Perfecution out of a perfonal hatred, 
** as the fame was founded upon Equity. 

" I won't mention here any thing at all of my 
** Printing-office, for there is a perfonal hatred 
*' in that Affair. I fliall not mention my own Per- 
" fon, which fince two Years, is hated, for what 
" Reafon I don't know, for all that, I formerly > 
** was a dear Coufm, but I'll regulate my Abode 
*^ fo that my Spoufe fliall not come back, and my- 
*' felf will be abfent for fome Years. I have, thank 
*' God, Houfes and Lands enough where I can 
** live as Sovereign and have Communities about 



me. 



I only fliall fpeak of Herrnhaag. If you can 
aflure me that you don't think at Budingen as 
fome of my iVi^t:agonifl:s, but impartial, and all 
Grievances ab6ut Herrmaag will be redrefled in 
one Hour's Time. Depute only a Committee, 
whilft I, or any other general Advocate of the 
Church are here prefentj for elfe you will gpet

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Count ZinzenJorf now began to provide th^t 
the Hermbut Syftem ftiould not fufFer, in cafe 
another Court of Juftice fhould be appointed, 
and that the fame might be regulated according to 
their likipg. He therefore drew up fome Sta- 
tutes^ which he prefented to Mr. Brauer by Mr. 
Siegel^ a Gentleman that heretofore had been Coun- 
fellor of the Regency in foreign Service. Mr. 
Brauer over-looked them, and told Mr. Siegel his 
Opinion of them. But he took them back to 
Count Zinzendorf^ who, without doubt, only wanted 
to know if this Affair would be rightly pene- 
trated, or what would be judged about the lame. 
Mr. Siegel therefore made his Report to Count 
Zinzendorf who thought to obviate the Objediions 
which Mr. Brauer had made by the firft lookmg 
over them, by fome Alterations in thefe Statutes. 
He therefore wanted Mr. Brauer to come and fee 
him; and wrote to this Gentleman, 

** I believe you always found me to be an ho- 
*' neft Man. I made the Scheme for the Statutes 
•' quite againft the Will of my Brethren and Sif- 
^* ters. Thefe think my Care to be fuperfluoUS, 
*' and themfelves fecured enough by the Contra6t, 
*' and prognbfticate of me, that I would make 
" Propofals of Things nobody had thought 6f,

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** I have altered the Statutes according to the 
" Animadverfions you made about them, as Mr. 
" Siegel could remember them. Would you not 
'' befo kind to look them over along with me?(39) 

But Mr. Brauer*s other Occupations hindred him 
from going thither, and fend the Statutes back to 
Count Zinzendorf who aflced for the fame, and had 
therefore wrote to Mr. Brauer the 1 2th of Aug. 

" I only pray you would tell me which Day 
*' next Week you will fpend with me, to adjuft, 
*' perhaps, at onte thofe Matters, about which we 
*' have fpoke and written to one another for this 
" half Year, to the Satisfadlion of both Parties, 
" that I may regulate my Affairs accordingly. 

The fame Day that Mr. Brauer had fent word 
to Count Zinzendorf what Day he would come and 
fee him, he wrote thus to Mr. Brauer. 

*' I abfolutely infift upon having a true Idea of 
" one another. 

" Firjl^ My Brethren obftinately perfift in what 
^' has been granted them, but this they fay in 
" plain Words, and there is no fear that they 
" Ihould cheat any body, for this is againft their 
" Nature (40). 

" Secondly^ One would think that I was more to 
*' be fufpe&ed of Treachery than they, as I have 
" feen fo much of the World. But the Grace of 
*' God has fo ordered my Heart that the fame al- 
*' ways is at my Tongue's End, like a Foors, 
^' which fometimes makes me to be the lofer, 
*' fometimes the gainer by it (41). My Behaviour is 
*' like that of a ftrift Mennonift, I never alk more 
" than what I take, and he that bids me lefs, lofcs

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^' by it. For I always make my Propolals more 
** advantageous to the Party I have to deal with, 
^' than they themfelves intended to have them. I am 
*' fure that there is many Rcftriilions in the Sta- 
** tutes, which Budingen would ncjt have made. 
*' But I forefee more things by the Examination 
*' of my ownPerfon, than you can by godly Love. 
'* I like Reftriftions in civil Matters as much as 
** I hate them in religious Affairs, and this Prin- 
** ciple hath helped me now thefe 25 Ycwrs (\ij 

The Statutes that Count Zlnzemicrfh^d drawn up, 
had now been confidered upon : The lame were 
foundtobefuch that it would have been impoflible 
to admit them as Lav/s for this Community, with- 
out giving thereby more Solidity to their Conlli- 
tution, or to make their Principles Laws for them. 
Both this could not be rcfolved on, for this would 
have caufed a new Evil, and would have hindrcd 
that difficult Work to look into their Secret. A 
Regulation for Herrnhaag was therefore drawn up 
according to the Opinion of the Council which is 
mentioned in the beginning of this Paragraph. The 
fame was given to Mr. Braiier^ to deliver to Count 
Zimendorfj and to tell him, that his Statutes never 
would be accepted, and to hear the Objeftions he 
fliould make againft this Regulation. The Con- 
ference was holden, Jugujl 15. and Mr. Braua' gave 
the following Report of it. 

" After I had declared that I had brought his 
*' Statutes back with me. Count Zinzendorf afkcd 
*' me direftly, if the fame had been accepted and 
" confirmed ? I told him that my Sovereign did 
** not underfland them, nor would for many Rea- 
" fons accept them, but that I was ready to Ihew 
*' him thofe Statutes which had been drawn up by

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** his Orders. The Intention of die fame was no- 
*' thing elfe but a Regulation of their common 
•' Court of Judicature, according to the Laws of 
*' the Empire, whereupon my Sovereign the more 
** infilled, as he wanted to fee the bottom of this 
** Affair, and to make himfelf fecure fix)m all Re- 
^' proaches. Count Zmzendorf diredUy faid in great 
*' Anger, this could not be done, it was a Perfe- 
** cution, he long ago could not think what to 
*' make of me, but that he now faw it; The Con- 
^' trad mentioned that nobody fhould be intruded 
*' into their Community, now the fame fhould be 
** difanuUed. So many innocent Perfons had built,. 
** their Goods fhould be feized, and a way made 
*' to their total Ruin.' Every Body that was only 
** worth looo RixdoUars fhould foon leave the 
*' Place. BuJingen had formerly adted kindly, now 
** he began to treat them rough; this was not juft 
*' and honefl, and ufed many fuch like Expref- 
*' fions. I did not interrupt him in this, but dc- 
*' clared that I was not to hear fuch Reproaches. 
** That my Sovereign and his Servants had fuffi- 
*' cient Rcafon for all what they did in this Affair, 
*' and none to negociate with Count Zinzeniorf 
*' about it, and he could do what he pleafcd. My 
<« Sovereign would take fuch Mealures as God, 
** Law, his Duty as fupreme Judge in his Territo- 
«' rics, and his Confcience ordered him. Nobodv 
** had hitherto mentioned any thing about difanul^ 
^* ling the Contradt, this they fuppofed without 
*« knowing the Regulation that was to take Place. 
Count Zinzendorf replied : " The Intention was 
** to perfecute them, and to place a Perfon here 
" that fhould plague them. This would be the 
** Ruin of the Church. They never had ijiet with 
" fuch an Accident thefe 25 Years, and had been 
*' here fccurcd againfl the fame. Many Members 
^ of the Aulic and Empire's Chamber had 

** nothing 
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*' nothing to fear here, no Fifcal would or could 
** attack them. 

I replied : " I had heard quite a contrary Opi- 
*' nion of fome Members of the Chamber at 
" Wetzlar. But the Truth and not the Judgment 
** of others, that perhaps were not rightly inform- 
**cd, could here decide, and that the former never 
** feared ,to appear naked or to be enquired into. 
** I had here the Scheme with me but that he 
** would not hear, and for all that would judge 
** in a great Paflion. That the Sovereign was not 
** afraid to make an Edi<ft of it, and then they 
** might fend it along with the Contradl to ail 
** Univcrfities to have their Opinion of the 
** fame. 

*' He anfwered : It was known that all Univer- 
** fities did hate him. Such Perfecutions (hould 
** have been talked of fome Years ago, and he 
'' and a great many others would have built no 
•* Houfes here. 

*' I told* him, that if they would not chufe the 
** Univerfities they could apply to the Courts of 
** Judicature of the Empire. 

** He faid, Thefe even favoured the Sovereigns. 

I replied. " They adminiftred Juftice, and this 
^* would be done to them equally by my Sove- 
•* reign, who had no Occafion to negociate with 
*' him as with the Syndick of the Community, but 
«* would henceforth confider Herrnhaag as a Sove- 
** reignty of it. Their Liberty of Confcience they 
** fhould enjoy as far as it is compatible withChrif- 
*• tianity and Reafon, and this was the firft Arti- 
** cle in the Statutes made at Budingen^ and there- 
^' fore no Perfecution was threatned. 

** He anfwered. It was the greateft Perfecution 

** to force them to accept of a Bailiff. The whole 

•• was my Doings. Counfellor Nitcbfman had tokl 

*♦ him beforehand, that I had a Spirit of Perfecution, 

H 4 *' and 
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** and would rout every thing if I fliould have any 
** Thing to do in the Regency. The Saviour 
*' would punifli me for it. God would find me, 
*' I fhould fuffer for it, and fo would others which 
** had occafioned it. They would find no Reft 
" anywhere, and many/fuch Uke Words. 

*' I let his Paflion Ipeak out, and replied after- 
" wards. I had not dcferved fuch Expreflions^ 
** and were not ufed to them. That I knew well 
*' enough, that I muft anfwer for my Adtions to 
** the Lord, who would punifli or reward me : But 
*' that I certainly put more truft in him than Ibe- 
*' lieve they did, notwithftanding that I did not 
*' judge by external Godlinefs but by being con- 
'' vinced.. That the Lord could look into feeret 
*' Places, and would judge according to Truth, 
'^ and not to godly Appearance. I had now an 
" Idea of them, and believed at once all that Ijad 
'* been written of them, of which I had always 
*' had fome Doubts. I took my Hat and was going 
*' away. Count Zinzendorf direftly began to foften 
*' his Expreflions, and fpoke with fo mild a De- 
*^ portment, .that I could not but admire his fud- 
" den Alteration. He told me very much of the 
" Concord of their Communities, of the' admira- 
" ble Connexion, the Love of Peace, Regularity 
" and ufe of the fame. This he did to fliew how 
" fuperfluous a Judge or Recorder would be 
*' amongft them, and alledged many Cafes to 
" prove that it would deftroy Herrnhaag^ which 
*' would be of difadvantage to the Sovereign. I 
*' anfwered. They would not draw fuch bad Con- 
*' fequences from this if they did not luppofe 
*' that this Judge would be an uniuft Man, and 
" it would be to the Detriment or my Sovereign 
*' to chufe fuch a Perfon. But in cafe that 
^" they would complain againft this Judge they 

*' might 
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«* might bring their Complaints before the Rc- 
•* gency or the Sovereign. 

" He replied, They fhould for all this be cx- 
** pofed to many Chicaneries, and Ruin. And this 
*' Man would give them Laws which would dc- 
** ftroy their Rules. But they would agree to it if I 
** would be the Perfon. They would build a 
*' Houfe for me and make me a Prefent of it. 

** I told him : They knew this to be impracli-" 
** cable. 

** He faid. Then Ihould I only come once every 
" Fortnight, or in four or fix Weeks, to take a 
*• Review of all Matters, or they would fend all 
*' Wills, Contrafts and Deeds to Budingen to be 
*' there confirmed. 

** I replied : This would not be fufficicnt. 

** He anfwered. Then the Bailiff' fhould live in 
*' a neighbouring Village: They would build 
•* there a Houfe for him. 

** I told him, this would not do neither, for 
** he was to have the Infpeftion over them, and 
*• to obferve the Revenues. 

'*' He anfwered, Thefe fhould be enquired in- 
•* to, and afterwards let in Farms. They would 
♦* always pay 200 Guilders more than they really 
** could amount to. 

** He -afked me after a long Difcourfe, if my 
•* Lord could not be perfuaded to put no Jud^ 
•* at the head of them .? 

•* I told him, I believe not, but that I was not 
•* pofitive, and that I could do no more than to 
V make the Report of it." 

SECT, XV. 

It is necefTary here to add feveral Things which 
have been done by Count Zinzendorf^ that our 
Readers may the better fee the Caufe of his Ac- 
tions, 
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tions, and learn this Nobleman's way of Dealing. 
Counfellor Brauer did not much like him at firft, 
and afterwards, in the Year 1 747, when he was to 
adjuft the Differences between the Houfe of Meer- 
hoitz and Mr. Beuning at Marienborny and came then 
for the firft Time to Hermhaag'j Count Zinzen- 
dorf Ihew'd him there all their Inftitutions, and at 
laft took him into a Watch-maker's Shop, and alked 
the Matter if he had not a Watch ready made ? who 
anfwered, that he had fold the very laft to a Bro- 
ther that was the Count's Servant, and along with 
him. He bid the latter let him fee the Watch. 
Count Zinzendorf look'd at it, admired the fine 
Workmanfhip^ and offer'd it to Mr. Brauer for good 
Remembrance fake, who abfolutely refufed to ac- 
cept it. They afterwards pafled through another 
Room, where they found fome fine Tapftry brought 
over from England^ and which was only called 
Paper-Hangings. Of this Count Zinzendorf "^k^M 
make a Prcfent to Mr. Brauer^ who alfo refofed it. 
They entered the Clofet by themfelves, and Count 
Zinzendorf afkcd him why he refiifed his Prefents, 
adding, that he ufed to do fo out of fincerc Friend- 
Ihip ? Mr. Brauer told him, that he thought him- 
felt unworthy of them, and anfwered the Count, 
who would know his real Reafon, that it would 
caufe Reproaches to him if he accepted of his Of- 
fers, whilft he was tranfadting for his Mafter, and 
that he would make fuch to himfelf which would 
be of more force than Prefents of more Value. 
The Count replied, this was a very trifling thing 
for him, and that he perhaps had made Prefents of 
fourfcore Watches. He ^terwards tried to pcr- 
fuade Mr. Brauer in a more fubtUe way, for he 
wrote to him thus, 

" Would it not do, deareft Counfellor, that you 
** (hould be our common Counfellor in all Matters 
^^ that have no immediate Connexion with Budm- 
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** gen(^i\ with that Condition, that in all Matters 
•* you would only adl according to Equity and 
** the Laws of the Country, and not at all accord- 
** ing to the Favours we could exadt of you in rc- 
*' gard to your Duty, I thereby fhould gain that 
*' important Privilege to be able to follow my 
♦' Bufinefs, having left all wordly things in other 
" Mens Hands," 

The Count's Intention hereby was certainly not 
this laft. He feems not to be bom to be a So- 
vereign, nor would he be troubled with fo many 
worldly Affairs if it was not his Fault -, and even 
thefc he could leave to others, as he hath many 
learned Men and Noblemen of great Experience 
amongft his People. The real Point he aim*d at, 
was, that Mr. Brauer fliould become his Penfioner, 
and therefore take his Part. But Count Zinzen- 
dorf did not fucceed. He pofllbly thought 'that 
he had done wrong in this Cafe, therefore had an- 
other Invention ftill more fubtle. The Dowager 
Xountefs of Reufs Eberfdorf^ Count Zinzendorf^ 
Sifter-in-taw, was prevailed upon to write to the 
Sovereign, This Letter the Count had written 
himfelf at a Time when Mr. Braiier was fent 
aboad to tranfadt Bufmefs, wherefore he flattered 
himfelf to obtain the Sovereign's Confent. The 
Letter is this. 

** Your Grace often has told me how much 
•* you liked my late Hufband. If you are pleafed 
** to beftow the fame Favour upon his Dowager, 
** and really aflifther, as flie is become Tutorels to 
" ten Infants, you will let me have Mr. Brauer for 
•* my Counfellor, for he is I hear one of die belt 

(i) Hiftory had fhewn Count Zixindorf that fcveral Princet 
have been great Lofers after they had fuffered their Counfel- 
lon to accept Sallaries of their Sovereigns. His aim had been 
fimilrated by the homage done the 26th of June^ therefore he 
I dl9S the 6th of July^ to repair what was damaged thereby. 

" Lawyers. 
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" Lawyers. He fhall help me to regulate my 
" Dowery. In this I agree with my Son. I'll tell 
*' him my Intention about the other Tutors, and 
" the Education of my Children. He fhall 
** aflift me in it, and bring all Things requifitc 
*' thereto at Wetxlar in order , but fhall not be 
*' obliged to travel any further. Afterwards he 
*' will have leifure enough, for I fhall be traftable, 
*' and won't go to Law. I don't think but that 
*' you will fhew me this Favour, as it cannot 
*' be of any Prejudice to you. I pray there- 
" fore that your Grace would be pleafed to per- 
*' mit this Gentleman to be my Counfellor at 
*' the next Conference to be holden here between 
*' me and my Sons, about the Beginning of my 
** Tutorfhip, on any Day his other Affairs will 
*' permit him Co be abfcnt, and this even before 
*' you have taken your Refolution about this Pro- 
*' pofal. His Council will ferve me in certain 
*' Refpefts as Rules, for I like to tranfad thefe 
*' things with Security. 

All this tended only to bring Mr. Brauer by de- 
grees to their Party. Count Zinzendorf vtvott there- 
fore to him. 

" It chagrined me very much, that you would ' 
*' not accept of the Propofals of my Sifler-in-Law. 
*' You would not have lofl two Days in the whole 
*' Year. For my Sifler-in-Law has People enough 
*' in her Service. She only wants a Lawyer to 
" take good Care, /. ^. to regulate the Formalities, 
" which fometimcs are of Confequence.** 

It is notorious that this could not be the real 
Intention of the Count, for in Saxony all the Forma- 
lities of the Law are more accurately obferved(2). 

(2) Here and in other Places appears how- often and by 
what difFerent means they ftrive to get this Gentleman over to 
their Side. Thefe artful methods would be cxciifable in a Po- 
litician that is ncgociating, but are not fo in a Perfon that wants 
to reform the Church.

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Count Zinzendorf finding now that he in vain had 
allured Mr. Brauer, began diredly to grow angry, 
and fliew his Paffion, as we have told in the fore-^ 
going Paragraph. 

SECT. XVI. 

The Statutes which Count Zinzendorf wanted fo 
fadly to be confirmed by the Sovereign are as fol- 
lows, viz. 

The fundamental Principle of this Colony is, and re- 
mains, to acknowledge no other Superior over our Con^ 
fctences than him that has created and redeemed us : 
and for fecuritfs fake, no Inhabitant is to be correSed 
by the Church-Difcipline, who does not acknowledge the 
fame to be a CorreBion beneficial to him. 

This Propofition has the look of Innocence, for 
the Civil Power does not extend itfelf to Articles 
of Confcience, as long as they are to be decided 
by nothing but undoubted Verities. But when the 
Liberty of Confcience comprehends Matters which 
have no Limits by Reafon nor Revelation, or 
when it is to be left to the arbitrary Aftions of 
the Subjefts, which net only regard the holy Truth, 
but alfo feveral worldly Tranfaftions, which the 
Moravians brings under this Title, this very Prin- 
ciple of theirs becomes wicked, and noxious to the 
Sovereigns. All human Aftions are good or bad, 
and in this very Regard all belong to the Confcience. 
The Moravians by not acknowledging any worldly 
Superior over this laft, reicft all Sovereignty over 
them (Sec the Proof of this below). It is eafy to 
bring Things under the Title of Liberty of Con- 
fcience, but it ought to be determin'd what Cafes, 
by. Right, belong to the fame -, but this Count Zin- 
pumdorf cannot permit to be done. This made him , 
.write the alledged Words, Seft. 14. Note 29. He 
.confelied there that he could or would not Ipecify 
J. ! ' thefe 
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thefc Caufcs nor admit others to do To. He excepts 
there againft remonftrating, arguing or difputing 
about it. But the Public is brought into greater 
Danger by the Proteftion which the Errors in Re- 
ligion, fo often brought forth by the Unitas Fratrumy 
would acquire by this. It is but natural that the 
common People Ihould ftrive to get loofe from any 
worldly Jurifdiftion,if their Head andBifliop, Count 
Zinzendarf hitntdfy in his Homilies of the Paflion of 
our Lord, p. 130, wants to prove that nobody is . 
©bligcd to pay any Taxes. The Reader won't take 
us to be rigid in our Judgment if he confiders the 
following Words which Count Zinzendorf wrote to 
Mr. Brauevy the 17th of February 1747, when it 
was intended to make fome Alterations about 
Hermhaag. He then faid, 

" As to Hermhaag it is a hard matter : , for the 
*' furprifing Munificence which other Monarchs 
*' beftow upon the Moravian Brethren, which by 
*^ Prujfta^ and but lately by £^fg"/.{i»i has been donc^ 
*' notwithftanding the prcfent Differences between 
" them and the Court of Denmark^ which laft nrnfi 
*^ U adjufted by the Arguments that Kings fut in Prac- 
" ticer 

Is it not plain that he meant to obtain by Force 
what found Reafon would not allow him ? 

The fecond Article, in the firft Paragraph of 
thefe Statutes, is this : ^hat the Church'Dtjfcipline 
Jhould correSt none but what acknowledged the fame. 

But what is Count Zinzendorf s Church-Difci- 
pline elfe, but to keep the People in a blind Obe- 
dience unto him, and to refufe the Authority of any 
other Sovereign ? They certainly enjoyed at Herm^ 
baag an abfolute Liberty of Confcience, but were 
by the Count kept under fo oppreflive a one, as 
even cannot be greater among the Ronum CatboUa. 
The Elders, who certainly had more Wit than tte 
reft, were eaccmpt from the moft rigid Laws, to 

keep 
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keep thcrti always in the fame Intereft. Where is 
the Liberty of Confcience, when the People are 
obliged to obferve fo many Holy- days of the El- 
ders, unmarried Sifters, Brethren and Widows, 
which the holy Scriptures never ordain*d ? Nay, 
where can you find even a civil Liberty, when fick 
People are hindrcd to apply to the Phyfician they 
like bcft, or when unmarried, or married People, 
Widowers and Widows, are obliged to diftinguifh 
their Condition by their Drefs ? or when a Marriage, 
before duly contracted, is declared to be void, unlefs 
that the carnal Cohabitations has been performed 
before the Elders ? which can be proved to be their 
Methods by authentic and judicial Records. It is 
enough to obferve about this their Church-Difci- 
pline, that Hermhaag was a Town of this County 
for eight Years, and the Sovereign never called up- 
on. It cannot excufe them that they would not car-^ 
reS any Body by their Church-Difcipline^ who Jhould 
not allow the fame to be beneficial to his or her Soul. For 
the fecular Jurifdiftion was really deprived of its 
Power when Johann Nitfchman^ before many of the 
HermhuierSj abfolved one Mrs. Sitngens for Adultery 
which had been committed in another Place. Who 
can praife fuch a Difcipline of the Church ? 

SECT. XVII. 

The Tenor of the fecond Paragraph of die 
Count's Statutes is, 

** For, as nobody has a right to an Infringe- 
•' ment upon the Liberty of Confcience of his 
** Wife or Children, which he himfelf Ihould ab- 
** hor to be ferved with, the Exemption of this 
** Individual, cannot be of any Prejudice tothefe 
** Perfons that wanted to be of the Community. 

Count Zinzendorfs ftile is fomewhat Myftical, 
therefore we fhall explain what he meant by this. 

It 
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It was to fay, that no Parents or married People 
could demand their Children, Hufbands or Wives 
that Ihould be amongft them. Here you find a 
Proof of the Danger we have fpoke about the firft 
Paragraph of thefe Statutes. (See the foregoing Pa- 
ragraph) They counted it an Infringement upon 
their Confciences for a Hufband to redemand of 
jthem his Wife, Parents their Children, which 
altho* is confident with the I^aws of Nature and 
thofe eftablifhed by civil Authority. But the Mo- 
ravian Brethren pafs over them all, and eludes her 
with the Sovereign's Legiflature. They make a 
Divorce without his Confent as foon as either Party 
begins to think another way than they do. Count 
Zinzendorf added Modification to the third Parar 
■graph of his Statutes, faying. 

Therefore nobody can retra£i the Deeds at his own 
a/iingy that were drawn Up by his own Confent with the 
Community y about the Reception of his Children^ without 
the Caufe has been examined intOy and the Conditions of 
the Parties concerned throughly confidered. 

Count Zinzendorf in the firft Paragraph had cfta- 
blilh'd that Parents could not force their Children, 
or Hufbands their Wives, to relinquifli the Com- 
munity \ becaufe this was a tiling belonging only to 
Liberty of Confcience, which no Sovereign in this 
World could be a judge of. He faid, in a Letter 
of the 4th of July^ 1 747, 

Many have fell down before the S^ueen ^Poland 
about their Children^ but it had no EffeSl. 

Now what more could this inconfiderable Puif- 
fance expedt. In Auguft the fame Year he wrote : 

" I know very well what Power Parents have : 
*' Cardinal Mazarine told the King when he was 
" about marrying Madam Cambalet. There is no 
** Power that can hinder me to difpofe of my Family 
*' juft as I like. {H riy a point de Puiffance, capable i 
*' empecher que je ne difpofe de mafamilk a mon goL) 

« This 
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^ This is the Reafon that Parents muft renounce 
*' the Power they have over their Children, bc- 
*' fore we accept them, or they may keep them 
** themfelves. An unruly Boy is bad enough for 
** himfelf, but let him be bad with his impure 
.** Spirit. There is no Occafion that he fhould de- 
*' part and bring fcven more back with him worfc 
** than himfelf. Wc are not to ferve every ones 
** Whim. Nousne fommes pas ASnjftres du Caprice ^UH 
*• chacoun.) We take Children of feveral forts of 
•' People out of Charity, Pity, and then we tell 
** them boldly, when they force us with Tears in 
** their Eyes td accept them, and often (as has 
** happened this Year five or fix Times) wait ten 
*' Weeks for our Refolution, and would fubfcribe 
** the reverfe with their own Blood if we ftiould re* 
*' quire it. Parents are at this time a Bay in 
** great Trouble about their Children, and no- 
** body re-demands them of us without being there- 
*' to inftigated by fome Villains. Parents would 
*^ (bon have their Children again, if ^11 were like 
** Scbuckards. But the Miracles of Grace which 
" the Lord fo often operates in them, and the fupe- 
•• rior Right grounded in Scripture, a godly one 
*' has over a bad Partner in a married State, who 
** delivers his Child to the Lord by their Birth, 
** muft be honoured. And we always are fo 
** haj^y as to find fome worldly Circumftances by 
** the means of which we can give Reafons to all 
** judicial Courts about our detaining them. If 
** wc were jucjged with a little more Charity, you 
•' would fee that we do not mind it much to have 
** a Child with us, and our Honefty, Fidelity and 
•' Gcnerofity towards every Perfon> in our Cuftody, 
.*« would bring us to the beft of Characters." 

So the impure... Spirit leaves a Child that 
becomes a Moravian, and fcven others come 
which are worfe, if they leave tliis Community,

and nobody redemands them without giving 
them over to the Devil, or bieing inftigated by 
fome Villains. All this, tho* entirely falfe, was 
only put in to quench the Inquifition which the 
Regency of Budingen would have made upon any 
fuch Occafion. For then it was not thought' that 
Salvation was to be found only amongft the Mora-- 
vians. They maintain this moft pernicious Princi- 
ple, that a Child fhews no Difobedience to his 
Parents, or even toGod, when it is or will be amongft 
them. Count Zinzendorf dtmdinAtd Mr. Scbuckar(P% 
Daughter Magdalen, and required his Letter Ihould 
be written before her and her Mother ; where he 
faid, 

" ril fend you a Copy of this my Letter in a 
f ' few Weeks if I fhould hear that he (Mr. Schuc- 
** kard) has not told you the real meaning of it, 
*' For Magdalen is old enough (Ihe was then i6 
^' Years oldj to know what is good for her, and 
*' won't trefpafs againft the fourth Commandment 
^' of the Lord, by being obedient to her Father 
** which created her.*' 

Scripture nor Reafon learns us thefe Principles, 
The Moravians don't like to part with the Children. 
The Parents of many of them are rich People, 
fome of them poflefs already their Fortune, fomc 
are in Expcftation of their Portion, which fome-* 
times is already in the Community's Cafh, or 
is very near to have it. No Tutors arc there 
but the Community it&lf. Whence fhall this Mo- 
ney be xiedemandea ? From this general Diaconat. 
But thefe Proprietors are difperfed all over the 
World, and hence the Difficulty of regaining their 
Stock is evident. 
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SECT. XVIII. 

The fourth, fifth and fixth Seftions of his Sta- 
ajtes are: . 

Sc6t. 4. Our ecdejiajiical Conjlitution is founded in 
^be Holy ScriptureSy and acknowledges the Confejjion of 
Augfburg, to be a full^ jufi and plain Explanation of 
^be Principles of Lutherifm^ and agrees to the fami 
without any Exception. In regard to the way of 
Preachings the fame agrees with the Decifion of th$ 
^nod of Btrnty ^^1533, which agreeskwith the for- 
mer. 

Std. 5. And whereas it is fufficient in the Roman 
En^Cj to conform with the Aug(burg-C^»/>^^ii ; 
other Confefpons of Faith that agree with the fame as 
the Bohemian^ fhall not be rejetled^ but for all that 
Hot confidered as rules for the Faith or Alliens ^ nor fhall 
toe be forced to do according to them. 

Sedt. 6. For all that^ we admit the Augfburg Con- 
fefjion for the Rule of our Faith, we will not exclude 
onf Body from our Community, let him follow any other 
ReUgion whatfoever, for all thefe that are offucb as are 
tolerated in the Roman Empire fhall have the free exer- 
afe ofJVorfbip, and all the reft depends on the Sovereign's 
Perfrnffion. 

All thcfc Articles were drawn up that they, after 
the fame fhould have been confirmed, could Ihew 
the World a new Teftimonial or. Certificate. For 
Count Zinzend'orf gave himfelf a great deal of pains, 
though in vain, to obtain a Certificate that they 
had fived in this County as Lutherans, in the be- 
ginning of the Year 1 748. 

We fhall pafs over the Refleftions made upon 
this Occafion by the Regency of Budingen, leaving it 
to our Readers whether this (hews not our Impar- 
tiality, fo that they may form a Judgment of the 
ftofcecdings of this Society. We only add, that 
•• • I 2 when 
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wlicn they firft came to this County, they came un- 
der the Title of Moravian Brethren, after this they 
pretended to be ftrift Luthercim^ and in the mean 
time would tolerate amongft them any Perfon of 
any Pcrfuafion whatfoevcr. Count Zinzendoi'f xtz- 
' koned it a Sin when the Sovereign, in his Edict, 
which we fliall mention hereafter,' told them that 
they, neither in Doftrine, nor .in Behaviour, were 
fuch as they ftiled themfelves. This firft-mention'd 
Count, wrote to Counfellor Rtkh^ the 21ft ofOiiO" 
ber^ lyso. 

" The fecond Sin of our Antagonifts is, that they 
*^ call the People at Herrnbaag^ Herrnhtiters. What ' 
** Offence hath this Place given which is an Evan* I 
*' gelical Lutheran one, that a Community ftiould 
** be called by its name, which really confiftsof 
*' Calvinifts, Mcnaonifts, and others from Luther^ 
*' anifm. The Sovereign of Herrnhaag hath re- 
*' ceiv'd them, and made an Epifcopal Church of 
" them, without the Knowledge of the PatnSn, 
*^ real Spoufe, and Warden, who notwithftanding 
" liad been ordained and conftitutcd as fuch. 

SECT. XIX. 

The 7th Sect, of the Statutes propofed, is this. 

Nobody will be banijhcd this Place becaufe his 
Perfuq/ion is not ours^ or that he would (for tofayfi^) 
abandon the fame. But the main Reafonfor fending a 
Family or a Jingle Perfon away^ fmll be the Inconftflenct 
cfthe Security for his Perfon and Behaviour Jiipulated 
in the Contrail with the Sovereign. "The Reverfe there- 
fore which has been in Ufe thefe twelve Tears is hert^ 
with confirmed. 

The Moravians wanted the I^iberty to receive 
People at their own Option. So by thefe Ex- 
prcfiions they would (end away People, the* the 
molthoncft and faithful Subjefts, if the fame ftiouki 

not 
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rot do as they liked. As for the Rcvcrfc Count 
Zinzendorf makes mention of here, there is no fuch 
idling to be found in the Archies of Btidingen. 

SECT. XX. 

The 8th Se6t. is thus canvaflcd. 

^be Community of Hcrrnhaag acknowledges the Soir- 
rflgw^Budingen to be their Father^ and they his ChiU 
dren. And whereas^ nothing can hinder us to pay 
.Obedience and Service to our Sovereign^ in Cafes 'u;hich , 
ictCt touch our intrinfical and reUgioiis Ccnfituticn^ or 
that wc permit the fame to be put tn Execution^ ivhey^e- 
of we are exempt by the Privileges granted to us^ for all 
iba/ it ferves for Salvation to live to the cornfcrt ofPa- 
rents and Sovereigns \ fo not one a£l fhall^ evci if often- 
times committed or any Prefcription be of value^ if any 
fucb mofi humble Deference is not cbferv'cL This Pa- 
ragraph is to have the force of an eternal Obligation : 
That the Simplicity and Fidelity may be encouraged^ nor 
he blamed cr troubled by making bad ufe cf the fame. 

This Paragraph plainly Ihews how Count Zin- 
zendorf intended to become a Superior and Sove- 
reign at Herrnhaag ; this Ihould ferve for a perpe- 
tual Agreement. What would then have become of 
the Sovereignty of the Prince, if he agreed to this, 
or when Parents, Hufbands, £2?^. Ihould have re- 
demanded their Children ? 

SECT. XXI. 

. The 9th Sedl. of Count Zinze7idc7fs Statutes is 
this: 

The Proprietor of the Lands at Herrnhaag, /. e, the 
true Inhabitant of the Acres^ that has paid for them j 
is always the Community's Justice, who is 
to cbufe a Jkilful Man out of the Community for his Part- 
«r, with the Title cf BireHor of the judicature at 
I 3 i Icrrnli.iag, 
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Hermhaag, in the Name of the Count of Ifenburgh^ 
This Man is to be fworn in his Office^ and na civil 
Tranfaffion can become Legal without him. 

So Hermhaag was to be independent from Budin- 
gen^ as it Wcis to be the perpetual Property of him 
that bought thefe ten Hufes of Land whereupon 
the fame was built. The Community had bought 
the fame, but one Hofer^ a Swifs^ had lent the 
Money thereto. Count Zinzendorf had not only 
built there a magnificent Manfion - Houfe, but 
had already got moft of the Acquifitions of the 
reft of the Inhabitants, and would therefore foon 
have appeared as a Proprietor and common JufKcc. 
The Town was inhabited by Butch and Englift> and 
{tvtrzX German Merchants of Importance, and began 
already to have a confidcrable Trade. This very 
fodn would have ruin'd the City of Budingen and 
the Counts thereof. For this Diredlor (hould even 
be one of their -People to keep the Sovereign and 
Public ignorant. Count Zinzendorf znivftrtdy when 
the firft Objeftions to this Article were made. 

*' It is fo every where, where there is a Com- 
'" munity of us. Lieut. Colonel Zaionfcheck^ one of 
** our Members,and one of the States of the Coun- 
*' ty, is our common Juftice at Herrnhut in Saxo- 
*' »y, and Count Zinzendorf s Secretary is Direftor 
*' there. It is not neceflary to mention him at iViw- 
*' faltze and in Silejia. This Matter depends on the 
" Community's Pleafure, and the Propietor of the 
*' Ground is in the Country, as at Gnadenta^^ Mr. 
" de fViedebach^ &c. In Cities the two Deputies. 
" of the Community are in the Senators, or 
" Diredlors, as v. 9^ 

This at once fhould remove all Doubts. But 
the Herrnhuters had loft their Credit about righdy 
adminiftring Juftice. Many Inftances had been 
found to give Reafon to miftruft them. We ftall 
alledge here one worth our Notice. 

The 
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The Court of common Judicature at Herrnhaag^ 
had, Anno 1742, alked the Regency of Budingen for 
Requifitorial Letters, and given the following Cer- 
tificate with the underwritten Names of Mr. de ^ut- 
zcwj Mr. .ShinbergSj and of Mr. Hayde Afleflbr in 
the faid Court. 

" John Tohias Pflaumer hath required of us, to 
•* cive him a Certificate, purporting that he hath 
^•' lived here a Year and a half, and that his 
** Conduct always hath been fuch, that we always 
♦* approved of him. He farther defired us to 
•• recommend him to the Regency, as he is will- 
•* ing to fettle here, that the faid Regency might 
** grant him their requifitorial Letters, and ufc 
*' their Interpofition to bring his Tutors to an 
** Accompt, that he might come to the Pofleflion 
*' of his Goods, as he now is come to Age. We 
*' therefore have granted him this Certificate, feaPd 
** with the Seal of the Court of the common Ju- 
•* dicature. Hermhaag^ June 8, 1748. 

The Regency granted this Demand, and the Mo- 
ney belonging to this Perfon was fent to Hermhaag^ 
and was afterwards clearly found to have been 
brought in the Community's Coffer, or in thofe of 
the fame. Would it therefore not have been a Sin 
to leave the Adminiftration of Jufliee to them ? 

SECT. XXII. 

The loth Seft.was thus canvafled. 

" This Director muft aft with his two AfTefTors, 
•* whom he mufl fwear into their Office in the Name 
" of tlieir Sovereign, and take care of the Formali- 
" ties in oeconomical Matters. Except this, the 
" general Diaconat, which affilh all Communities, 
** throughout the world, and which more particu- 
" larly takes care of the Community's Credit at 
** Herrnhaagy where the fame is called the Diaconat, a 

I 4 " free 
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*' free Company^ like feme privtlegecLColleges in the Ter- 
^^ r it cries of other Sovereigr^^ as a College of Com^ 
** mercey aU ^dDbich in Places of Importance take care 
^^ of the Trade. The fame carit he obliged to fherjo its 
*' Books to any body^ or give an Account of its Manage-- 
'* ment^ except fjohen the fame fhould be too fhort in 
*^ Law. They have proved themfelves to be true 
f ' Managers of the public Weahh, by difperfing 
" more than a hundred thoufand Guilders, with- 
^S out coding the Community one finglePfenny. 
*' The Members of the fame are elcdted or dit 
*' mifled by the general Diaconat which hath fuf- 
*' tain'd the Credit of all Moravian Brethren, 
'* with more than two Millions. This the more 
«' bccaufe that the fame docs not aim at any pri- 
'' vate Intereft but the real Credit of the Diaconat 
" of the Churches. 

This plainly fhews that they wanted to be inde- 
pendent, andanfwers the Idea Mr. deD^«»»//z.gave 
of this Diaconat, Jan. 5, 1748. Saying: 

" The general Diaconat takes care of the Oeco- 
" nomy of all the Communities all over the World, 
" whoever have Colonies of us, aflifts them, lends 
** Money to their Undertakings, negociates and 
'' makes Contrafts widi the Lords of the Manors, 
" or their Exchequer, but hath never a certain 
« Jbode.'' 

And Count Zinzendorf in a Letter to Mr. Brauer, 
Jpril 17, 1750, faid: 

'' There is a general Company erefted which 
" is independent from the Community. The fame 
" (after that I have refign'd) confifts of one Pre- 
" ficient and ten or twelve Afleflbrs. This Com- 
*' pany has above a Million to lend out at 4, 5, 
" and 6 per Cent, in Europe and America. Themoft 
" Part thereof is lent out to other Lords by our 
•' Reconmiendation/* . ' 

Thfc 
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The fpecial Diaconat is the fame in crery Colony, 
The General receives and preferves the Sums which 
arc gotten from others, and difpofes of the fame by 
direding thelpecial Diaconats how to employ them. 
They ufe the Name of Community very promif- 
cuoufly. If one becomes a Moravian Brother or 
Sifter, he or Ihe gives, we fuppofe, 300 L This he 
gives to the Community, that is to the general Dia- 
conat, which gives him a little bit of Paper as a 
Bill of Elxchange. So this becomes the Commu- 
nity. Thefe two Colleges are the very Pillars of 
the Unitas Fratrum. What Sovereign could now 
govern fuch a Company that has no certain Abode, 
and is to be independent whei:pver it is ? 

APerlon who went from them declared in a Law- 
ftiit • at Budingen^ that the general Diaconat was- as 
potent as the greateft Duke in Germany, Count 
Zinzendorf himfelf fays that it was fo rich, what 
will become of it at laft ? The moft Part of the 
Brethren give their Money to the fame at 4. per Cent. 
Theipecial Diaconat of each Colony has the Re- 
venues of the fame. Private Perfons firft kept 
Apothecaries, Ironmongers, Grocers Shops, &c. but 
the Diaconat foon found means to come to the Pof- 
feffion of tKem. The Proprietors or others^ became 
Journeymen in them, and the Diaconat had the 
Profit of the Goods fold. So was it with the Com- 
munity's Inn, for they themfelves faid, Jan. 5, 
1748. 

" That the general Diaconat took the Revenues 
" of the common Cafh, out of the Lodgings, 
*' Shops, Apothecaries, Cifr. and that all thefc 
" dungs belonged to its Accompt." A Brother 
Aat has no more than 4 per Cent, wants different 
Neceflkries, thefe he abfolutely muft buy in the 
Shops, and fo the general Diaconat pays no more 
than 2 per Cent. They fend their People abroad, 
©any of them (Ke and where can any body alk for 

their 
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their Money ? What can his Children afk for, who 
conftitutes Tutors over them ? 

Count Zinzendorf anfwered when Budingen would 
not approve of this Sedtion, 

" The general Diaconat is not a College of Ifen- 
*' burghy but travels about. No more can be pre- 
^' tended of the fame, except that the Diaconus 
^' when he comes hither to look over the Ac- 
** compts of the Colony, Ihall give notice of his 
*' Prefence, and be a Stranger equal as the ordi- 
•* nary and common Juftice." 

What is the meaning of their being Strangers, 
and therefore independent ? Count Zinzendorf re- 
plied when he was told that this could not be 
agreed to : 

** No other Evil can arife from treating fuch 
** univerfal Servants of the Lord with cavilling, 
•* but that the fame avoid thefe Territories and 
*' leave the Matter about the Loan as it is. The 
*' Pofleflbr of Herrnhaag redemands his Money. 
V The Houfes pay with what they contain, the 
** Lands are given back for ready Payment, and 
*' left to be inhabited by thofe who pleafc. There 
*' may thereby happen fome adts of Violence, let 
*' them then happen to whom they will ; for it muft 
** happen foon. 

But notwithftanding this threatening, the Statutes 
were rejefted. 

SECT. XXIII. 

The I ith Seft. of thefe . Statutes is : 
•' And whereas the Deputies of the Church have 
" always acknowledged and admitted, and the 
** Contracts made with them, by their Majefties 
" the Kings of Great- Britain^ Pruffia^ Denmarkj the 
" States 'General^ his Grace the Duke of Holbein and 
" other Sovereigns, and the Count of Ifimbwrgb 

^* Budingen 
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^^ Budingen himfclf, who has three of them in hit 
'' own Hands ; No Aheraticn therefore can be made 
*' in an;/ Regulations of the Community without confult- 
*' ing the civil Elders ^of the Moravian Churchy cr 
*'. the general Diaconat^ cr at leafi the deputed Syndick 
** of the Unitas Fratrum. Thefe, let them have 
" any other Office in the Community whatfocver 
•' it may be, fliall only ftile themfclves Deputies 
" of the Brethren for this Affair. The King of 
" Prujfta's ftile in Silefta would be die beft if the 
" Sovereign fhould order any thing, or when any 
*' extraordinary Cafe fliould happen, who without 
*' any more Titles addrefles liimfelf to the Direct 
*' iory of the Ccmmuraty of the Brethren. That Com- 
** munity which is intercfted, clefts their Deputies, 
'' and is to bring the Cafe before them, and give 
** their Anfwcr in. This is abfolutely neccfTary, 
^' and muft be ftri6lly obferved by a Community 
*' that renounces ail matters of W^n 

Both Contrafts with Budingen (for there never has 
been a third) were made with Deputies of the new 
Inhabitants, and all thefc Denominations are yet 
unknown. Count Zinzendorf thought his own Peo- 
pie would find themfelves wrong*d, and would alfo 
make new Regulations, afTifted therein by the So- 
vereign; he therefore wanted to prevent this by 
making the Syndick Matter over them all, tho' un- 
der a very low and humble Denomination. Where 
is the Direftorium of the Brethren elfe to be found 
but in the general Diaconat which really is inde- 
pendent ? - 

They argue that the Sovereign Ihould have the 
right to fend his Orders to Herrnhaag which ihoiild 
contain nothing new but Things in general. For 
the 1 2th Seftion is thus : 

••' But the ordinary, and all Orders of the So- 
*' vereign, which contain nothing new, but Matters 
/* ih general, and only fome particular Affairs, arc 
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*^ no more to be fent to the common Court o*^ 
^* Juftice, but to the Count of Budingen^or his Direc- 
** tor at Herrnhaag. But if other Affairs fhould 
*' happen, which belong to the external of the 
** Church, as for example, the Surplice-Fees for 
•' carrying of a dead Corpfe in Dudeljheim: or 
*' about an Aft of which the ecclefiafticalRedtor 
*' of Herrnhaag fliould be defired to perform then, 
** or if any thing fliould happen with another Lu- 
*' theran or Roman Prieft, the faid Matters muft 
** be direfted to the Ordinary of Herrnhaag.^ 

The Sovereign of Budingen would never have been 
able to learn the true Syftem of thefe People if he 
had approved of this, neither could he ever have 
deftfoy'd the fame ; fdr the general Diaconat would 
never have condefcended. What Reafon had 
they to make fuch Oppofition when an honeft im- 
partial Man was to be put at their Head as the 
only way to keep their dangerous Syftem from be- 
ing hidden, which threatened to overturn the So- 
vereign's Power. ' 

They wanted no Titles, becaufe if they had been 
put to the Records the Regency would have learnt 
the Names of the Perfons which were their com-, 
mon Juftice, which Office, Barons, Noblemen and 
others that formerly had ferved other Sovereigns, 
have adminiftrcd, 

SECT. XXIV. 

The 13th Scftion is. 
\ " A Specification of all thefe Families which 
*^ ftay with us above a Year (for fo long at Icaft 
** they can live with us as Guefts) fliall be fent 
*' yearly to the Sovereign. The fame fhall be 
*' ftruck out in the Lift when they go away again 
*' after they have given due notice there and fettled 
^ with the Dirc6tor,- and it ihall be added accord- 

'* mg 
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*' ing to the bejR: Intelligence, where they arc gone 
*^ to. 

So they had time enough to fee if any new Comers 
would do for them. The Sovereign could never 
be fure of what Subjeds he had, and the Specifica- 
tion would have always been made according as 
they liked it, the Dircftor being one of them. 
The 14th Sed. is of the fame Fafhion. 
*' They that marry here, muft before give notice 
•* to the Direftor of the Rights he has to do fo, or 
*• he does ^not fettle here. To give a Specification 
. *' of the principal Perfons when fo many fhould 
<<• be convoked here of the general Diaconat of 
** the Colonies to the Number of 1 50, when fome 
" of them fhould oafs through l;ere to fettle any 
'' where clfe, whicli altho' has not happen'd thefe 
** ten Years," would be too troublefome, efpecially 
*' if there fhould be thereto annexed a Dcfcription 
** of every ones Circumftances in particular which 
" is to be inflead of an Oath : This Depofition 
'' mufl always (as Reafon and Equity orders) re- 
'* fled more upon the Laws of the Country where 
*' they go to, than of thofe they came from. 

This was not what the Sovereign, in regard to the 
Marriages of them pretended, as before hath been 
obferved. And who fhould know at Budingen the 
Rights of fo many different Countries and Empires ? 
Was not this to lay, Marriages fhall be performed 
at Herrnhaagy but the Sovereign fhall not inquire 
or judge of them ? 

SECT. XXV- 

The 15th and i6th Sedl. were thus: 

'* No Inhabitants ^fhall be received without the 

" Diredor of the Sovereign knows of it, and they 

'^ fhall be banifhed, by a Decree of the fame, 

[^ \!irhereia alfo theRcafou3 are contained, therefore. 

** But 
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^* But this Ihall not belong to the two unmarried 
^ Chorifters, which retain their Fafhion of a 
** Dove-houfe. For it would be improper to re- 
*« Gcive all that multitude of People that yearly 
'' rcfort thereto, and alfo inconvenient to ufe any 
** Solemnities by difmiffing them after a fhort ftay, 
*' which always is very hard for them. But if the 
*' Difmiffion is out of Obftinacy not accepted of, 
'* or is like a Baniftiment, tile Direftor muft do 
^ the fame by his Decree. 

Scft. 1 6. " The Direftor muft always have 
*' fufRcient Caufe for fuch a Decree. But he muft 
" ' take his Knowledge from what the Public fays. 
•' This the more, as the Community, according 
•* to the Seftion <)f the perpetual Contrad: made 
•' with the Sovereign, may receive whom fhe pleafes, 
•' and the Love to a Chriftian is the reafon that 
*' fuch Meafures arc taken, not at all the Limita- 
*' tion of this Statute of whofe Confervation the 
** Weahh of the Church depends. 

The Sovereign would give the Power of receiv- 
ing People to his Bailiff that ftiould be no Mora- 
n)ian^ they will not give the fame to a Herrnhut 
Dire£tor. He ihould only fubfcribe the Decree 
when they fhould think fit to make fuch. Who 
elfe.butthe Elders, that always Ihould be con- 
' fidered as Strangers, were to give him Advice 
' therein. The Direftor ihould not oblige the un- 
married People. For they are the Perfons that 
take care of fuch as nobody ought to know, but 
he that knows already thir Syftem. He lliall think 
the Reafons that the Public, /. e. the Elders or the 
general Diaconat alledge, for good and fufficient* 
Who then is at the head of the Judicature ? . 
' It is true, it was granted them in the Contradb 
to receive and difmifs out of their Community 
whom they fhould pleafe. But what Community 
was this? Thirty or forty Families that were to 
> ^ eftabliih 
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eftabliih Manufa£tures, and never have come in 
the Country. There was no mention made of a 
College of Elders, general Diaconat, all which 
who could foretell would be there at any Time ? 
Who could know that the Moravian Church had 
political Maxims from whence the Wealth of the 
fomier depended ? 

Count Zinzend0rf2Sx.tr he faw that the Sovereign 
would not give this Power to any other Perfon 
but to one who was no Moravian^ anfwered : 

*' The Dircftor (hall not meddle at all with it, 

** if you think a general Proof infufficient." As if 

he was to give the Sovereign his Orders, or if Love 

-to a Chrittian-Regulation had caufed hdm to make 

thefe Propofals. 

SECT. XXVI. 

Seft. 17th, he faid: 

*' They that go away for themfelvcs muft give 
** Notice of this, and particularly to the common 
** Court of Juftice, nor can they be received in 
** any other Place of this County, without pro- 
** ducing a Certificate that nobody has any iaw- 
** fill Demands upon them." 

Here they confider Hcrmhaag as a Place feparated 
fix)m the County. They would hinder the Sove- 
reign from protedling their Refugees, as had been 
already done, but they wanted to feduce his Sub- 
je6b which they liked. So have brought amongft 
them the Manufaftory of Ribbons that formerly 
was in the City of Budingen. 

SECT. XXVIL 

The Tenor of the 1 8 th and 29th Seftions were : 

** The Sovereign is always empowered to leave 

** the intrinfical part of our Conftitution, or to in- 

•* quire intp the fame, ^ And

** And as the Sovereign is not for us in par- 
'* ticulars, bccaufe he is feemingly ignorant of 
** our interior Affairs : He is, on the other fide, 
*' to take legal Cognizance, of our Protection a- 
*' gainft the Infringement, of our Privileges from 
*' any quarter, and more particularly of thofe 
*' ftrong forbidden Libels, which very often con- 
*' tain no Truth at all. 

Secb. 19. " The Community at Herrnhaag muft 
*' in the firft cafe, out of Love to their gracious 
*^ Sovereign and Fidelity to the fame, avoid all 
*^ Things which can provokeRevenge or fubmit the 
** fame to the Cenfure of the Public. Should the 
*^ fecond cafe be more agreeable, the Community 
*' and its Members from all fides,would enjoy a£tivc 
'* and paflive all Liberties which they are intitled 
*' to by commonly received Opinion, or which 
" have been granted them moft prudently in the 
" Territories of his Majefiy the King of Poland zs 
*' Eleftor of Saxony. 

All this was faid only to catch hold of the Con-s. 
firmation of thefe Statutes. For why oppofcd Count 
Zw2;^»^^ the intended Commiffion^ in 1741, as 
he doth here again ? He knew thdXfBudingen would 
not grant them their wanted Rights, fo they 
could refufe to accept of fuch inquiring Deputies. 

SECT, XXYIII, 

Seft. 20th, Ihould be thus: 

*' And whereas, Difputes may eafily arifc albout 
*' fuch a point of Faft ; The Sovereign h^ been 
" pleafed, that the Decifion about the fame always 
" Ihould be by his firft Counfellor of the Regency, 
*^ and in refpeft to the Sovereign's Religion, and 
*' notwitliftanding that moft of the Inhabitants arc 
*' Lutherans^ by the Adminiftrator of the reformed 
" Trope in the Umtas Fratrum^ (which at pttfcnt 

"is 
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^* is the Rev. Mr. Cocbius firft Chaplain to his 
•* Majeftf the King of Pruffia) and that when 
** thefe two Gentlemen do not agree in their Opi- 
** nions about the Queftion, the Brethren fhouid 
^ be favoured, or the fame fhouid be left to be 
**• decided by an honeft OfHce-ftanding Lawyer at 
** Franckforty or at Wetzlarj whom both Parties 
•* hath hitherto confider'd as their Friend." 

How finely they wanted here to fubtraft them- 
lelves from the Jurifdiftion of the Regency, 
and have to do with only one Man. Count Z/»- 
zendorf never wrote to this College, but only to 
Mr. Brawsr^ and in July 1747. 

** Will you, if only my Son or Son-in-Law 
** fliould copy my Letters to you, anfwer me in 
*• your own hand Writing. I think not like 
•* others before, but when I write. This makes 
** my Letters fo confus'd that they are hard to be 
** read. But I would rather write to you my own 
•* felf, than that a third Perfon Ihould interfere with 
*' our little BUlets." 

But the extrafts of a Conference between Count 
Zmzendorf^ Mr. dt Damnilz^ and Mr. Brauer^ holden 
the I ith of Jufyy and the latter's Report of the 
fame to the Sovereign, will more plainly prove, 
how they wanted to make thefe public Matters 
private ones. 

** They wanted me fadly to become a Juftice at 
" Hirrnhaagy and defired me to adminifter this Of- 
** ficc notwithftanding I Ihould be in Budingen \ •! 
" aniwered that I had no leifure Time left to do this. 
" I did not chufe to be at their Head half only, 
" and only for the Title's fake, and could not do 
•• my Duty if I Ihould be at Budingen, They re- 
** plied. There was not much bufinefs to do, and 
•* there would hardly be three fheets of Paper writ- 
^^ ten in a quarter of a Year. They .would pay me 
^ a Salary, and fo much that I wuM very well 
^ K ^ l^ecp 
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*• keep a Secretary. I told them 5 That if I (houU 
. •' be their Juftice all Things ihould neverthclefs 
" pals through my Hands, and I had no Time 
*' to fpare ; they would find themfelvcs mifbaken, 
*' for I never could ufe myfelf to indulge the un- 
*' limited Liberties as they defired, and Ihould 
" therefore always be too rigid. Count Zi?izen- 
*' ^^r^ replied, You can*t hate us. We believe that 
*' a particular Genius always is with the Perfon in 
" the firfl: Office. The fame muft always love 
" us. We have the Experience of this in all our 
" Colonics for thefo 25 Years. I replied. That I 
"did not believe this^ for I was in a College where 
*' all Things pafled through all Hands, and 
" Herrnbaag was fubjedt to the fame. They &id, 
" That is nothing, you muft treat thefe Matters 
'•^ alone. I faid, that it was impoffible, -becaufe I 
♦' was twice or thrice abfent. They anfwered^ in 
•< thefe C^es all Matters fliould wait till my Rfi- 
" turn. I told them that this was againft the col- 
" legial Conftitution." 

One Perfon overlooks a thing fooner than many, 
and is fooner impofcd upon than a whole Collie, 
and a Prefident of a College that is not an honefi; 
Man can better and eafier obtain his Ends. But 
we obferve only the great Profit the Mbraviais 
would have had by the Confirmation of thefe Sta^ 
tutes. For even the firft Counfellor of the Regoncy 
could have done nothing of himfelf, being hin- 
j^red by the Adminiftrator of the reformed 3r^, 
and they would have excepted againft all LawyefSy 
by faying that they were not their Friend^. 

SECT. XXIX. 

The 2ift and 2 2d Sedions were, 
*' The burial Ground of thefe, that do not ho- 
" long to the Choir-Conftitution, or that tx^rcBif 

" dcfire 



•* defire ta be buried in the Ground fituated hy 
** Hbrtckcj is and remains the Haag burial Ground, 
** where the Rc6tor is obliged honelUy to bury, 
*' and to receive the Surplice-Fecs, of every one 
** the Ordinary of the Place tells him of.** 

Seft. 22. ** The Surplicc-Fccs are to be paid 
** to thofe Pariftfes through which a dead Corpfc 
•* Ihould pafs for its Interment at Hcrmhaag^ and 
*' the Accounts of fuch Cafes as hitherto have hap- 
" pcned fliall be fettled." 

Here they think like Romans, for Acy would 
not bury every one in their own Ground. Count 
Zi»2«wfo/him{clf caufed his Son, who died a Year 
before their Burying-Ground dxHerrnbut was ready, 
and was buried there in the LiUtheran-feround, to 
be dug up, and to be laid in their oWn new Ground. 
They carry the Bodies of thofe that die in the 
Choir - Conftitution often many Miles through 
other Territories to* be buried ztHermhaag in their 
Ground; perhaps becaufe they believe that their 
People enter Heaven by another way : and bury 
them with rejoicing Mufic to encourage otherPeoplc 
ta become more and more entirely devoted to them. 
It (hews alfo how little Regard they have for the 
Lutheran and reformed Religion, that they will 
not fuffer ^ny of their Choir^Conftitution to be 
buried amongft any of thofe two ReligioAs. 

SECT. XXX. 

Scft. 23d and 24th were, 

** And that a kind Prince may lofc no Emolu- 
•* ment he might reap frofti thcfe new Buildings, 
** A proper Comptroller (hall be kept at tlie ex- 
•* pence of the Community, to fet down all extra- 
** ordinary Profits that Ihall happen all the Year 
** round, and produce thofe Annotations at ikS- 
^ dbaclmas. 'Xhe^iaconatfhali w^ examine them 
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** by the Contraft, that no principal Part of the 
** Commerce, nor one fingle Article remains, 
*' where-from the Sovereign had no Profit. 

Sedt. 24. " The Regency Ihall communicate to 
" tliis Pcrfon all real, . and not probable Quarrels, 
** efpecially fuch as happen with the neighbouring 
*' Villages -, which he fhall well confider, and lay 
" them, along with his Opinion thereof, before the 
" Diaconat at Michaelmas. There all Smuggling 
*' (hall be feverely punilhed, all occafions of Quar- 
*' rels removed, or a Verdift be given for the De* 
*' fendant: and even our Right fhall be regulated 
** yearly, that there may be no Prejudice done to 
** any third Perfon,and that we be not, even indiredt- 
" ly of Detriment to the Trade of our Neighbours, 
** but that we, on the contrary, may be and re- 
" main the Inftruments of their worldly Wealth. 

The Inftitution of this Comptroller would hinder 
t^e Sovereign from giving his Bailiff the Cpmmif- 
fion of the Revenues. For it would ftandi under 
the Diaconat, and therefore was not in the Sove- 
reign's Service, and he would now pretend, through 
his Remonftrations, that the Trade of the Inhabi* 
tants of Budingen and other Places, fhould not be 
hindred. Shews not this that the general Diaconat 
wanted to be Sovereign over Herrnhaag. This 
ftiould all be in the Contract interpreted in favour rf 
the Sovereign, but where had this Collegp^ that 
never had entered into Contraft, the ri^t to inter- 
pret the fame. It would have been favourable 
as long as the Regency had condefcended in every 
thing. The Death of fome rich People, as that 
of Mr. deLaiJhy would have brought the Exchequer 
for the tenth Penny, 10 or 12000 Guilders. But this 
Favour would foon have been altered after they at 
Budingen had looked into their right Syftem in rc^ 
ligious and civil Matters, and after the taking of 
Meafures accordmgly. The 8th Scdtion of thele 

Staait» 
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Statutes would have fcrved them for an Anfwer 
if they had been admonifhed that formerly they 
made ufe of other Interpretations. 

SECT- XXXI. 

Se(5t 25th was, 

*' Timely Notice fhall be given to the Sovc-. 
•* reign, or its Counfellor of the Regency, in the 
** Prefence of one of the firft civil Elders, other 
** than that of a Bifhop, which may happen after 
•' the Retardation of Marienbom and Undheim. The 
** general Workmen (hall find hfrc the Centre 
** from their Communities that are at the dif- 
^* tancc of 250 Miles from hence. Weft, Eaft, 
*' and North ; and here (hall then be holden an 
** Aflcmbly of Elders, Ordinaries, Syndicks, or 
** Oeconomifts, which are in ufe all over the World ; 
** for Perfons concerned in one Affair muft ap- 
** point a Place of Meeting. And if the Coun- 
*• felior fliould chufe to be prefent at all Aflem- 
•' blies, a proper Place (hall always be kept for the 
•* fame, that they may attend when they will, even 
** when no Notice thereof had been ^ven, to judge 
** of all that paflTes there ; which Difference can't 
*• be of any Prejudice to the Liberty of Religion 
** and Church, or the Rights of thefe Colleges." 

By thele Principles a Sovereign has the Dif edlion 
over the outward Worfhip, and the Society, of reli- 
gious Men whenever it wanted them to decide a 
religious Point. But the Herrnbuters rcjeft all the 
Coniequences that naturally may be drawn from 
this^ They hold Aflcmblics and Synods without 
the. Confent of the Sovereign, in what Place they 
think moft proper, and decide there according to 
their own Syftem. They allow the Sovereign, or 
his Deputies, to be prelent there out of mere de- 
ference. This Offer was even made becaufe they 
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knew that the Coynfellors of the petty SriiKSes in 
the Empire have fo much Bufinefs upon them^ 
that they but very feldom can fpare the Time to 
be prefent in their Colleges. Or if even one of 
thefe Counfellor$ bad attended their Aflfcmblics, 
tlie fame perhaps would be a Moravian himfeUi 
And would they not hide their real Intention whcn-t 
ever they (hould find fuch a Member prefent ; ha» 
ving in his Abfence come to Refolutions whicfe 
wpyld be of Detriment to the Sovereign, 

SECT, XXXII. 

The 26th Sea. is, 

" In Cafe that the Sovereign fhould at any time 
^^ permit a Printing-Office to be eftablilhcd here, 
<' (for aU this Sedtion does not mention an Oblka-e 
*' tibn for him to do fo) notwithllanding that tnis 
*' Place would be very commodious to fen4 the 
" Books to the Communities, and that it would al% 
*' ways be odious for us to difperfe our Book$ 
** from hence : No new Books, that never were 
" printed before (and Books of Controvcrfics fhall 
*' never be printed here, if they even flioujd bq 
" Anfwers to our Antagonifts) fliall be fold here 
*^ before the fame has been communicated to 
<^' the firft Counfellor at Budingenj and if hcorthA 
^' ordinary Cenfor there Ihould find any thing 
** therein againft the Conftituuons of the Roman 
^* Empire ih regard to the Regulations made thcrc-s 
^'.of, the fame Book fhall not be pubjilhed before 
?' the fame faid things have been alter'd, where-^' 
*^ unto the Sovereign muft pbligc the Ordinary 
** to be very attentive. 

" And notwithllanding that it is againft the 
*^ Rights of an epifcopal Church, and look'd upon 
»♦ as ilj-becoming the fame,that theOfiicc for liccnfa 
^ ing the Books, which in Gertmfff often is com* 

" inittcd 
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•* mitted to the Care of a Schoolmafter, and which 
** Office the BUhop of the Brethren in every Com- 
•*• munity is in aftual Poffeflion, fhould be denied 
*' here to the firft Clafs of them : notwithftand- 
*' ing it has been made by the unanimous confentof 
** our Church- Wardens, thinking the fame to be 
** of good ufe at this Conjun6ture, and for all that 
** has been agreed to according to the Explanation 
•^ of the eighth Seftion. 

This Office was refufed before, Seft. 13. For 
all that 'Count Zirrzendorf made another Trial if he 
could not fucceed, for it is their Cuftom not to 
be foon rebuked. Count Zinzendorf^ when told 
that thofc Seftions which had been once refufed, 
would never be accented, replied ; 

** The Brethren abfolutely will not agree to 
**- this, but will remove tlic Printing-Office as 
**• ibon as ever poffible." 

That the Diflemination of their Books will be 
always odious to them, is to be underftood of thofe 
that are not of their Se6t, for thofe of their Se6l 
muft abfolutely poflefs them, and may fooner be 
without the Holy Bible than thofe. They muft learn 
out of them to talk according to their Faftiion, 
ahd the Diaconat has a great Income from the fame. 
Therefore would they pay 150000 Guilders Excife, 
They do not like that any others fliould fee them, 
for thereby have their Errors been detcdted. The 
Reftridion which they make out of Sedion 8 of 
their Statutes, to their Subje^on to the Cenfura- 
tion of their Books, proves of what little Confc- 
quence the fame would be in Time to come. 

SECT. XXXIII. 

. We rcfume now the Hiftory of the Hirrnbutersy 

which wc had left in Seftion 1 6. The Houfe of 

K 4 Bttdingen 
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Budingen had rejefted thefe thdr Statutes, and a 
Conference had been holden in regard to them. 
Count ZifKundorf now thought it proper to lay 
the Fault upon the Inhabitants of Hermhaag. Frofttz 
NinittgeTj Bandlzeny and one Schneider^ delivered the 
following Memorial in the Name of the Town of 
Herrnbaag. 

" Count Zinzendorfh^ dwelt here this Year, for 
" the firfl: Time, in thefe nine Years that this Place 
** has been built ( i ), and we have rejoiced in feeing 
" this Lord, that takes fo much Care for the Brc- 
" thrcn, once with us. We hoped that his Prefencc 
** and afliduous Correfpondence with Mr. BraueFj- 
** and the Conferences he had with this Couniellor, 
** of whofe Contents we are not quite ignorant (2 j, 
*' would adjuft and remove the Scruples your Lord- 
** ihip began to have about us fome Years fince.. 
** But we begin to be under fome Apprehenfions^ 
** as we have heard nothing of the Event of ail 
" thefe Doings, that after the Departure of diis 
" Lord, who, according to his Cuftom, pays no 
" Vifit to a Community when he has been zmongfk 
" the fame for fo confiderable a Time, many 
" Things would be repeated to us, if that he 
" fhould have agreed to any, of which we arc in- 
" tircly ignorant would be to our greateft Prcju- 
" dice (3^, for this Lord adb always fo, that not- 

(i) This is true, if they mean that Count Xinxendorf hath 
not baen there for half or quarter of a Year, for he has not 
often bee^ there, becaufe that he ordak'd every thing 
from abroad hy which the Sufpicion was better avoided. Soon 
after he bought mod of the Houfes for himfelf, Sed.

The Syndicks, by word of Mouth, received for 
Anlwcr, that there were Reafons to enquire a 
little nearer into the civil and ecclefiaftical Aflfairs 
of Hermhaag^ ahd Time would learn them how it 
Ihould be done. The Sovereign had it ftill at heart 
to put an honeft (kilful Man at the head of Henm- 
baag^ thereby to look over the whole Affair. 
But the Gentleman whom the Regency had firft a 
mind to employ in this Affair had now been em- 

1:)loyed ; and as a Man of his Capacity was abfo- 
utely required, none could fo eafily be found 
out : this Affair was put up for fomc Months, cf- 
pecially when the Sovereign would not put the Bai- 
liff in his place before Spring, that he might begin^ 
the building a Houfe for this Man in Crfe they; 
fhould refute to build one. Count Zinzendorf vris 
gone away in Sepiember^ and wrote in Oi^ober to the 
Sovereign of Hermbaag. 

" That he had his firft, and perhaps laft Abode,* 
" in thcfe Territories, but Ihould if occafion fhould 
** offer, be entirely incognito whenever he fhould 
*' pafs through them, nor would he enter into any 
•* other Concerns ( 1 1). He returned thanks for thtf 
** deep Impreflion that the late Circumftances at

But he was there again in December^ 1 747, and 
had fent Mr. de Danrnitz before him, who came to 
know Mr. Brauer^ and began to be Mediator in this 
Affair, and Count Zinzendorf fpoke of him as an 
honeft, brave and fkilful Man who could aft to 
the perfeft liking of Count Zinzendorf who rtcom^ 
mended him. 

Now the Curtain was drawn again. Mr. de 
Damniiz fpoke at firft with Mr. Brauer to learn 
the Intention of Budingen. He was told that Herm- 
haag was to be regulated according to the Em- 
peror's Conftitutions, that there ftiould be a right 
Court of Judicature, by which the Revenues of 
Uermhaag fhould be comptroUed, or the fame fhould 
be &rmed. At firft he made no great Difficulty, 
and Count Zinzendorf wrote to Mr. Brauer^ Decern. 
20, 1747, 

" You know that I have been affronted. 1 have

The Increafe- 
Contrads had hitherto been made with the Depu- 
ties of the Inhabitants, and nobody knew, from 
.the Increafc, that the Hermbaagers were in a So- 
ciety with other Colonies, or that they were fub- 
jeA to a general Deaconry, and that among them 
.were Perfons who fet up to be independent on the 
Sovereign, and claimed a Supremacy in all Mat- 
ters ccclefiaftical and civil. This clandeftine crafty 
Junto had never been . acknowledged, much lefs 
any Contrafts made with them. Count Zinzm-

•' Of an uncertain Exiftence. And as thetormdr 
*' Contrafts have only been made with the Depu-

Thus Budingen faw the Danger accruing from 
this Unitas^ and perceived that they were drivlnk 
at a Superiority over Herrnbaagy elfe. there w&da 
have been no Objefliion againft contraSirig with 
Mr. Peiftely whatever Deputy \ he had ftiled-him- 
felf. This Exception Count Zinzembrf being 
aware of, affirmed that they always made Acir 
Contrafts in this Manner, and that they had re- 
moved the Colleges, which gave fuch Offence, to 
Budingen. His Words were as foUows,^ in * 
Writing dated i8th February 1748. 

" Refufing to contraft with me, youmuftTOth 
" the Deputies, with which you have made the StT&

The Hermbuttrs were fb oflfended that the Farmen 
had darte Homage to die Lord of Budingeny that 
they refolved to prerent the Compcnfation they 
claimed, and this was anotner Motive for the De* 
pofite. Btidingen^zs ttt be obliged to enfure a 
celtain Stim to the chitf Commiflioner of the 
Chamber, biit this he refufed without a general 
Rcleafe, that he midit: be cxpofed to hbniither 
Demands, But the Firhicrs or Contradbors feeing 
ho dther Remedy, went to Law, The Defendant 
was to give Security for the Payment of that Sum 
which he fliould afterwards be judged to pay ; he 
did not mind Decrees, the Money was what he ha4 
his Eye upon, and to this End brought many 
Letters of Recommendation from other . Courts, 
>and many other Artifice?. The Regency of 5«^* 
dingen ifTued an Attachmeht againft the Defe(idant| 
fixing the Sum at 40000 Florins. The Herm- 
baagers declared, that they were willing to be re- 
fponfible for this Sum, and brought a Draught of 
the Security; before this the Sovereign wais to 
have paid Mr. de Zetfcbwitz the Loan, retaitdng 
the 24000 Florins which had been attached, ana 
this was to be done in Trankfurt by ft Deputy of 
one of the Imperial Circles. The Herrnbagers had 
fentj their Deacon Lucius to Fmnkfort^ with the 
above Inftrument of Security, and he (hew^d it to 
the Gentleman who wias to make the Payment in 
the Sovereign's Name. He made no Scruple td 
underwrite a Certificate, that if the fame had not 
been confirmed already, it fhould certainly be 
done 5 and the EfFefts of the Community of H&rrn- 
baag manifeftly amounting to much more thah 
40000 Florins, fothis Gentleman not fuipefting anf 
Harm, paid them the Money. But after they hafl 
the Money, the Deacon exerted all his Sophiftry 
to decline figning the Bond s and though «teftefl

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by two Courts of Judicature, and by the Imperiat^ 
Chamber, yet it remains unfigned to this Day. 

SECT. XXXVIL 

In the Year 1749, died the old Count of Badin^- 
^m^ whofe fecond Son came, by an Agreement 
inade with his elder Brother, to the Sovereignty; 
he had not figned the Contra&s. This Lord had» 
when at C^^fi^^^^)!!, heard of the /JVrr»/iw/£r Affaif 
%t Pilgimdtfy and coniequently was not without 
feme iCnowledge of them. In 1750 the whole 
CdUnty, except Hermbaag^ had done Homi|ge: 
Upon which Kodoe was fent them to come and 
pmorm their !Duty. They did dot pretend to 
miy Exemption, but defired the Formula of the 
Homage, which was tranfiniaed them thus :

** mage. We declare ourfelves your Subjefts, 
*' we acknowledge your Sovereign Power, wc 
*' arc ready to do our moft" refpedful Homage : 
*^ But it is with great Anxiety and Grief, that in 
*' the Formula for the Homage wc are obliged 
*' to renounce our Elders and Guardians. We 
*' humbly pray to be difcngaged from this. Our 
** Confcience binds us to it ; that Confcience the 
*' Liberty of which we have enjoyed under your 
** Lordftiip's Father, and for which we have left 
** our native Country. This was the fole Motive 
*' which braiight us hither under your Sove- 
** reign ty (15.),, Our Wardens acknowledge their 
^* Duty no lefs than ourfelves, and we are no lefs 
*^ confident of their Fidelity to your Highnefs, as 
** we are of our own Submillion and Devotion ( 1 6).

** Sedl. The Difciplinc of a true Church neVer in- 
•* vades the Prerogative, and we are more and more 
'* confirmed and convinced by the Clamour and 
** Oppofition made the Hermbaagers againft re- 
** nouncing Count Zinzendorf^ that thereis fomething 
•' in their Regulation which no Scripture norRea-- 
** fon warrants, and that Religion is only a Screen 
*• to their dark Intention. We therefore abfolutely 
•* cannot alter our Refolution, which we have not 
•' adopted Without good Reafons, elpecially as their 
** own Writings Ihew how far they differ from the 
.*• Holy Scripture, and as the fame has likewifc 
** been demonftratcd by fo many Divines and Fa* 
** culties, that we think an Inquiry to be fuper- 
•' fluous* Our late Father was troubled with many 
*^ Scruples about them, elpecially from their boifter*- 
** ous Oppofition to the Appointment of an Of- 
*« ficer who was to prefide in their Aflemblies that 
*• he would grant them no more than five Years, and 
** in the mean time, get a further Infight into their 
•* Syftem and Praftices. But we having the moft 
•* credible and conviftive Informations about the 
*' fame, cannot any further defer putting a ftop to

And whereas 
our late Father was thereby induced to receive 
the faid Bohemian and Moravian Brethren, but 
on the Suppofition as is moft explicitly fpcci- 
fied, no Sectaries but true Profeflbrs of the Evan- 
gelical Proteftant Religion, and on Condition that 
they Ihouldnot run into any Appearance of Se- 
paratifm, Schifm, or Singularity -, and they ac- 
cordingly in the Contraft for their Reception de- 
clared, that the Conftitution of their Church 
was void of any thing contraiy to found Doc- 
trine or our riglitful Supremacy (28). And 
whereas the Experience for thefe laft 12 Years . 
has proved the contrary, none of the promifed ) 
Manufafturers, the chief Motive for their Re- 
ception, having been eftablifhed : further, they 
have foon fent away thole that had been received, 
and at pleafure have brought others in their Place, 
that the Inhabitants of Herrnbaag have been of- 
ten changed, according to the bad Views of 
their Governors (29).

" felf with a good Grace from the prefent Con-

Mr. Brauer anfwered : 

" I received yours of the 12th of ApriL I fee 
" you difapprove the Proceedings of fi«i/>rg"tf»: I 
" heartily believe it : But it is long fince Budingen 
** could as little approve the Behaviour of the 
^* Herrnhaagers in their Scheme of external and 
" internal Religion. You know tliat very well. 
" But the Scheme was irrevokable, and they even 
" proceeded ftill further againft the Sovereign.

Happy would it have been for Chriftianity in 
general ffor the^ Count's Undertaking interefts all 
Chriflians of whatever Denomination^ had he not 
further improveii on the fubtle Arts of the Gncjitcs. 
His Sect would then have remained at. the Place it 
was firft broached in, and perhaps been ftifled 
in its very^Birth.

Hiftory, had obtained a Sen]en:err a:! cvexthr 
Mritijh Dominions ? This, and this alone, I take 
. to have been the common Suppoiition rrrsdt by 
thofe who know nothing of the \iircrr.zzz but br 
common Report. But this is fo far from bein-^^ 
their real Cafe, that the contrar}' can be made a:>- 
pear by a great Number of Proofs, whereof, tor 

. briefnefs fake, the following may at prefentluSni. 

It is well known, that the Emprefs Queen cf 
Hungary^ to whom hIcrcrAa belongs, h.as, within 
this Century, loft no confiderable Part of her Sub- 
jects in that Country -, nor doth it (land to Reafon, 
that People of any confxierable Subftance would 
have been permitted, contrary to the wonted Po- 
licy of that Country, to carry it from thence. 
Neither can Count Zrnzendorf^ ^-ith thofe People 
whofe Names are fo oftentatioufly produced in the 
Vouchers laid before the Parliament, be accounted 
Bohemians or Moravians by Birth ; nor can thofe 
Individuals that belong to this Sect, properly come 
under that Denomination, as none of them belong 

to 
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)$0 dutt Cp^vitry, except a few Rman CathoUa^ 
who, according to common Report, having occa- 
fion^y got Sight of Proteftant Books, left their 
Country and joined the Count at Herrnbuthj after 
be bad begun tofet on Foot his new SeS^ as it appears 
even from his own Writings (k). This alone is 
fufHcient to Aew, that thefe People are not M9ra'' 
,zians in the proper Senfe of that Word, when coq* 
fidcred as denoting the Moravian Church. Moire^ 
over, die very Pcrion that ordained the Count, poff- 
tively affirms, thjat all the Members of that Churcfi 
had been, extirpated in Bohemia and Moravia ev^c 
fince the Year 1620 (1), and that fuch as flccj their 
native Country about that Time, had.mixedja iV- 
hni with the Calvinifls-, befides, we have the 
Count's own Words, viz. that they made an entire 
Coalition with the Calvini/is (m). To fpeak there- 
fore of a Moravian Church in Moravia after th^t 
Time, is ipcaking of an imaginary Body, a Phan- 
tom. The few Natives that came over to the 
Count from Moravia^ according to his own Re- 
port, were unconverted People (n), the PunSum ere- 
dendorum was fettled at Herrnhut (o) ; be hroi^bt 
them from a foreign Religion^ and made them conform to. 
/i&^ Lutheran DoSlrine and N. J?, Pra3ci§ (p). HenCc 
it follows, that before that Time they were neidicr 
of the ancient Moravian Church, nor had its Dif- 
cipline, (which as well as the Morajjian Doctrine 
the Count rejects in his Writings {q) :^ It follows

mcompaiibk wiib tb: Ides bsts zm, occi^r n the 
Counfs Tran&ctions in gearral, psrtic'jiiLrjy ia 
the Bufineis now before us, which however 1 flsall 
omit for the fake of Brevity, and only add, thai 
he, far from having ever attrmpied to prove him- 
felf, or his People, to be of the JvLraviam Church, 
has by a Method hitherto unheard of, iznpo^ed on 
the Public by Certificates from Nien of Repute^ 
nay from whole CoUegps, who, on his bare Word, 
without any further Proof, have aflerccd, that he 
and his People were of that ancient Church. With 
Aefe Certificates, and a long Pedigree of the ancient 
Moravian Church taken from Hiftory, he has pofied 
fiom Country to Country, crying up himieif and 
his People as belonging to that ancient Body, and 
making Profelytes under that fpedous Denomina* 
tion : And the Impofition (I -v^ifh I could give it 
afofterName) would perhaps have remained (till 
longer undifcovered, had he not, by too haftil/ 
l^biifliing his Sermons and odicrWritings, betrayed 
himfelf,. and caufed People to enquire into the very 
Bottom of the Matter. Whoever doubts of this 
his Way of eafldng a Mift before People's Eyes Ipy 
Certificates, need but confult thie Vouchers laid by 
his Deputies before Parliament, together with the 

Speeches 
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speeches made in their Behalf, and printed by the 
Hermhuters themfelves. The Reader will naturally 
expeft to find among thefe Papers, the Confeffion of 
Faith of the ancient Moravian Churchy which the ho- 
neft Followers of it of old, never made a Secret 
of, but delivered it at different Times to the Rulers 
of their Country, Copies of which are ftill extant 
in Print : But to his great Surprife, he will there 
find notfo much as a bare mention of it. The only 
Thing we meet with, in lieu of it, is a long 
Pedigree of the Antiquity of the Moravian 
Church, with many Encomiums beftowed on it, 
and various Arguments drawn from that once fo 
famous Church, for bringing about a Settlement in 
Behalf of thefe new Comers, who neither are de; 
fcended from the Followers of that Church, nor 
were perfecuted on Account of Religion, nor fol- 
low the Doftrines of thefe Confeflbrs ; but are a 
People drawn from all Religions, a Seft newly 
broached, (whofe true Name, from that of their 
Founder, ought to be Zinzendorfians^ as the King 
of Prujfia very properly calls them in the Memoirs 
of the Houfe of Bv3,ndcnburg(T)},) aSeftthat hides its 
Tenets, and ufes the Moravian Name as a kind of 
Sanftion to their Innovations, . Inftead of fynodal 
Afts of the ancient Moravians^ none will appear 
but thofe of Synods appointed by the Count him- • 
felf, and Papers wrote by him or his Seftarics,* 
who are fo dependent on him, that according to* 
his own Report, they are ready to lofe their Lives for 
him (s) (which is even more than the Pope can 
fay). Thefe, with other Writings, which either 
were given Centuries ago, in Favour of the true

dncient 
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rfneicnt Moravian Church, or have been begged 
On falfe Pretexts by the prefent Pretenders to that 
Title, arid evidently wear the Marks of Repro- 
bation for the Reafons given before, are produced 
Acre as Vouchers for that Se6t. Not to mention 
tfny thing of the Augsburg ConfeffioHj which they 
Have rnaSe a Shew of prcxiucing, tho* in Reality 
Acy ha^ curtailed and mangled it in feveral 
Places, doubtlefs in order to conceal their Dodbrines 
Under that Cover. 

As riiis is the Cafe of the Uem^uters^ and as 
fuch and many other Circumftances little redound- 
i% to their Honour, attend their Hiftory ; there 
is no Wonder that they fhun the Light, and in- 
ffead of anfwering the Charges I have brought 
ajgainil them, in the Candid Narrative^ from their 
own Writings, have endeavoured to fupprefs that 
Book ; and this failing them, have fought to dif- 
parage its Contents by Chicanerie, Slander, and 
Attempts to do me a Prejudice. This their un- 
chriftian-like Conduflk I am little ftartled at, as I 
am fenfible that Men of Integrity will always ap- 
plaud the Endeavours of fuch as detect Impofi- 
tions. I am well allured, that my Undertaking 
has been a Means of opening the Eyes of many 
li)rko judged of this Se£t only from Appearance, 
and dfiat not a few of the Projeds of the Leaders of 
S^srmbutifm have fmce that Time mifcarried. On 
tWs Account, I Ihould perhaps not have chofen to 
meddle with them any further, efpecially as little 
Cl^lit can be expefted to redound to a Perfon than 
fiehts with a Shadow, or combats an Advcrlary, 
Smo is better a great deal at biding than defending 
himfelf. But, as in a late Pamphlet, which, in the 
Title Page, promifes an Anfwer to the Candid Nar- 
^Uve (though not a fmgle Accufatiori is fo much 
aft tou<^d upon) I have been charged with having 
C ' calumniated 



taktfnnated tlicm : 1 think it now incumbent upon 
mc to bring the Thing to. a very fhort Ifliie, by 
Solemnly calling on Count Zinzendorf, 
the Author, Broachcr and Advocate of this Sed, 
as I HEREBY DO, to anfwc.r all and etery Article 
fct forth againft the faid Seft in the Candid Nor- 
rative •, not by running them over and picking out what 
he likes beft, or nuiking Interrogatories to bimfelf^ 
whereby the Charges are in a great Meafure en- 
feebled (which I find to be his favourite Method) 
or by confounding Pajfages together ; but by diftinSlf 
mentioning or quoting one Akticle after ano- 
ther, and giving a clear y explicit and categorical 
Anfwer to each of them. This the Public has a 
Right to expect at his Hands ; the more as he or 
his Aflbciates in Power, have engaged themfelvci 
to it by their Advertifement oijune 2, 1753. though; 
hitherto they never have performed it ; and if this 
is not complied with in the Manner aforefaidy it 
muft be looked upon as a tacit Confeffiori of the' 
Validity of the Accufations abovemention'd. On, 
my Part, as Truth is the only Thing I aim at,. 
I folemnly decare. That I never (hall think it a Dif- 
grace to confefs that I am in the wrong, whenfo- ' 
ever he fhall make it appear that I am fo. 

I cannot omit taking Notice here^ that among 
the Vouchers produced by the Herrnhuters before 
the Committee of Parliament,. I have found, to 
my great Surprize, that they pretend,, they have 
anfwer'd above Twenty Times the Accufations 
brought againft them Abroad. Whether this cun-. 
ning Way of prepofleffing People doth not mate 
a Part of their Bifiiplina Arcani^ I will not take 
upon me to decide ; however that be, it can pre- . 
vail with none but fuch as are determined to take 
Things upon Truft. If calling one*s Adyerfaric^ 
by the viieft Names, and bellowing the Title of 

. ' LibeU 
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Libels on all jtheir Writings, though ever fo well 
fupported by Proofs, can be deemed anfwering, 
then indeed the Count himfelf, or his Difciples, have 
aniwer'd more than an hundred Times. If tliofe 
that attack his favourite Tenets are to fit down 
contented, and account themfelves refuted, by 
being told by him, that be^ according to bis natural 
Difpojition^ would firft knock out witb his Foot a couple 
Qf Teeth out of their Mouths before be would anfwer^ 
end that a Thunderbolt Jhould deftroy them (*). I think 
thc^Conteft muft foon be at an End j this is anfwer- 
ing with a Vengeance, but will fcarce go down with 
People that have the leaft Pretence to Reafon and 
good Breeding. In faft, the Count, or his Follow- 
ers, are fo far from having ever given a fatisfaftory 
ArJwer to the Charges brought againft them, that 
Mr. Volk^ aPerfon of Credit, and in a public Office 
kt Budingen^ has but very lately renewed and cor* 
roborated thefe very Charges (among which are 
downright Ekufinia): And as he has challenged 
the Count, a fecond Time, to proceed againft him 
by due Courfe of Law, and offered to produce be- 
fore a Court of Judicature undeniable Proofs for

pofed to remain ftill in their fuU Force. Tm» 
much may likewife be inferred from the Challenges 
of Mr. BenneTy Doftor and Profeflbr of Diyinitjr 
at Gi^Jfen^ and Mr. Frefemus^ Doftor of Divinity 
at FranckforU who have defied him to invalidate 
the Accufations they brought ^ainfl: him forac 
Years ago. As thefe three Gentlemen, 4s well as aU 
the others that have wrote ag^nft him, remain unt; 
anfwer'd, at leaft with regard to Matters of Fafltj 
every unprejudiced Perfon muft conclude, that thcf 
aforefaid Accufations are founded upon Truth, 
unlefs it be fuppolpd (according to the fnvart Ob* 
fervation of the Theological Univerfityat TtfH^Oh 
\n their^ Refponfum againft this ScQi) (u) that evej 
bcdy kfes bis Underftanding and Difcretion as fom as he 
begins to relate or fay any thing againft the Hermbutirs. 
I cannot deny but that the Count's Ang^r tnay 
have oftentimes been raifed by Perfonalia. Hi* Afl- 
verlaries have charged him, for Inftance, that he, 
thoueh only a Subject in Saxoiv/j had, in Order to 
fatisry his niiatchlefs Pride, impofed upon the Go- 
vernor of Penfylvania and a great Number of other 
Gentlemen of that Province, by aflerting, in a 
Speech made to them in 1 742 at PbiladelpJUa^ thai 
bis AmbaJU'adors nnere treated like tbofe ^ Primes i 
Jtemy that he, leaving his Lady at home, travcil*4 
abroad with Ama Nitfcbman^ 2l young Womani 
whom he made an Eldrefs in the 14th Year of facf 
Age, and was frequently alone with her; Item^ 
that he often had pafled under different Names 
from one Country to another, was very afliduoui 
in coUcfting Money, and had decoyed a Merchant,

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to^orth one* Hundred thouiand Crowns, from StraU. 
fund to Hefmbut^ and fent him afterwards to jC-^ 
giers^ to convert the Mpots^ where he died > with 
fundry other Charses relating to Sums acquired 
by him from People that came over to his Seft^ 
Such Allegations, at firft Sight, feem improper 
in Controverfies relating to Dodrincs ; But then it 
ought to he confider'd, that the abovemention'4 
Speech is publilhed in the Count's own Writings, 
(w) and that he had caufed printed Copies of it to 
be diftributed among the Audience ; which fbews 
at leaft» that the Charge was unqueitionably true ^ 
that the fecond £xcq>tion relating to Anna Nitfib* 
man is likewife fo, appears from Letters and Pa-> 
pers alio publifhed by himfelf (x), and as for the 
llxird, the Count doth not fo much as pre fume to 
deny^ that he had brought the above Merchant 
of Strdftmd to HermbuS (y). The whole Contro^ 
yerfy^ moreover, is not to be confider'd on the 
Footing of an ordinary one, as it is carried oa 
againft a Perfbn) who pretends to new Gifts, whq 
feems to aim at a Revolution in the Church, wha 
gives the World to underltand that bU Sea will fi 
Jar weaken tbe Profefiant Confiitution as to leave no* 
thing of it but a Caput mortuum (z), and boafts that 
firoin bim a new Perio4JhaU be begun in Cburcb Mf- 
tcry (a) : Againft a Perfon, whofe Doctrines de Incar^ 
nafione^ de Trinitate ^generatione FilH atema are fo 
extravagant, as to render thefe Myftcries quite con-

a moft glaring Untruth, I lay hold of the Oppor- 
tunity that now offers, of refuting it in a public 
Manner, that fb the Reader may the better be 
enabled to form to himfelf a Judgment of the Up- 
rightnefs of thefe People. It will be proper, how- 
ever, previoufly to make an Obfervation or two. 
In the firfl Place, this Objection proceeds entirely.

ment 5 and as one pT thchr Apologifts, mentioned 
in the Preface of the Candid Narrative^ publicly ac- 
knowledges, that " not lefs than £fev^ thoufani 
*^ Copies were printed of thefe Hymns only in the 
*^ Year 1746, or thereabouts, for the Ufcof the -Ssfl, 
** and not at all to be kept Secret (n)." I think 
this alone would be fufficient to fhew the FaJfitf 
of the Count's Pretence, that he was not appriftd 
of what was contained in theiti.

— The Nature of the Subjeft calls up- 
on me to flop my Pen 5 enough, or rather too 
much has been here copied of thefe Gnojiic Obfceni- 
ties from the Originals, and I muft own that I 
ihould not have mentioned, them, had not the 
Count forced me to do fo, by pretending that 
he had not feen thefe Hymns; in which, they arc 
contained.

TH£ follonving Sheets wer» 
drawn up t>y the late mgenioiit 
Mr. Rimiust not long before 
his Deceafe, with a View to 
give the Public fome farther Informatioa 
concemiDg the pernicious Tenets and 
crafty Defigns of the HermlmterSf and 
their Patriarch Cumt Zinssendorf, The 
Author's CMiJ&d Narrative of the Rije ani 
Trogrefsai this Sed, together with the 
S$if^maa, and his Sokm CaU on the 
A 3 Couta 
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^nnmg and Middle of the fecond Part of 
this Performance, as they had been al- 
ready mentioned, almoft verbatim in the 
firft. Howbeit, the Author not having 
made this Change himfelf in his Manu^ 
fcript^ either for want of Time or from 
fome other Motive, the Editor thought 
he was not at Liberty to undertake it, but 
gives the whole juft as he found it. Ano« 
ther Thing the Reader is defired to ot>- 
ferve is, that as the Author quotes, or 
refers to Books that he had by him, and 
might confult whenever he pleafed; he 
has, in fome few Places, forgot to fet 
down the Pages, intending to infert them 
before the Work went to the Prefs. The 
Editor, for want of thefe Books, had it 
not in his Power to fupply this Defed.

Whatever Notions the Count and his

ter Truth) and equally zealous in propa- 
gating it) when once difcovered.

[HE pernicious Principles and bad

affume that Air of Viftory, but even to go fo far^ 
as to reprefcnt the Author of ^he Moravians cow^ 
pared and deteSed^ as wijhing to have eat Fire rather 
than to have wrote that ^ra£i againft them. 

Boafls of fo idle and pitiful a Nature, did the 
Party confine themfelves folely to the pampering 
each other with them, might be looked upon as 
hardly worth the leaft Notice. But as they are 
fpread abroad, undoubtedly with a View of de- 
ceiving the Unwary and Ignorant, and as their 
Chieftains appear determmed to play, in this Coun* 
try, the fame Game over- again, which they have 
play*d in others, when detedted, viz. by making a 
Shew of quitting it, whilft, by trufty Perfons left 
behind, they carry on their Schemes in a crafty and 
underhand Manner ; it is fit, I prefume, that the 
Silence, which has been obfervcd, thefe two Years^ 
with refpeft to them, merely out of Indulgence, 
and to give the Party as much fair Play as poffible, 
as will appear hereafter, (hould be broke ; and that 
the Moravian Patriarch, who, though abfent, di- 
redts his Followers as much as if he were aftually 
prefent, and has every Tranfa6kion concerning them, 
reported to him, (witnefs his own Writings) be 
once more called upon, as I do hereby, in a folemn 
Manner, to give a full and categorical Anfwer to 
what has been laid to his Charge ; a Thing, which 
though attempted by the Party, has never been 
done to the Satisfadtion of the Public. This, how^ 
ever, will not be the fole View of thefe Sheets ; a§ 
that inimitable Leader^ I am forry to fay it, not- 
withftanding his Pretences to the contrary, doth 
not ftick at making ufe of the vileft Decep- 
tions for obtaining his Ends : I think proper, after- 
having pointed out thofe Devices ufed by him for 
fcreening himfelf, to give a Lift of fundry Tsinzen* 
dorfianifmisy alias LyeSy forged by him in a Vi^riting,. 

(intitled. 
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(intitted. An Expofitiony or True State of the Matters 
objeSled in England to the People-known by the Name 
ef Unitas Fratrum) publilhed here in England^ in 
two Parts, about two Years ago, with fome Ani- 
madverfions on them. I purpofed to have laid ic 
before the Public, with other Matters, after he 
fliould have finifhed his promifed Anfwer ; but as 
my Adverfary thinks fit to with- hold the Clofe of 
the faid Anfwer, it appears neceflary to anticipate 
Part of what I elfe (hould have poftponed, by giv- 
ing the Public a further Idea of Herrnhutifm ad h'^ 
ftrimy and that chiefly for the Sake of the Unwary, 
who might eafily be deceived by the Party's lUu- 
fions. How great foever my Defire is of confult- 
ing the Reader's Eafe by being as brief as poflible, 
I mull acquaint him, before- hand, that in fome 
Places, where Matters are fludioufly entangled or 
wrongly reprefented by Mr. Zinzendorf^ it will not 
always be in my Power to be as concife as I could 
wxfli ; and I hope, therefore, to meet with his In • 
dulgence on that account. 

When in the Month of April 1753, I had pub* 
liflied the Candid Narrative of the Rife andProgrefs 
ef the HermbuterSy commonly called Moravians^ their 
holy Leaders, in fpite of that Performance being 
fupported throughout by evident Proofs, were 
pleafed to ftigmatize it with the Name of a Libel ; 
and, in order to fecure themfelves againft anfwering 
the Proofe let forth there, they pretended to be wil- 
ling to fuller as the primitive Chriftians had done. 
However, the Narrative^ to the Sorrow of the 
Chieftains of the Herrnhuters and the Difappoint- 
ment of their Money Schemes, meeting with a fa- 
vourable Reception from the Public, an Adver- 
tilement was inferted in all the News- papers o^June 
2» i753> ^^ which Promifes were given, that an 
Anfwer to the Charges brought againft them, Ihould 
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Ihortly be publiflicd on their Part, It being but 
juft and equitable to expedt the Defence of an ac- 
cufcd Party ; thefe Promifcs, made in fo folemn a 
Manner, were fo far advantageous to the Herrn- 
bulersj that the Public was thereby kept in Suf- 
penfcr Yet, as it evidently appeared from their 
Conduft and Declaration, they never had aiiy In- 
tent of giving an Anfwer. For, this very Adver- 
tifement, was by the Party, /zcw Tears after y denied 
to have been infcrted by them in the News- Papers ; 
and they have charged it on Well-wilhers of theirs; 
and fo far have they been from dealing honeftly by 
the Public, that, during this long Time, they never 
did contradiSt this Promife^ or acquaint the Public^ 
that it did not proceed from tbem, and that the pro* 
fnifed Anfwer was not to be expelled at their Hands. 
Of a Piece were the reft of their fucceeding Ac- 
tions, which had no fmall Refemblance to a running 
Fight. For, though no Anfwer appeared during 
the Time abovementioned, notwithftanding they 
were publicly called upon to give one : they, ncver- 
thelefs, were not wanting to publifh Pamphlet after 
Pamphlet, in which Endeavours were ufed to run 
down the Narrative^ yet always keeping at % re- 
fpeftful Diftance from the Matter objefted againfl: 
them. The Titles of thefe valuable Pieces, which 
likewife abound with high Encomiums on Hemh 
hutifm^ doubtlefs, for keeping up the drooping Spi- 
rit of the Party, are as follows : i. The Ordinarfs 
Remarks. 2. An IntroduSiom to the Method or Waj 
of the Church of the Brethren in dealing with Souls. 
[This Pamphlet was afterwards denied by the Party 
to have been publifhed by them.] 3. A Mode)

Thefe are but a few Particulars out of many, 
concerning the Condudt of the Herrnbut Leaders to 
the End of the Year 1754 ; which having been fet 
forth more fully by ipe elfcwhcrc ; (*} 1 beg Leave 
to refer the Reader thereto. As for their Conduct 
lince that Time to this Day, Incidents of no lefs 
Confideration offer themfelves to our View. An 
ingenious and learned Author, having been at the 
Pains, in a Treatife, intitled ^be Morcjzans com-- 
pared and deteSledy to examine their Syftem with a 
Retrofpefi: to the ancient Heretics, and to reprefent 
Herrnhutifm in its proper Colours ; a Piece was 

f^ublifhed in Feb. 1755, on the Part of the Herrn- 
uters^ under the Title o^ A Letter from a Minijler 
of tbe Moravian Brancb to tbe Autbor of tbe Mora • 
mans compared and deteSed^ with a Poftfcript from 
Mr. Zinzendorf to that Author. This Piece, which 
^ne would have imagined to contain a Refutation of 

Concern about them. But it was, doubtlefs, done in order to 
. evade an Accufadon. May be, Mr. 7,inzendorf and his Subili- 
totes have even repented of their having publicly difowned them ; 
^fad, perhaps, are defirous of patching up a Peace with them.

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the Public- Being always ready to do. any Thing, 
except the right one-, he thought proper to have it 
proclaimed in the News Papers, that Queries might 
be propofed to him, which he promifcd to anfwer; 
^uicf it was added, that a Perfon of his Acquaintance 
"had engaged to ufe his Pen for that Purpofe. Un- 
fortunately for Mr. Zinzendorf^ an anonymous Au- 
thor made greater Difpatch in drawing up Queries 
than his Friend. They appeared in Public, and 
Mr. Zinzenderfy purfuant to the Declaration made 
on his Part, fhould have replied thereto. But it fb 
fell out, that thefe Queries were different from thofe 
ufually contrived between Mr. Zinzendorf^ and Mr, 
Spangenbergy his right Hand as he calls him. Mr. 
Zinzendorf could not with fafety enter the Lift, 
and accordingly, they were left unanfwered, under 
that admirable Pretence of their being indecetUy as 
indeed all Queries are, that touch Mr. Zinzendorf 
too much to the Quick. 

Were I to relate thofe other Shifts and Evafions 
made Ufe of by the Party in the News Papers^ 
about this Time; I fhould fpin out this Account 
to a confiderable Length, which I purpofely avoid. 
The Attention of the Public, being now fixed on 
what at lafl, would come forth on the Part of the 
Herrnbutcrs\ Mr. Zinzendorf found himfelf com- 
pelled to do fomething, for the Sake of faving Ap- 
pearances.

iff Writings have been publifhed, on their Part^ 
coniequently that they have not been wanting, 
cither in Leifure or Opportunity, to give a direft, 
full and explicit Anfwer to their Adverfaries. It is 
likewife vifible, that they have fpent near Four 
Tears in Shifts and Evafions, and not judged thofe 
that are without their Pale, worthy of being 
honeftly dealt with. But this is not aU. Mr. Zin- 
vundorf^ whofe Treafures in baffling thofe that at- 
tack him, are inexhauftible, has made himfelf in- 
vulnerable^ and for what I know, may carry on 
his cvafive Way of dealing with the Public, for 
four Tears longer^ in hopes to prevent his Decep- 
tions contained in the above Writings from being 
fully detefted. For would it not be highly unjuft, 
whilft a Man pretends to have ftill fomething to 
fay in his Defence, to preclude him, and pafs Con- 
demnation ? Doth not Equity demand, that fuch 
a Perfon Ihould be heared out ? Behind fiich a Line 
of Safety, it is, that our Moravian Patriarch has 
thought fit to intrench himfelf. As he could ftand 
out no longer, he came forth at length with what 
he calls an Expofition or true State of the Matter ob- 
jelled againjt the People known by the Name of Unitai 
Fratruniy as has been faid above; but apprehend- 
ing that upon Examination, it would not ftand the 
Teft, he laid hold of an artful Stratagem for tying 
down his Adverfaries Hands, vi%. by not giving 
that Expofition intire, but promifing a third Part, 
that fhould follow in due Time. Who fees not here 
another evident Proof of Mr. Zfnzendorf\ double 
and evafive Dealing, and that his intent is, Things 
Jhould be forgot ? That this has been his real Inten- 
tion the Reader will fcarce doubt, when he is told, 
that fince the Promife made by Mr. Zinzendorf of 
publifning a third Part of his E^xpojtion^ near Twq 
2 years 
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Years have paffcd without its having been ful- 
filled to this Day. 

If the Matters of Fa£t which I have been fetting 
forth, will produce Aftonifhnient in the Reader ac 
the Party's abovementioned Pretences, as I doubt 
not but they will 5 how much will not his Aftonifh- 
nient increafe, and his Indignation be raifed by 
thofe downright Lies, which they have been guilty 
of in their late Writings, and which I am now 
going to animadvert upon ? I fincerly declare, it is 
highly difagrcable to me, to make Ufe of this Ex- 
preffion ; but Neceffity compels me thereto, as I can* 
not deted my Adverfary*s Deceit, without giving 
it its proper Name. Moreover I have a Precedent 
before me of the fame Kind, a Lift of Zinzendor- 
fian Ues^ laid to his Charge abroad, having already 
appeared in Print; and fo numerous have they been 
there, that Prelate Bengelm{^) tells ys, that Peofk 
kav^ cfofed counting them. 

Fjrst Lie. 

It has been objefted to Mr. Zinzendorf^ that he 
calls bis People a Theocracy^ which, every body 
knows, is a State under the immediate Governance of 
Cod alone^ as that of the Jews was formerly. Let 
us hear the Reply he (in his Expofition, Part i^ 
p. 23.) has made to this Charge. '^ By Thetxrracy, 
*' fays he, is and muft be underftood, in the So- 
♦* ciety, that as the Authority private Perfons have 
*' as Parents, muft be in fome Degree dire<5l:ed and 
♦* regulated by the Father of the Commonwealth ; 
** fo he, who is the general Father of all Mep, muft 
^* rule over all, &?^."-r-To deteft his falfe Dealing, 
J need but quote what he and bis Party, long ago

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have folemnly declared to underftand by the Word 
theocracy. A Theocracy^ fays Mr. Zinzendorf and 
his whole Community, is a Nation immediately 
fubjelied to Godj and where bis Servants aS not as 
TeacberSj but as Magiftrates. And it is well to be 
oblerved, that this Declaration ftands in a. Book in- 
titled Creuzreicb (Regnum Crucis) p. 40, on the 
Title Page of which he and his Party call on God 
to witnefs its Contents. 

Second Lie. 

Mr. Zinzendorf^ in order to claim a Merit, on 
Account of having taken upon himfelf the Advo- 
cacy of what he abujively calls the Moravian Bre^ 
tbrenj tells us, that the Brethren's Interefl: had been 
neglefted at the Treaty of Ofnabruck^ and that 
the Proteftant Princes had not taken Care of that 
Church. Yet, that very Mr. Zinzendorf^ in another 
of his Writings, profefles downright, that the Pro- 
teftant Princes had aftually made Interceflions for 
her at that Time, and that no Fault could be laid 
to their Charge. 

" The Brethren's Intcreft, fays he, (in his Ex- 
** pofition Part i. p. 35, 36.) had been fo ne- 
" gleded at the Treaty of Ofnabruck^ as to leave 
*' their Churches and Liberty of Confcience to the 
*' Mercy of their Sovereigns of another Religion, 
*• at a Time when all the other Proteftant Interefts 
*' were cared for ; the Princes, who had formerly 
*^ taken Care of that poor, old and diftreffed 
•' Church, no longer had any Ambition to claim 
^* their former Relation to her." 

The other Paffage, in which juft the contrary is 
faid, runs in the following Words : 

At the Time of the great Negociations of Peace in 
the Empire (i. e. the Peace of Ofnabruck) fays 
he, Inter ceffwns were made in Favour of tbf 

Moravian 
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Moravian Brethren at the Imperial Courts and it if' 
not the Fault of atr/ Prpteftant Prince^ that they did 
not obtain a free Exercife of Religion^ ' even in the Ah-^ 
ftrian hereditary Provinces. 

Thefe laft Words are to be met with in a Peti- 
tion of his to the King of Denmark^ which ftands 
infertcd in a Book already mentioned, intitled Creu-- 
zeichj p. 235, on the Title Page of which, as hath 
been before obferved, he and his Party have fo- 
lemnly called on God to witnefs its Contents. 

Third Lie. 

Mr. Zinzendorfj (in his Expojition^ Part i. p. 10.) 
fays, that " be knew nothing of the fecond Tcfti- 
•' monial of ^ubingenj before the paffing the A6t 
*' of 1749." — For the Sake of fuch as may not 
have at hand the candid Narrative of the Rife and 
Progrefi of the HerrnhuterSy commonly called Mora- 
vianSy I muft premife here, that Mr. Zinzendorf^ 
in the Year 1733, had obtained of the Theological 
Faculty at the Univerfity of Tubingen^ a Refpon- 
fum or Teftimonial in Favour of his Se£l ; that Fa- 
culty taking every Thing propofed by them to be 
fair, and not in the leaft fufpefting to be falfely 
dealt with.

As 
the Ke^der; by thefe Paffages, v/ill be convinced of 
Mr* Zikzaidorfs impudent Lie, committed in the 
above Words ; I think, his Cant about the piteous 
[p) Sec We 
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State of this Age, confifts in nothing clfe but that 
the World will no longer fufFer him, under pre- 
tended Approbations, to (heter his Seft, though 
his own Writings condemn it. That this worthy 
Man may not be traduced by the Herrnhut Patriarch 
after his Death, as he has been in his Life- time, (fee 
SuppL to the Cand. Narrative^ P. 25.) I ^^all quote 
the following Paflage out of the abovementioned 
Rcfponforial Letter to his Lordfhip the Bifliop of 
Exeter^ in order to fliew, that what Mr. Zinzen- 
dorf willingly would make the Reader believe by 
the above Hints, is a falfe Story, contrived for no 
other Purpofe, but that of grofly impofing on the 
Kt:^.(!er : // is likewife moji falfe ^ that Prelate Ben^ 
j^elfus Vjhen dyings did revoke bis Opiniofi concerning 
the Count and kis Church. We have wrote to bis 
Friendsj who conjlantly attended him^ when on his 
Death' ted -, and they have folemnly declared j that he 
never faid a Syllable concerning that Matter. Ano- 
ther Proof for convidling Mr. Zinzendorf of his 
JFalfehood, may be met with in the Appendix, No. 
2, being Part of a Refponforial Letter of the theo- 
logical Faculty of Leipzig to his Lordfliip the Bi- 
fliop of E%eter ; to which I beg Leave to refer the 
Reader. 

Ninth Lie, 

*' There is no fuch Thing among us ^s Informers 
^' by Office," faysMr.Z/>?2;^«//(7r/*(inhisExpo(ition, 
P.I. p. 30.) — Setting afide, for the S^ke of Bre- 
vity, a Number of Fafts, that can bfc produced 
for proving the contrary of what Mr. Zinzendorf 
has, againft better Knowledge, aflerted here, I 
fhall confine myfelf to relate one of Mr. Zinzendorf^ 
Canons, publifhed in Fetter-lane Chapel^ Aug. 16, 
1752 ; whereby it will appear, that all, and every 
one of them are Informers, by Office. It is faid 
^l^crc^ thcit every Member of the Congr^ation^ Jh^uld 
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always be ready to dtfcover .to the Eldersy ^hatfoever 
Jhould come to its Knowledge^ of any Member having 
acted or fpoke any thing to the Prejudice of the Br^^ 
thren^ efpecially finding Fault with any of their 
Maxims y fpeaking Jlightly of them or their ASlions ; 
and though it might feem^ as if a Perfon fhould turn 
Informer^ and though he {Mr. Zinzendorf, or the 
Difcipkj as .he is -called there) knemj that here in 
England the Name was odious^ and the Perfon deemed 
infamous ; y^tj in our .Saviour^s Ma4terSy it was quite 
otherwife -, that fuch as gave Information did well ; 
but they who concealed the Breach of any of the Rules 
and Orders of the Church in the Perfon of any Mem^ 
ber thereof was equally guilty with them^ and^ for 
fo doings was abfolutely under a Ban, or Curfe — And 
let us further hear the tremendous Significancy of 
the Curfe, by which this Deluder endeavoured to 
frighten his JFlock into Compliance. It was added^ 
that the Congregation (by which no body elfe but Mr. 
Zinzendorf or his Subftitutes, are to be underftood) 
notwithjlanding her motherly Tendernefs and Lenity ^ 
which jfhe always was ready to extend to .all her Chil^ 
dreny could net remove fuch a Curfe^ no^ not hy-the 
general Abfoiution to be pronounced on the thirteenth 
Day of November (this is the Day on which Mr. 
2anZ£ndorf iionftntd on the Saviour the Office of* 
general Elder) for all Faults or Failings of the Br-e- 
thr£n or Sijiers^ proceeding from Mifapprehenfion or 
Ignorance \ but muft leave fuch to that Bay^ w^hen that 
Wound once^ fhall appear with the reconciled Counte- 
nance. [This out-doth by far the arbitrary Power 
cxercifed by the Romip Pontif. If, fornierly, it 
was juftly obfcrved, that had the Reformation not 
happened, the Church of Roms^ under fpiritual 
Pretences, would have carried its Tyranny fo far 
as to make People feed on Hay and Straw; that 
Obfervation is ftill more applicable to Mr. Zinzen- 
dcrf} Should he dare deny that this Canon of his, 
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as mentioned above, was ever publiflied, he need 
but call me to an Account, and it (hall be evidenced 
hy Perfons that were prefent at its Publication. 

Tenth Lie. 

Mr, Zinzendorf^ in a Poftcript added by him to 
a Pamphlet, intitlcd, A Letter from a Minifter of 
the Moravian Church to the Author of the Mora- 
vians compared and deteSied^ P. 43, fays, " that if 
*' ever a Synod of theirs had been held here, acer- 
*' tain Englifh Brother Bifliop fhould have been in- 
*' vited to it!' — ^ — -As by tnefe Words he denies, 
that ever a Synod had been held here by him, let 
him ftand convided of a Lie from the Preface of 
his Sermons at Zeyfl\ where he explicitly mentions, 
that a Synod of his had been held at London in 1741. 
(See the faid Preface.) Moreover, in Spangenberg^% 
Declaration a Writing is to be met with, dated 
from the Synod at London in 175 . . . .; befides 
which, I can produce Witnefles who were prefent 
at his Synods here. 

Eleventh Lie. 

Mr. Zinzendorf (in his Expofition, Part I. p. 
22.) fays, '* that he had laid a folemn Declaration 
-" of all the moft private Principles and Cuftoms 
*' of theirs', before the Church of England.^* Let 
the Reader compare this PafTage, which relates to a 
Paper, intitled, a Rationale of the Brethrens Churchy 
printed by the Party, in their A^a Fratrum^ with 
the following Canon, refolved upon by the Party, 
at one of their Synods, held at Marienborn in May 
1744, and he will find by their own Acknowledg- 
ment, that they have Regulations that cannot be 
printed or publifhed, the Caufe of which their 
grand Peluder is crafty enough to palm on the Sa- 
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viour. The Words, Seff. 2. Art. 6. are as follow*. 
*^ The Saviour is not of Opinion, that the Regu- 
*' lations of our Congregation fhould be printed. 
*' It would be as much as if all Goings in and out 
•' of a Fprtrefs were printed." If then Mr. Zinzen- 
dorf has Myfteries, as hath been acknowledged 
here, and to which I could add other Confeflions 
of his to the fame Furpofe, had I Leifure for fb 
doing, he furely could not have informed the 
Church of England oi all his nu>ft private Principles 
and Cujloms. And why was not their fynodicahCa-^ 
non liicewifc inferted in their AHa Fratrum -, it bet- 
ing made before the Year 1 749, to which Time 
the Party, as may be feen above, pretends to have 
publifhed the Refults of their Synods ? I fhould 
difmifs this Article here, were it not for another 
Canon of theirs, refolved upon in the fame Synod 
in 1 744, which deferves to be mentioned. It is 
particularly worthy the" Notice of the Lcgiflature^ 
who thereby may perceive, what a Snake has beeit 
received in the Bofom of the Britijh Dominions, by 
admitting this Scft, and what Qonfequences mu'ft 
at length refult to the prefent happy Eftablifhment 
of the Crown, in the illuftrious' Family on the 
Throne, from thefe People, who, by being per* 
mitted to increafe their Party, gradually diminifh 
the Number of thofe that acknowledge his Majc- 
fty's Title to the Crown of England de jure. 

The Canon is as follows : 

Seff. 2. 

*' As it is demanded of People in Penfylva^ 
** nia^ in giving the Hand('), to declare, that 
^* they are convinced, that no body has a Right 
•* to the Crown but King George ; our Brethren, 
** upon fuch a Thing being demanded of them, 
*' muft declare, that they are fo little verfed in the

•*. but that King George^ that had Power to reign

Why has not our lying Patriarch, who, in the 
Words quoted at the beginning of this Article, 
will make us believe, that he has produced all the 
Rcfults of their Synods to the Year 1749, likewife 
produced this Canon, and informed the Legiflature 
of it? Had this been done, 1 very much doubt whe- 
ther he would have obtained an Ad: of Parliament 
in his and his People's Favour. The Reader, upon 
confulting the Appendix, No. 3, will find very ju- 
dicious Remarks on this Canon, made by the Re- 
gency of the County of Budingen in their Refponfo^ 
rial Letters to his Lord (hip the Bifhop of Exeter % 
to which I beg Leave to refer him. 

Twelfth Lie. 

Mr. Z:iHzendorf v/i)\ make the Public believe that 
-the Report concerning Streiter Eben (Matrimonies 
of fVariours) as they are called, is without Foun- 
dation 5 nay, he is fo prefumptuous as to ftile // a 
downright Lie with nefpeSi to thofe Moravians, whom 
be knows. — I might fufpeft him of hiding himfelf 
behind the Words, with rejpetl to thofe Moravians 
xxfJbomhe knowSy it being certainly true, that the 
native Moravians that did come to him never 
knew of foch Things; the whole being an Inven- 
tion of his own. But this Plea, fhould he make 
ufe of it hereafter, will be of no Service to him, 
as Matters laid before the Public, muft be judged 
according to common Interpretation, v/ithout hav- 
ing regard to referved Meanings. I fball therefore 

prove

prove from his own Writings (he being the Pcrfon, 
againft whom the Controverfy is direfted) that what 
are called Streiien Ehen^ or Wariour Matrimonies^ arc 
ufual among the Party. In his refpedable Docu- 
ments, the Budingian Colleftions, t. 2. p. 256, he 
fpeaks in the following Manner to his Followers : 
2i knovt)^ what Difference there is between good orderly 
Matrimonies (which, in another Place, he only calk 
a Contubernium dvile ; Sermons at Zeyft^ p. 206.) 
and Wariour Matrimonies. Again, in their 1829th 
Hymn, v. 7. they fing of a Wariour-matrimonial 
Choir. I forbear mentioning any more Places, thofc 
I have produced being fufBcient to convidt him of 
3the above Lie, which now is become a double one, 
as the Imputation brought againft his Adverfaries 
i:eturns and lies at his own Door. 

Thirteenth Lie, 

Mr. Ziwzendorf^ in the fame Paragraph, will 
have it, that the Charge brought againft him, with 
Refpedt to the Worjhip (of thofe that cohabit) ij a 
down right L/V.*— I need tut quote his own Words, 
from his Nat. Refl. p. 56, and the Reader will be 
convinced, that the Affertion made by him, in the 
above quoted Place, and p. 24, is a premeditated 
Lie, and what he fo impudently has charged oa 
his Adverfaries, recoils on himfelf. / do not under-- 
Jland the ComunSlion of Sexes in Chrijlians^ fays he in 
the quoted Place, any otherwife^ thaninfenfu cecono^ 
mi CO fc? minijieriali hy Office^ by Command of God^ ac-- 
cording to the Liturgy of a SanSluary on Purpofe ap- 
pointed for it^ called the Conjugal Bed^ where twp 
PerfonSy of whom one reprefents^ for a Time, the 
Husband of all Souls^ and the other the whole Congre- 
jga^ion of Souls \ keep a daily Worship, and 
where among other Office Duties and Church Graces 
;V comet topafsy that Children refpe lively are begotten 
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m the Name of Jtfusy and conceived in the Name of 
$be Church. This Paflage has already been quoted 
againft him, in the Cand. Narrative, p. 57. Yet, 
Mr. Zinzendarf doth not chufe to anfwer thereto^ 
but contents himfelf with bare Aflertions, and 
charging his Adverfaries With Lies and Mifrcprc* 
fentations, with which he alone is to be reproached* 

Fourteenth Lie. 

Again, he pretends in the fame Paragraph, that the 
Sancton of the AHy (i. e. of Coition) iy tbi Prefence 
of Church Elders ; (which is a Charge that has been 
brought againft him) is a down right Lie, — As Mr. 
Zinzendorf himfelf has mentioned thefe Matters, 
and that too with fo great an Impudence, as to fix 
on his Adverfaries the Imputation of being Lyars ; 
I hope I fhall be cxcufed, if what I am going to 
fay, fliould not be confiftent with Decency, being 
compelled thereto on account of Truth. At certain 
Daysy fays Mr. Volk, (Part I. p. 62.) when Matri- ' 
monial Clajfes are held, the JVarriour Couple, at a 
certain Place perform (****.) At Herrnhaug it 
was performed in an Anti-Chamber, and afterwards 
in B^op Nitfchman's, or any other Appartment^ in 
prefence of the holy Elders and Eldrejfes{^ y This is 

not 

(') Mr. Foli p. 370 tells us, ** that a married Woman, whofc 
** Name was Lucius, having been told by Count Zin%endorf%

not the only Gentleman, that has reported thcfe 
Things; but Dr. Frefenius^ Henry Joach^ Bothey znd 
others; have given us a like Account, and chal- 
lenged Mr. Zinzendorf to proceed by Law againft 
them, in Cafe what they reported was not true. I 
could wifli this was a Topic of fuch a Nature as to 
allow a more extenfive Detail. A dfuU Account 
cannot be given without relating the higheft Ob- 
fcenities. However, to make the Reader ftill more 
fenfible of Mr. Zinzendorf^s grofs Prevarication, 
and that the infamous Cuftom of theirs hinted at 
here, is a Matter of Faft ; we have likewife a re- 
markable Paflage to this Purpofe, in Mr. Zinzen- 
dorp% Sermons at Ztyfi (already quoted in the 
Canon, p. dc^,^ where fpeaking of this matter, he 
reproaches his People in the following Manner: We 
do not perform and .enjoy enough^ the Hujbands labour 
not enough far their Wives ^ there isjiill too much Re^ 
mifnefsy &c. How did he come at the Knowledge 
of thefe things, unlefs by the the above Means ? 
I fliall refer him to No. 4. of the Appendix, 
annexed to thefe Sheets, where he will find a ju- 
dicial Depofition made at Budingen, concerning 
it, and which has been fent over to his Lordfhip 
the Bifliop of Exeter^ under the Seal of a Court of 
Juftice, and the ufual Subfcription. 

Fifteenth Lie. 

Mr. Zinzendorf (zysy that the fecond A£l of Par* 
Uament of 1 749, declares the Reafons^ why the Unitas 
^ratrum Jhquld be encouraged^ viz. that Jhe is an eld 

«* if a Brother or Sifter difcovfcrs but the leaft Tiling of his My- 
«* ileries, or tells to any other Brother or Sifter, what has been 
'' treated of in thofe Conferences, which he holds for compaffins 
** his Views, God may h^ve Mercy upon him, he is degraded 
•* from his OjSice^ put under Cenfure^ excluded from the Lok^** 
t' Soj)per, fcff.*' 
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Sfifcopal Churchy ever countenanced by . the Kings i^ 
thtfe Realms^ and by his prefent Majefty when Prince 
cf finales \ and had already a Church two Hundred 
Tears before j in the midft of the City of London. — I 
have already (hewn» in my other Writings, that 
the ancient Epifcopal Church of the Unitas Fratrum 
or Moravians^ has been extinft above one hundred 
Years iince. I have alfo made it appear^, that Mr. 
Zinzend&rfs St£t had its rife not much above thirty 
Years ago. It has likewife been clearly proved by 
me, that all thofe Vouchers, which were fornierly 
given in favour of the ancient Moravian Church, 
were founded on their Confeflion of Faith ; and 
that Mr^ Zinzendorf and his Party have openly 
reje^ed it, and received quite other Do£trines» and 
a different Form newly contrived by their Founder* 
Now, as the Party, on thefe feveral Accounts, 
could not in the leaft claim any Prerogative of that 
ancient Church, but has fradulently produced be- 
fore an Honourable Parliament, thofe Vouchers 
given in favour of that Church, and thereby ob- 
tained, that they, in the faid A A, were ft i led an 
M Epifcopal Church i I need not fay any Thing 
further concerning Aeir Boaft, with refpeft ,to the 
Kame of an old Epifcopal Churchy as well as their 
frivolous Pretence of having been countenanced by 
the Kings of England in thefe Realms. However, 
it is proper 1 fliould take Notice, that Mr. Zinzen- 
dorf, againft better Knowledge, in the laft Part of 
the above Paflage quoted from his Expojition^ has 
given out, that his Party, or that old Epifcopal 
Church, as he calls them, had already a Church two 
hundred Tears before, in the midfi of the City of Lon- 
don ; which Words, in order to impofe the more 
effeftually on the Reader, he has introduced in fo 
crafty a Manner, as to make him believe, that the 
fame are really contained in the Aft of Parliament 
of 1749. Now, to convidl him of this Lie, I need 

but 
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but barely appeal to the faid A6t, where not- our 
fingle Word of that Nature is to be met with ; as 
the Reader, by infpefting it, may eafily be con- 
vinced of. As for the Pretence itfelf, viz. that the 
Unitas Fratrum^ or ancient Moravian Church, had 
already a Church two hundred Tears before in the 
fnidft of the City of London ; 1 muft be fome what 
particular, as we fhall thereby difcover a frefli In- 
llance of his having moft unpardonably impofed on 
an honourable Parliament, and that by means of 
certain J^etters Patents, which neither regard the 
ancient Moravian Church or Unitas Fratrum^ nor 
him and his new Sed:. It is to be obferved, that 
John a Lafco^ a Polander^ obtained in 1550, of 
King Edward VI. the Place of Super- intendant of 
a German Congregation, to whom, by Letters Pa-» 
tents, dated July 24, of that Year, a Church waa 
given in Aufiin Friar,Sy and which is now pofleiKd 
by the French and Dutch. What thefc People were, 
and upon what Account they came to England^ may 
in a more explicit Manner, be learnt from what 
Burnet in his Hifiory of the Reformation^ tom. z. 
p. 154. tells us, and which is as follows: This 
Summer (1550) John a Lafco, with a Congregatim 
of Germans, that fled their Country upon the Perfe^ 
cution raifed there^ for not receiving the Interim^ 
ivas allowed to hold his Affembly at St. Auftins i» 
L^ondon. The Congregation was ereHed into a Cor* 
poration^ John a Lafco was to be Super-intendantj 
and there were four other Minifters ajfociated with 
him. But a Laico did not carry himfelf with thai 
Decency^ that became a Stranger ^ who was fo kindly 
received \ for^ he wrote againft the Order of this 
Churchy both in the Matter of the Habits ^ and about 
the Pofture in the Sacrementy being for fitting rather 
than kneeling. And in another Place, viz. p. 25O, 
he acquaints us, that in ^een Mary's Reign in 
1^53, an Order was fent to John a Lafco and his 

Qongre* 
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Congregntion to begone^ their Church being taken from 
tbemy and their Corporation diJfolved\ — that John a 
L.al£0 and his Party hereupon went to Denmark, but 
it coming to be known thercy that they were of the 
Helvetian Confejfionj they were required to be gone. — ' 
That they afterwards^ firfl went to Lubeck, then to 
Wifmar and Hamburg, but being banifhed from 
thence likewife^ they at laft fettled in Friefland. It 
appears by this Account, that the People who 
fct up a Congrcgatipn at Aujlin Friars^ and to 
whom that Church was given, were Germans % 
that their Congregation was a Prefbyterian one. 
It alio appears, that thcfe People's coming over to 
England was occaiioned by the Perfecution they un- 
derwent in Germany on account of their not receiv- 
ing the Interim : For the Sake of fuch as might 
not know the Signification of that Word, which 
ought however, to be known, for judging in this 
Matter, I muft add, that the Interim was a Book 
contrived in the Reign of the Emperor Charles V. 
for regulating Religion in ad interim in German^^ 
till the whole could intirely be fettled at a gener^. 
Council. This Book related folely to Germany y and 
did not in the leaf): afie£t Bohemia and Moravia : 
over which King Ferdinand I. the Emperor's Bro- 
ther reigned at that Time, whofc Principles were 
quite averfc from ufing Force in reliffious Matters. 
(■) Now, as this Congregation conuftcd of Ger* 
fnansy who were Prefbyterians, and had been per* 
fecuted for not receiving the Interim ; it is amaadng 
to me how Mr. Zinzendorf could have the Impu- 
dence to give out before an honourable Parliament, 
that that Congregation had been a Moravian ^one, 
and to deduce from thence, that his St& had al-

ready 
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riddy had a Church two hundred Tears before in the 
tnidft of the City of London. But this is not all. It 
being neceffary, that Mr. Zinzendoff\^t,^\{t fhould 
produce to the Parliament the Letters Patent, 
\^hich King Edward had given to that Congrega- 
tion ; he could not but be fenfible, that thefe Let- 
ters Patent, would not in the lead prove any thing 
for fupporting his Pretence, as there is not one 
lingle Word to be found in it relating to a Mora- 
nnan or Bohemian Church, nor even the Name of 
Bohemians and Moravians mentioned. Helikewife 
knew, that the bare Infpection of thefe Letters Pa- 
tent would Ihew, that this Grant was made to Ex- 
iles that had been afflicted on account of Religion ( '), 
(which was not at all the Cafe of the Bohemians and 
MoravianSy as has been fhewn above) ; and that the 
Motives of the Grant, and the Perfons to whom it 
was given, are exprefled there in the following 
Words ! that many People of the German Nation and 
ether Strangers had gathered here^ and daily did ga- 
ther in the Kingdom of England, out of Germany and 
other more remote Places^ and had no certain Place^ 
where they could meet in this Kingdom^ and have their 
Worflnfy &c. (*). Thefe Things confideredj, it was 
but natural, as he was willing, at all Events, to 
make ufc of thefe Letters Patent in his and his 
People's Favour, for him to think of fome Expe- 
dient, to qualify them for proving, what thefe Let-

And 
let us hear now, in what a cunning Manner be has 
brought this about. Nothing being mentioned in 
thefe Letters Patent of a BobemiaH or Moravian 
Church, nor even in the Rubric of it, which is as 
follows : ^be King^s Letters Patent to John a Lafco 
and the German Congregation ; as may be feen in 
Burnet's Hijiory of the Reformation^ t. %. p, 202. 
Numb. 51. he, by a Dalh of his Pen, has made 
the whole fquare with his Defign, by interpol4ting; 
that Rubric, and after German^ putting in a Paren- 
thefis the following Words, Bohemian and Mfxra^ 
vianj &c. fo that the Rubric, with his Interpol^ 
tion, as prefented before an honourable Parliament^ 
a,nd inferred by him among their Vouchers, in the 
jdffa Fratrumj p. 44, is as follows : ExtraSfrom 
his Mgefty King Edward VL'^s Letters Patent ta 
John a Lafco and the German (Bohemian, Mora* 
vian, fcff.) Congregation. This is Mr. Zinzendorf^ 
Tide, for proving that a Church of the Unit as Fro- 
trum, or a Moravian one, and an Epifcopal ene Z^?,. 
bad been already exifting two hundred T&ars ago^ in. 
the inidji of the City of London. I dqubt, whc*. 
ther a Perfon, who before a Court of Juftice 
here, (hould produce a Document, with Falfifica- 
tions or Interpolations in its Rubric, in order ta 
prove his Claim or Title to a Thing, would not be 
committed for the fame, and richly defervc Vl. 
WhatRefentment therefore dQth not Mr. Zinzendorf 
deferve, upon this Occafion, who, among his many 
other Impoftures*, has been daring enough to lay 
a public Document in the Manner abovementioncd, 
before the auguft Senate of thefe Realms, and even, 
has alledged there, as a Proof of his People's iwij'; 
QUIET-MINDED, the following Words, that becauje 
they would not difpute with the Low Dutch, ^u^bo gift 
Pojfejfion of the Church of Auftin Friars, they havt' 
not claimed their Right to the faid Churchy &c. (Se» 
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ASlk Frdtr. p. 23.) I muft occafionally mention 
here another Impofture committed by Mr. Zinzen- 
dorfy when petitioning his Aft of Parliament ; (and, 
indeed, there is no End of Materials to dwell upon, 
for (hewing the bafe banner, in which he has im- 
pofed on that auguft Aflembly). He, by two 
Writings inferted in the ^ci Frairum^ p. 19, 21, 
and produced before the Parliament, has fliewn, 
that a Church in Poland in 1683 ^^^ "^l^S ^^^ '"^^ 
with AfEftance in England^ and that in thefe Writ- 
ings, that Church is ftiled an Epifcopal one. Now, 
though t have not fecn the Originals of thefe Writ- 
ings, I will admit that the Church in P^ii?»^, which 
indeed formerly was an Epifcopal one, but ceafed 
to be fo in 1627, when it coalifed with the Calvi- 
Aifts, (fceCarpzov. p. 275.) did, by that Name, 
foUicit Affiftarice here iii England}, thinking, that 
by continuing here, to ftile itfelf an Epifcopal 
Church, to meet with better Succefs. But this did 
not in the Ifcaft intitle Mr. Zinzendorf^ to make ufe 
of thefe Writings, for proving that Church to be 
an- Epifcopal one, fince he knew, that it had then 
alrcfany coalifed with the Calvinifts, and that no 
BitfhrM's Church, at the Years abovcmentioned, 
wdS remaining in Poland. For proving his Know- 
ledge thereof, I appeal to his own Words quoted' 
in the Supplement to the Candid Narrative^ P* 3 1^) ^^ 
which he, fpeaking of that Church in Poland^ ftiled 
above ail Epifcopal one, calls them Calvinijis^ adding 
that the Title of Senior y which the oldcft Minifter of. 
thein^ Bear's, neither implies^ nor can imply ^ nor is that 
^Bijht^. And in his very Expofition before us, 
P: !• p. 57, he has been forced to acknowledge, that 
ii^Polifli Branch of Moravian Brethren had made an 
Mite Coalition with the Calvinijls there. Now was 
it Tiot highly impudent and moft bafe in him, 
igalnft better Knowledge, to impofe on an ho- 
D 2 nourahli 
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TeJiamenL The following Year, 1740, a Synod 
was convoked by him at Saxe Gotba ^fee Preface to 
the Sermons at Zeyft) ; he likewife fcnt an Inter* 
nuncius to the great Patriarchs (See ASla Fratr. 
p. 48.) and executed that remarkable Bull men- 
tioned above for his two Miffionaries, one a Cutler 
and the other a Gardener, to go to Turkrf. He 
likewife, by a Letter, dated Feb. 12, 1740, threat- 
ened the Court of Budingen^ that his People fhould 
remove from Herrnbaag. See above p. In 1741, 
his Sermons, in tit led, Seven Difcourfes^ were pub- 
lifhed by him ; he likewife in that very Year con- 
voked a Synod at London (fee Preface to the Ser- 
mons at Ze^) \ and caufed the OfEce of general 
Elder to be beftowcd on the Saviour, with a ple- 
nary Indulgence and general Amnefty to all Dc^ 
ferters and others. In 1742 he went to Penjyhja" 
pia^ with a View, as his Actions have Ihewn, to 
bring all the Sefts there under his Sway. The 
many ftrange and arbitrary Proceedings, which he 
has been guilty of there, would require feveral Vo- 
lumes to defcribe. In a Writing publiftied by him 
in that Year, he likewife got himfelf {tiled an 0#- 
cumenic Servant ofChriJi (Bud. Coll. t. ^. p. 80.) and 
in this Year he wrote the two tremendous Ar>athema- 
tizing Letters, mentioned in the Supplement to the 
Candid Narrative ; and alfo prefei\ted his Congre- 
gations with the Xltb Appendix of his fcandalous 
Hymns, as his own Preface (hews. The follow- 
ing Year 1743, is full of Inftances that fliew the 
Sway exeVcifed by him over his Seft. After hav^ 
ing mentioned, that, in this Year, he convoked a 
Synod at Hirjhberg (fee Preface to the Sermons at 
T^ejffi) I (hall only relate a particular Faft, which 
being proved, will moft evidently (hew^ him to 
liave been quite the reverfe of an Emeritus^ and 
that, inftead of the pretended Interregnum^ his 
Reign, was thi^Year, upon a ftill.morefolidFoun- 
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dation. Though Mr. Zinzendorf had already an 
Appointment or Call from his Sedt dated in 1733, 
^s has been mentioned above; yet in 1743, another 
was given him, in which his Se<3:aries gave them- 
felves over to him in Dodlrine and Pradice, ' and 
agreed that nothing (hould be done without his Ap- 
probation. This Call likewife, though mutilated, 
has been produced before Parliament, in order to 
fliew that all his Congregations, in what Place fo- 
fcver they be, are fubjeft to him and his Orders : I 
Ihall from his own Book, publiflied by him under 
the Name of Siegfried (p. 181, 182) infert here 
the Manner in which this authoritative Call, which 
was delivered to him Nov. 21, 1743, is fubfcribed. 
His Settlements in Wetter avia are likewife mentioned.

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In 1744 he convoked a Synod at Marienbjorn^ in 
fFctteravia, fome Particulars of which have been re- 
lated above. In this Year he Hkewife threatened, 
that his Seft fhould reduce the Proteftant Church 
to a Caput mortuum (See his own Letter to Mr. 
Burg dated March 3, 1 744 in Dr. Fref. Account, 
t. 2. p. 200). In 1745 his Homilies, intitled 
^hirty-two Homilies^ were publiQied by him. In 
1 746 he convoked a Synod at Zeyfi^ where, among 
other Matters, he delivered thofe Sermons which 
were publifhed the Year following, and out of 
which I have brought feveral Charges againft him 
in the Candid Narrative, He alfo in that Year 
ufherM into the World the Xllth Appendix of his 
fcandalous Hymns. In 1 747 he prefented his Con- 
gregations with his Homilies on the Wound Litany, 
ai>d an Addition to his fcandalous Hymns, which 
were declared by him to contain principiaftantis 6? 
cadentis Ecclefta. In 1748, having mangled, and 
curtailed the Augjbiirg Confeffion, he, by his Qwn 
Authority, brought it fo about that his Congrega- 
tions accepted of it. In this Year, he likewife foit 
that threatening Letter to the Magiftrates of Franc- 
fort which we have mentioned above. In 1749, 
thofe Deputies who appeared before an honourable 
Parliament, legitimated themfelves there by a 
Writing given by Mr. Zinzptdorf (See A^. Fratr. 
p. 3.). In 1750 his Sedlaries (hewed themfelves to 
be fo much dependent on him, th^t they, by an 
Ad drawn up u Herrnhaaghtf ore a Notary Public, 
declared, that to renounce himy would be as much as 
renouncing Chrijl. For Brevity Sake, I avoid quot- 
ing more Fads. Thefe, I think, will be fufficient 

Mr. Zinzcndorf dares deny his Profelyte-making. Thefe Sul^- 
fcriptions, as has been faid above, were made in 1 743, and after 
that Time he has extended his Seft, much more, to which the 
At\ of Parliament in 1749, obtained by Craft, h^ not a little 

contributed. -

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Co fliew the Enormity of Mr, Zinzendorf\ Lye, by 
which he has pretended, during the Years I have 
run over, to have lived the Life of an Emeritus^ 
and that his Authority had been interrupted by a 
Sort of Interregnum. Let me add to this one 
Word more, which is, that Mr. Zinzendorf with 
refpcd: to the arbitrary Sway exercifed by him over 
his Se6t, and the Dependance they have on him, 
has been brought to fuch a Nonplus by Mr. Grofsj 
jone of his Adverfaries, that he, in 1740, in his 
Anfwer to him, (p. 16. Spang. ApoL p. 22.) could 
not help faying, that he looked on bis Feoplis inte^ 
rioiir Veneration of him as fuperfluous^ dangerous, andy 
in its laft Confequences, as Jntichriftian{* ). How 
doth this agree with his pretending, that Sefts had 
been among his People, unlefs he thereby means 
thofe Rebels,- who, without his Confent, fettled at 
Olderlcb in that Part of the Dutchy ofHolJiein which 
belongs to the King of Denmark, but, who, being 
come to a due Senfe of their Crime, were in 1 740, 
rcftored again to his Favour ? 

• I confefs I am heartily tired with animadverting 
on fo great a Number of Lies colleded from Mr. 
Zinzendorf ^s laft Apologies. I doubt the Reader 
muft be fo too. Sixteen of them have now been 
fairly proved upon this Man, of whom, it is 
pretended, (vid. Addit. p. 42.) that the World is 
far from being worthy. And were I to fearch clofely 
in his Writings, I imagine, a far greater Number 
might offer. But enough furely has been faid on 
fHat Head and others, to convince the Reader, 
that this Aiithor*s Writings, as well as his Anions 
are of an original Kind. Lx ungue leoncm,

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I have now finiftied my View of Mr. ZtnzendorP% 
Performance in as (hort a Compafs, as his confufed 
Delivery, and the Craft and Guile ufcd by him, 
would permit me. The Reader has had an Ac- 
count of .thofc Matters that have been acknowledged 
by him ; likewife of thofe which he had denied 
againft better Knowledge, and which I have proved 
anew upon him. He alfo has met with a Detail 
of his Ihuffling Anfwcrs, mafterly Impoftures, and 
a long Lift of bafc Lies forged by him. As but a 
jnoft inconfiderable Part of thofe Matters he is 
charged with, has been touched upon by him, a 
twofold Lift has likewife been inferted by mc, in 
proper Places, of thofe Articles, which he has paffed 
over in Silence, and which he was more particularly 
concerned to reply to.

Mr. Zinzendorf has omitted, were judged by him 
fo unanfwcrable, that he could not even invent Lies 
that would bear the Appearance of an Anfwer. I 
might likewife aflert, that, as he has made ufe of 
fo much Shuffling, and ufed fo much Craft and 
double Dealing with refpeft to thofe Matters pickt 
out by him for a Reply ; it follows, that he muft 
have been reduced to great Straits in compiling his 
Anfwer, which, though a very bad one, afibrds 
evident Proofs of the Pains it has coft him.

than unjufi DetraSiony paffed over in Silence. Could 
the Father of Lies have been the Author of a more 
crafty Invention ? and how muft the Party now 
look, after their fhuffling and deceitful Anfwer has 
appeared in Public ? And what Figure muft Mr. Z/»- 
'%endorf now make, after that matchlefs Affurancc, 
with which he, in the fame Pamphlet, gave out, 
that the Public ought to treat thofe Writings that 
had been publtfhed in this Country againft the 
Partyy in the Manner^, the higher Powers com* 
monly ujed to do with regard to the licentious U- 
his againji their own Perfons^ and^as the worthy 
Prelates- themfelves treat many of ^the Pamphlets 
infulting Chriftianityy the Perfon of Jefus Chrifi 
and. the very Exiftence of a fupreme Being. (See 
Plain Cafcy p. 22. and Preface, p. 5.) As his own 
Anfwer proclaims his Guilt, furely that Guilt is 
increafed by thofe wicked Means ufed by him to 
prepoflefc the Public againft his' Adverfarics. 
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I cannot but own,' that I have been at no fmall 
Trouble in going through with and refuting Mr. 
2jnzendorf*s crafty Expofition. I have been 
obliged to pcrufe many of his Writings over and 
over again, in order to convift him of his Im- 
pofitions by Proofs taken from them, and to 
jdrive him out of the many lurking Holes, in 
which he hid himfelf. However, I do not in 
the leaft grudge the Pains I have been at, as 
I think, the Fads laid open in this Performance, 
will ftill more contribute to make others afhameJ 
of a Afo», whom I defpair of making afhamed 
of himfelf. They indeed ought to (hudder at 
the very Thoughts of a Man, who has told us, 
(Expof. p. 3. 4.) fbat be ufes m Guiky mo Difguife^ 
no Cunning ; that be /corns Evqfion^ never lies^ and 
tbat all Sorts of anfweringy with a View of cafling 
I)ufi in Peoplie's EyeSy is below him ; and yet, at 
the very Time of his giving us thefe Affurances, 
he fcarce deals in any thing elfe than Evafions, 
Impoftures ancj Lies. 

As the Party, fo far from having invalidated 
any Charge that has been brought againft them, 
lies ftill under the fame Load ; all that has been 
reprefented in • former Writings, concerning the 
Pernicioufnefs of this Seft to the Church, the 
State and civil liberty, remains in its full and 
intire Force. The warmeft Advocate for Tole- 
ration muft find this Se6l unworthy of it, and 
muft be fenfibie, that there is no Difcourage- 
pfient but is, and has been highly deferved oy 
' its Leaders. The propereft Way for proceeding 
againft them for the future, I think, is not by 
Argument y but by Authority. There is a wide 
Difference between a reafonable Toleration and 
an untoward Connivance, by which we fuffer the 
Fire to burn on, make ourfelves Sharers in the

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Sins of others, and become refponfible for the Da- 
mage that epfucs thereupon. I think I may, with- 
out Flattery, apply to the national Church the 
following Words oi Revel, ii. 2. I know thy WorkSy 
thy Labour and thy Patience^ and how thou canfi mt 
bear them which are evil ; and thou haft tried them^ 
which fay they are Apoftles and are not^ and baft found 
them Lyars,

TRANSLATION. 

Your Lordfhip's Lettefj with a little Book and 
Queftions joined to it, has been received by us in 
the Month of Afoy of this Year, Before we anfwer 
thereto, let u^ briefly premife the following Parti^ 
culars. Count ZinzeMdorf^ in the Year 1733, in- 
treated us to declare our Mind^ whether the Mo- 
ravian Brethren^ driven into Exile for the Sake of 
Religion, and therefore worthy of Compaffion, could, 
upon Suppofition of their affenting to the Prote- 
(bnc Do^rines, keep their former Eqclefiaftical 

E Difcipline, 
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Difcipline, and thus be connefled with us. Wc 
anfwered in the Affirmative. For, they declared to 
profefs the Augjbburg Confeffion, and chat they 
would receive the Sacraments of us ; they likewifc 
made a great (hew of Piety and Chriftian 21eal, and 
called one of our Theological Seminary to be their 
Divine at Herrnbuibj which without difficulty was 
granted them. However, we ^moniffaed thetn as 
well as the Count, ftridly to adhere to the Augf- 
hurg Confeffion, and diligently to take heed of 
Errors and bad Do£trines. But the^ount had not 
fiood to his'Promife, but publifbed fundry Homi- 
lies, Hymns and Writings, (luffed with prodi^ous 
Errors. This has drawn after it an univerfal Con- 
tradidion of the Divines of the -^«^^«r^ Confeffion, 
even of fuch, ais before favoured the exiled Mora- 
vian Church. Wherefore, when the Count, in 1 747, 
begged of the Ecclefiaftical Confiftory at Stutgard^ 
that Divines of our Body might affift at his general 
Synod at Marieborn\ we, by a Rcfcript of his moft 
Serene Highnefs the Duke, were enjoined to de- . 
clare our Minds concerning this Affair. At that 
Time Dr. ff^eifmanvr^ Dean of our Faculty, who, 
as is ufual, drew up a Refponfum, and fet forth 
the Reafons, why it was not advifeable, that any 
of our Divines Ihould be fent to that Synod. Here- 
upon the Confiftory at Stutgard anfwered the Count, 
that, though it did not ab3li(h the firft Refponfum 
of the Theological Faculty at Tubii^en, given in 
1733, it having been given conformably to the 
State of that Time, when the Count's Orthodoxy 
was ftill believed to be found ; yet that for various 
Reafons no Divines could be fent to that Synod. 
I'o this they likewife added feveral Cautions in 
order to reclaim the Count from his Errors add 
pernicious Inftitutions. Having premifed thus 
much, we are now going to anfwer to the Qucf- ' 

tions 
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tions propofed to us. We are very much furprizcd 
at the Count's afferting, that our fecond Refpon* 
fum^ which has been received by our Divines with 
diftinguiflicd Applaufe, had been unknown to him 
before the paffing of the Ad: of Parliament, (in: 
1749.) For at that Time, (wz. in 1747, when 
tht fecond Refpcnfum was given) he kept his Emif- 
fary< Mr. Timaus^ among us, who fiflied out every 
Thing, and without all manner of doubt, has like* 
wife given him Intelligence of this Refponfum. 
Moreover that Refponfum was in 1748, already 
twice in public Print, How can it therefore have 
been unknown to the Count, who is fo over-much 
curious and affiduous in coUeding all writings 
touching him ? Furthermore, the Count himfelf, 
page II, (of his Expojition) fays, that to the Let- 
ter of the Confiftory at Stutgard direfted to him 
May 19, 1747, a Poftfcript had-been added, fctting 
forth, that Dr. Wetfman^ Dean of the Faculty, who 
had drawn up that Refponfum, was then deceafed. 
How could he therefore write, that in the Confi- 
ftory's Letter of May 19, 1747, no Mention was 
made of the fecond Refponfum of our Faculty, 
and that confcquently he had known nothing of it 
before the Year 1749? It is likewife falfe, that 
this fecond Refponfum of our Faculty, drawn up 
by Dr. Weifman^ had been thought fo inconfiderable 
a Thing. For it has been received, as already 
mentioned, with univcrfal Applaufe, even by our 
Confiftory {viz, at Stutgard) and was in 1748, ' 
twice printed. It is therefore a downright Falfe- 
})ood, that it had becH ftolen out of the Uelk of a 
dying Man, and fnbreptitioufly obtained; the 
Count himfelf acknowledging page 10, 11. ^of his 
Expojition) that by infpedting it, it could be feen, 
that it Was fent to the Confiftory at Siuigard, in 
ordtr to inform it about fome Particulars. It is

likcwife moft falfe that Ptelate Bengel^ when dyinQ^ 
fliould have revoked his Opinion concerning the 
Count and his Church, We have wrote to . his 
Friends, who conftantly attended him, when on 
his Death Bed, and they have folemnly declared, 
that he never faid a Syllable concerning that Mat- 
ter. In fine, the very Infpeftion of the fecond Re- 
fponfum given by our Faculty (hews, that it re- 
gards the Count's whole Undertaking and all his En- 
terprizes. The German Words of the Zinzendorfian 
Hymn : Als Gott dein S$bn und dein Gemabl ficb 
einmabl Heilig Kiljien^ &c. are in the Latin Tongue 
faithfully Tranflated as follows: C«/w, O Deus^ 
filius tuus 6f uxor ttia aliquando fanfia Jibi ofcula 
figerent^ forfan in agapis fuis divinis voluptatibus 
indulgenteSj Deus vera originarius divino more 
dormirety formabat fe imago^ perfpellivo modo re- 
prefentans tnille mundorum machinamenta. That 
is to fay, the Count makes the Holy Ghoft the 
Father's Wife and Mother of the Son, and him the 
fole Creator of the World, which he created whilft 
the Father was afleep. How fanatical this is, and 
how abfurd and contrary to holy Writ as well z» 
the Creed of the univerfal Church in all Places, 
every Body muft perceive. Oh! how much do we 
pity that heterodox Count's Cafe? 

We cahnot in any wife believe, that the illuf- 
trious Parliament o^ England hath, by its AA, re- 
ceived into the Bofom of the Englijb Church, the 
Zinzendorfian^ but to have folely indulged it a civil 
Toleration, like that of the Quakers. 

May God Almighty preferve the Engli/h Church, 
that moft noble Body of the Proteftant Church,

A Copy of feveral Canons or Refolutions refolved 
upon at one of the Count's Synods, held at Ma- 
rienborn in 1 744, was prefcnted to the Court of 
Budingen by the Party itfclf, among which the 
following is to be met with : 

Seff. 2. 

" " As it is demanded of People in Penfyha* 
*' " vania in giving the Hand*'** [I fuppofeJ^i^«- 
lata vel junSa mattUj in lieu of taking the Oaths] 
** " to declare, that they are convinced, that no 
*' " body has a Right to the Crown fave' King 
•« " George ; our Brethren, upon fuch a Thing be^ 
*' " being demanded of them, muft declare, that 
*' " they are fo little verfed in the Jus Publicum** ** 
[Rights of Princes] *' " and in Hiftory, that they 
•' " knew nothing of the Right to a Crown, nor 
*' " had a grounded Knowledge of a Pretender ; but 
*' " that phey promifed as much as this; that they 
** " would not be fubjeft to any one but that King 
" *' George^ that had Power to reign over them.**** 

Here follow the Remarks, which the Regency 
has made upon this Article.

Some among them drip of Chrijl^s 
Bloody wherever they are pierced. The Earth on 
which they Jland^ the Chambers in which they Jleep 
and dwells the Brethren and Sifters whom they ap- 
proachj the fVorld (i. e. fuch as are no Herrnhuters) 
with whom they have Buftnefs^ are trickled through 
with Blood, made holy and anointed by them ('). 

§3. 
There being then fo great and fo material a Dif- 
ference between all others and that holy Flock called 
Herrnhuters or Moravians \ may we not, wit houe 
doing any Injuftice to Mr. Zinzendorf^ believe tliis 
grand DiflFcrence to be none of the laft Reafons of 
his behaving with fo much Contempt towards the 
Public, when brought to its Bar to anfwer fuch 
Charges as are objeded againft him i May he not be 
fuppofed, to look on us Hottentots and Heretics^ who 
are fo much inferior to him, as having no Right, 
cither of accufmg him, or being his Judges ? On 
the contrary, as he and his Party, according to 
their own Confeffion, are a Leaven^ mixed with a 
^antity of Flour ^ till it fhaU have leavened is all 
through {% it is his Will and Pleafwe his Mat- 
ters mall be left unexamined, and that every oojc 
ftiall patiently wait his Turn, to be leavened thro* 
by him and his Party. 

§•4- 
Though Mr. Zinzendorf for Convenience Sake, 
may not think proper to own what I have faid \ 
yet upon reflefting on the Conduft, he and his 
Subftitues in Power, have hitherto Ihewn, with re- 
ipeft to the Writings that have appeared againft 
them, their almoft numberlefs Shifts and Evafions,

us room to make any other Judgment. When irf 
the Month oi jipril 1753, 1 had publifhed the CM'- 
did Narrative of the Rife and Progrefs of the Herm- 
butersy their holy Leaders, in fpite of that Per- 
formance's being fupportcd throughout by evident 
Proofs, were pleafed to ftigmatize it with the Name 
of a Ubel-^ and in order to fecure themfelves a* 
gainft anfwering the Proofs fet forth there, they 
pretended to be willing to fuffer as the primitive 
Chriftians had done. However, the Narrative^ to 
the Sorrow of the Chieftains of the Hermbuters and 
the Difappointment of their Money Schemes, meet- 
ing with a favourable Reception from the Publicv 
an Advertifement was inferred in all the News Pi- 
pers of June 2, 1753, in which Promifes were 
given, that an Anfwcr to the Charges brought 
againft them, fhould (hortly be publifhed on their 
Part. It being but juft and equitable to expedt 
the Defence of an accufcd Party -, thefe Promifes, 
made in fo public a Manner, were fo far advanta- 
geous to the Herrnhutersy that the Public thereby 
was kept in fufpenfe. Yet, as it evidently ap- 
peared from their Conduft and Declaration, they 
never had any Intent of giving an Anfwer. For,- 
this very Advertifement was, by the Party, twd 
Tears after ^ denied to have been inferted by them 
in the News Papers, and they have charged it on 
Wellwifhers of theirs ; and fo far have they been 
from dealing honeftly by the Public, that, during 
this long Time, they never did contradidt this 
Promife or acquaint the Public, that it did not pro- 
ceed from them, and that it was not to expedt that 
promifed Anfwer at their Hands. Of a Piece were 
the reft of their fucceeding Aftions, which had no 
fmall Refemblance with a running Fight. For,^ 
though no Anfwer appeared during the Time abovcf- 
meniioncd, notwithftanding they were publicly

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called upon to give one 5 they nevertheleft were not 
wanting to publifti Pamphlet after Pamphlet, in 
which Endeavours were ufed to run down thfc Nar-^ 
rativei yet always keeping at a refpedtful Diftancc 
from the Matters objefted agatfift them. The 
Titles of thefe valuable Pieces^ which likewife a- 
bound with high Encomiums on Herrnhutifm^ 
doubtlefs for keeping up the drooping Spirits of 
the Party, are as follows, i. The Ordinary's Re- 
marks.

6. A Summary InJlru£lion for the travelling'Brethren. 

§.5. 

Thefe are but a few Particulars out of many, 
concerning the Condudl of the Herrnhut Leaders 
to the End of the Year 1754 ; which having been 
fet forth more fully by me elfewhere (*), I beg 
Leave to refer the Reader thereto. As for their 
Conduft fince that Time to this Day, Incidents of 
no lefs Conlideration offer themfelvcs to our View. 
An ingenious and learned Author, having been at 
the Pains in aTreatife, intitled, The Moraviajis 
compared and deteEled^ to examine their Syftem with 
a Retrofpeft to the ancient Hereticks, and to re- 
prefent Herrnhutifm in its proper Hue ; a Piece 
was publilhed in Feb. 1755, on the Part of the 
Herrnhuters^ under the Title oi A Letter from a Mi- 
nijier of the Moravian Branch to the Author of the

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Monnrians e^tfpared and dtteSeij with a PoiKcripe 
from Mr. Zinzendorf to that Author. This Piece, 
which one would have imagined to contsun a Cm^ 
futation of that Performance, Was neirerthelefs far 
from being fuch.' It proved to be as little an An- 
fwet to what had been ob]e£bed by him, as all the 
fix Pamphlets abovementioned, were an Anfwer to 
the Accufations laid by me to the Charge of the 
Htrmbuters. Befides two or three grofs Prevarica- 
tions, for which Mr. Zinxendorf^ perhaps, will meet 
with a condign Chaftifement, nothing is to be met 
with there but a Chain of evafive Shifts, many of 
which might likewife be made ufe of in other Con-^ 
troverfics.. Thus Mr. Zinxendorf^ with the Help 
of his Champion, according to Cuftom, had agaia 
beaten round the Bufti, remaining in the Periphery,- 
and faying fomething, but in reality, little or 
nothing to the Purpofc(').

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Hermbuters^ it happened, that my Supplement to 
the Candid Narrative made its Appearance. It be- 
ing full of authentic Fafts, fit to open the Eyes, 
even of fuch as to that Time, might have remained 
indifferent in the whole Affair ; we may imagine, 
that Mr. Zinzendorf was not a little embarrafled to 
prevent the Impreffion that Piece, together with the 
Treatife of that learned Author juft before taken 
Notice of, might make on the Minds of the Pub- 
lic. Being always ready to do any thing except the 
right one; he thought proper to have it pro- 
claimed in the News Papers, that Queries might 
be propofed to him, which he promifed to anfwer j 
and it was added, that a Perfon of his Acqudnt- 
ance had engaged to ufe his Pen for that Purpofc. 
Unfortunately for Mr. Zinzendorf ^ an anonymous 
Author made greater Difpatch in drawing up Que- 
ries, than his Friend. They appeared in Public, 
and Mr. Zinzendorf purfuant to the Declaration 
made on his Part, (hould have replied thereto. 
But it fo fell outi that thefe Queries were different 
from thofe ufually contrived between Mr, Zinzen- 
dorf and Mr. Spangenberg. Mr. Zinzendorf covXA. 
not with Safety enter the Lifls, and accordingly 
they were left unanfwered, under that admirable 
Pretence of their being indecent^ as indeed all Que- 
ries are, that touch Mr. Zinzendorf too much to the 
Qiiick.

Were I to relate thofe other Shifts and Evafions 
made ufe of by the Party, in the News Papers, 
about this Time, I fhould fpin out this Account 
to a confiderable length, which I purpofely avoid. 
The Attention of the Public being now fixed on 

tedious to infert here, have been made ufe of in the Letter a- 
bovementioned ? They have the fame Tendency, «vi«. to Jhuffle 
and e-vcde ; and, with equal Propriety, could have been ol^edled 
to the Author of thg Mora^vians compared and dete^eJ.^ 
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Svhat, at laft, would come forth on the Part of the 
Herrnbuters ; Mr. Zinzendorf found himfelf com- 
pelled to do fomething for the fake of faving Ap- 
pearances, After having refufed to anfwer thofe 
Queries termed by him indecent ones ; it would 
have been too hazardous a Thing for him, to aim 
at extricating himfelf, by publifhing other Queries 
and Anfwers contrived between him and a Friend, 
in a colluGve Manner. However, he had no Mind 
to favour the Public, with a clear, full and honefl: 
Anfwer to the feveral Articles laid to his Charge ; 
wherefore he pitched upon a Way, which might 
make a Shew of fo doing, though in effeft it was 
far fhort of it ( 'J. I have here in View a Pamph- 
let, which bears the Title of An Expojition or True 
State of the Matters objeSled in England to the Peo- 
ple known by the Name of Unitas Fratrum ; which 
was publiftied in the Spring of 1755, and followed 
foon after, by a fecond Part, in which a third 
Part was promifed, with Intimation that it was 
ready for the Prefs. Another Pamphlet, much 
about the fame Time, was likewife u(her*d into the 
World by the Party, intitled, An EJfay towards giv- 
ing fomejufi Ideas of the perfonal CharaSer of Count 
Zinzendorf 'y concerning which fome Notice fhall 
be taken hereafter.

It is not my Bufinefs, at this Time, nor have I 
room for it, to make the Public thoroughly fen- 
ifiblc, that this Expofition, for the greatefl: Part, is 
a Compound of Impoftures, and an Infult on the 
Reader's Uunderftanding; and that, as for its Me- 
thod, it has been contrived by the Party in fo crafty 
a Manner^ as to put it out of the Power of thofe 
that read it, to difcover even thofe vifible Impofi* 
tions which fland in no need of a Refutation. This 
will fufficiently appear from (*) a View of this Exp^- 
Jition^ which 1 mall hereafter publilh, and which 
would have appeared long ago, had not Mr. Zin- 
zendorf pur poitly and defignedly hindered me from it, 
At prefent I Ihall only fay, that it is evident from thi$ 
compendious Account of the Conduft of the flerrfh 
but Leaders, that full half a Score of Writings have 
been publifhed on their Part; confequently thak 
they have not been wanting either in Leifure or Op- 
portunity to give a dired, full and explicit Anfwcr 
to their Adverfaries. It is likewife vifible, that 
they have fpent full three Years in Shifts and Eva- 
fions, and not judged thofe that are without their 
Pale, worthy of being honeftly dealfr with. But 
this is not all. Mr. Zinzendorfy whofe TneafuitS 
in baffling thofe that attack him are inexhauftibfe, 
has made himfelf invulnerable, and for what | 
know, may carry on his evafive Way of dealing 
with the Public for three Years longer, without any 
Apprehenfion that the Deceptions contained in thie 
above Writings may be detefted. For, would it not 
be highly unjuft, whilft a Man pretends to haveflil| 
fomething to fay in his Defence, to preclude hin^ * 
and pafs Condemnation ? Doth not Equity de- 
mand, that fuch a Perfon (hould be heard ? Be- 
hind fuch a Line of Safety it is that our Moravian

Doubtlefs Mr, Zinzendorf and thofe who are 
aflbdated with him in Power, look upon this their 
Way of dealing with the Public as juft and war- 
rantable. But as, unhappily, we are not, as yet, ufed 
to give up our Reafon blindly ; I humbly think Mr^ 
ZMzendorf ought to have had ib much Deference and 
Condefcenfion, efpecialiy as he and his Party are 
rcfolved to leaven us auite througbH,^)^ as to leave 
us, at leaft for the pretent, iii the Poffeflion of our 
old Right and Cuftom, which intitles every body, 
of what Condition foever, to call to an Account 
fuch Perfon or Perfons, as fet up new Doftrines^ 
or divulge Sentiments, not allowed by the Genera* 
lity of Mankind.

(land God-father to his Child, feeing him handle the Breafts di 
a Woman, upbraided him on that Account; to which Mr, 
Ziuftetubrf ttifMtdy that this qiwj the Fetfinon among Peepie rf .^aw^ 
lity, [Thus, it feems, the Man. of Quality muft excufe this 
Lechery of the Apoftle.] His frequent nightly Vifits paid to 
4nna Nitfchman, have efpecially been taken notice of by Mr. 
Voik, whp likewife reports* that Mr. Zinzendorf, had very often

^at it once happened, that one of them, quite undrefled and

Number of Things has he not already nttered, diat could not 
have been expected but from a rank Papift, and how much may 
not be apprehended to be ftill kept by him in Referve ! He not 
only apologizes for their prohibiting the Reading of the Scripture, 
(See the above Preface, p. 2 1 ), but, in Penfihania, he explained 
himfelf in round Terms; that he agreed with the Roman Catho- 
licks, that the Scripture Jkould not be left in the Hands of common 
People (l)r. Frefenius, torn. i. p. 475. it. tom. 2. p. 428.) He 
juftifies their Worjhip in an unknown tongue (See the Preface 
abovementioned, p. 21 .) Whereas the ancient Mora^vian Church 
held the Papids to be Idolaters (Becherer p. 957) he accounts 
their Idolatry, exteriour Ceremonies. ^The out^jard Ceremonies 
fifthe Papift, fays he, are no Idolatry, infenfu ordinario, (Buding. 
CoIIedi tom. 2. p. 308.) He and his People, according to his 
own Account, pray Ave Marys (See the above Preface, p. 20.) 
They addrefled and invoked the ^/r^//r, Hymn 2261 and 2237. 
In the Lords Supper, he and his Followers, as he fays, hite in 
Chrifi's Corps (as they commonly call Chrift's Body) Homil. on 
the Wound Litany,^. 232.) which, if it doth not imply ^ran- 
fubflantiation, I know not what Tranfubflantiation is. The /«- 
^)ocation of Saints is pleaded for by him in his Expofition, Part 2. 
p. 1 9, l^c. Not to mention any more Articles, nor thofe Mo- 
nadic and other Inditutions already taken Notice of in the Supple* 
ment to the Candid Narrative, p. 7 1 . out of Prelate Bengets Works.

But as 
Divinity or Theology doth not coufift only in believing, bat im- 
plies likewife the Faculty of accurately underftandinc;, explain- 
ing, confirming and defending facred Truths; it fdlows, that 
every Believer cannot be called a Theologus or Divine. Mr. 
yjh^tendorf who pretends to be a Bifhop, could not be ignorant 
of this ; yet, he has thought proper, in this Refpeft to pleafe 
the Quakers, and fuch as fide with them, who, it is known, 
grant every Body that Appellation^^ and on that Account give 
tbem leave to teach. Perhaps has he done this likewife with a 
View, to procure the Name and Authority of Divines or ^heo' 
logi, to thofe ignorant Handicraftfmen, whom he fends as Apo- 
llles into all Parts of the World. I cannot help inferting here 
a Letter of Mr. 7Jrtzendorf to a ^taker, i^hich, if I miftake

As the Art and Myftery of "Trimming is not 
bounded fo ftriftly to the carrying it fair betweea

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all and every one of them iri tM Lump, for the 
Benefit of his holy Troop. Proofs hereof have 
already been given in §. i. to which the Reader 
will give me leave to refer him. And for thefe 
different Changes of the Scene, he has contrived a 
mod ingenious Expedient. Doubtlefs, it would be 
too coarfe and impolitic a Behaviour to court and . 
vilify at one and the fame Time ; on this Account 
we have too different kinds of Writings, iri which 
both Characters are difplayed by Turns. The one 
are Apologies, and Books given into the Hands of 
his Difcipks/(7r making Ufe of them in their T'ranfac* 
tions with People of different Notions \ of this laft: 
kind is his Tranflation of the New Teftament. It^ 
is in thefe Books chiefly, that he hoifts the Flag of 
Friendlhip and carries it fair between different Par- 
ties, whom he thinks it neceffary to coaxe for the 
Sake of carrying on his Schemes. The other kind 
of Writings are Minutes of Synodical Speeches, 
Hymns and Sermons, delivered by him, intra fo- 
mcsria coetuSy to his own Flock. In thefe he difplays 
quite different Colours; freely pouring out his 
Heart before them, deeming all that is not of his 
Stamp as ^Counterband, and whoever he meets 
with on thefe Occafions, as Prelate Bengel expreflcs 
it (p. 255.) mufi fall down^ and become a Pavement 
for the Ordinary's pafftng over. In a Word, he fides 

ing his Party ? for, the handful of Moravian Exiles who, I 
hear, are all dead, gave but fmall Scope to his Undertaking. 
Though fo many jarring Opinions feem to thwart one another ; 
yet, as Parts diametrally oppoiite and at equal Diftance from,

§ 22. 

Notions in Religion, it is known, fcldom fail of 
influencing the Conduft of thofe that profefs them ; 
wherefore, as Mr. Zinzendorf thinks proper to aft 
^t Part of a Trimmer in a Bufinefs of fo great Mo- 
ment, we cannot wonder at his fliewing a fimilar 
Difpofition in other Concerns. It is remarkable, 
that fome of his Friends having upbraided him on 
account of his frequently contradifting himfelf, he 
in a Letter dated 0^. ^o, 1733, gave the follow- 
ing Anfwer, inftead ot a better Excufe. / do not 
know J fays he, that I make any other ContradiSlions^ 
cr vary in /peaking and writings than what the Change 
of Things^ of the Method^ of the Views and of the 
Ideas requires ('). Thus he may fhift and vary, ac-

cording to the di^^erent Circumftances of Time, and 
the Variety of Humours, Defigns and Interefts. 
Accordingly we meet, in his Writings, with fuch 
a Multitude of Contradidions, which no doubt 
proceed from the Change of his Views, that to 
give a Lift of them all, would be an cndkfs Un- 
dertaking. However, that the Reader may not 
take this barely on my Worcf, I fhall prefent him 
here with a few Inftances which relate to Writings 
^nd Tranfaftions of the Party in this Country. 

Firft Injtance. It has been mentioned in the 
Supplement to the Candid Narrative^ p. i8. that the 
Party, by a folemn Writing executed Nov. 21, . 
1 743, had given themfelvcs over to Mr. Zinzendorf 
in Dodtrine and Pradicc. This Writing, which is 
called by them a Vocation or Call to the Advocacy of 
fhe Brethren^ has been produced, as fuch, before 
an honourable Parliament, with Mr. Zinzendorf *s 
Acceptation of that Call, but both of them mangled 
in fuch a Manner as to conceal the moft material 
Points, whereof that auguft Body fhould have 
been informed. It is not our Bufinefs to enlarge 
here on the Devices made ufe of by the Party, in 
that Tranfaftron, but the following Paflage I think 
proper to repeat out of the Aft of Acceptation of 
that Call. 

" I have,** fays Mr. Zinzendorf there to his 
Brethren, " grafped this Office rather than ac- 
*' cepted it, and I make no fcruple to fay, 
^' that I fhould have feized on it, and main- 

this Ti^e^ Ukc^Mife require your faying fo Hencc we may wn- 

derftand what Mr. Zinxendorf mt73Xi.% by fpeaking of Examina- 
tions. In thefe he can alway# accommodate himfelf to the Ex- 
aminer, becaufe the Vienxis will have it fo, and notwithilanding 
divulge in his Writings the contrary.

This Paflage, and the Aft of Acceptation itfelf 

IS to be met with at large in a Writing publilhed in 

1745, in the common Name of the Party, intitled, 

Creutzreichj p. 2 1 8, on the Title Page of which, God 

has been called upon by them to witnefs its Contents, 

However, if we look into another Writing of 

theirs,, publifhed in 1752, it will appear that his 

Word is not to be trufted ; for, he expreffes him- 

fclf there in the following Manner : 

** 1 have taken the Advocacy upon me out of 
*' Condefcenjion.** 
This Paflage, which every body will fay, is di- 
reftly the contrary to the former, ftands in that 
Apology fo often mentioned by me, contrived be- 
tween Mr. Zinzendorf and Mr. Spangenberg^ p. 620, 
and was fpoken by the former at a Synod of theirs. 

§. 24. 
Second Injlance. It having been objefted to 
Mr. Zinzendorf^ that he calls his People a Theo- 
cracy^ which, as every body knows, is a State un- 
der the immediate Governance of God alone, as 
that of the Jews was formerly ; fuch was the Change 
of his Views, when he wrote his Expofition, that 
againft the common received Notion of that Term, 
he has given us there. Part I, p. 23, the following 
Reply : 

" By Theocracy is and muft be underftood in 
" the Society, that as the Authority private 
** Perfons have as Parents, muft be in fome 
" Degree direfted and regulated by the Fa- 
" ther of the Commonwealth ; fo he, who is 
" the general Father of all Men, muft rule 
** over all." 

G4 Yet 
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Yet if we compare this with another Writing,, 
publiflied by him and his Party fame Time before, 
viz. in 1 745, on the Title Page of which they 
have palled on God to witnefs its Contents, viz. 
Creutzreicb^ p! 40, we (hall find Mr. Zinzendorf 
fpeak in quite a different Tune. 

'* A %beocracy^ fays he and his Party there, 
" is a Nation, immediately fubjtAed to God, 
*' and where his Servants aft not as Teachers 
*' but as Magitlrates."

71 lid liijlance. Mr. Zinzendorf^ in order to 
klaim a Merit on account of having taken upon 
himfelf the Advocacy of what he calls the Mora- 
vian Brethren^ tells us, that the Brethren's Intereft 
had been negleftcd at the Treaty of Ofnabrucky and 
that the Protefl-ant Princes had not then taken Care 
of that Church. Yet, that ver]^ Mr. Zinzendorf 
in ariorher of his Writings, profefTes downright, 
that the Proteftant Princes had aftually madelnrcr- 
cefi'ioiis for her at that Time, ai^d that no Fault 
could be laid to their Charge. 

" The Brethren's Intereft," fays he, in his 
Eypcfition^ P. I. p. 35. 36, " had been fo ne- 
" g'efted at the I'reaty of Ofnabruck^ as to 
'' leave tlieir Churches and Liberty of Con- 
" fciencc to the Mercy of their Sovereigns of 
" another Religion, at a Time when all the 
" other Proteftant Interefts were cared for ; 
" the Princes, who had formerly taken Care 
*^ of th:;c poor, oKl and diftrefled Church, no 
" longer had any Ambition to claim their 
*^ for:ner Relation with her." 
The otlicr PaiTage, in which juft the contrary is 
iiiiJ, n:ns in the following Words : 

'^ At tlicTimc of the great Negociations of 
" Peace in the EiDpire : /. e. the Peace of Of- 

" nabruck) 
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*^ VMhruck) fays he, Intcrceffions were, made 
*' in F avour of the Moravian Brethren at the 
" Imperial Court, and it is not the Fault of 
'* any Proteftant- Prince, that they did no? 
*' obtain a free Exercise of Religion, even in 
*' the Auftrian hereditary Provinces." 
Thefe laft Words are to be met with in a Peti- 
tion of his to the King of Denmark^ which ftands 
^nlerted in a Book already mentioned, intitled, 
Creutzreicbj p. 235, on the Title Page of which he 
and his Party have called on God to witncfs its 
Contents. 

§. 26. 
Fourth Inftance. It is a common Thing with 
Mr. Zinzendorfj for the fake of making a Kind of 
Parade, to plead a voluntary Poverty, though it 
be, in reality, but a fham-one, not unlike the Cafe 
ot a. Man, who ftrips himfelf in order tp bathe, 
and has it in his Power, when he pleafes, to leave 
the Water and put on his Cloaths again. If it be 
afked, what is become of his Subftance ? the An- 
fwer is differently made according to the Change of 
Mr. Zinzendorf'j Views. At one Time it is the 
Church that has it, and at another his l/uty is in 
Poflellion of it. In a Speech made by him to the 
Governor and Council of Penfylvania^ May 1 5, 1 742, 
and which afterwards has been inferted in the a- 
boyementioned Book fp. 187.) on the Title Page 
of which God is called upon to witnefs its Con- 
tents, we find Mr. Zinzendorf deliver himfelf as 
follows : 

*' The Audience perhaps will aflc, what Sort 
*' of a Perfon is fhe Wifeof this Man (mean- 
" ing himfelf; that is fo extraordinary in 
*' every Refped:, the Wife of an illuftrious 
** Hu(band, who isftill alive, and whofe All 

''Jhe 
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** jhe has inherited ten Tears Jince (i. c. 1 732) ? 
*• She is a graceful Wife, 6ff." (") 
Yet, if we confront herewith a Letter, wrote by 
him to a Greek Metropolitan, Dec. 12, 1740, and 
which, as a Piece belonging to Church Hiftory, 
has been inferted in his refpe^able Documents^ the 
Budingian ColleSlions^ t. 3. p. 306, he gives him 
.the following Account : 

" What fhall I do unto you, Reverend, moft 
*' grave, moft learned and moft excellent Bi- 
" fhop, 6fr. ? My Riches are become the 
" Property of the Churchy I am glad to be 
" deemed poor for Chrift's Sake." (*) 

§.27. 
As I have but (lightly touched upon the Herrn- 
hut or Moravian Hymns, in my Candid Narrative^ 
and the fubfequent Writings ; 1 cannot, as yet, 
leave my Antagonifts, without taking further No- 
tice of them. It is true, Mr. Zinzendorf^ in his 
Expojition^ has been at great Pains to withdraw the 
Attention of the Public from them -, but, as thefc 
Hymns, neverthelefs are Elegancies ('), and declared 
by him to be fuch ; as they are given out to be 
abfolutely fcriptural in Perm as well as Matter ; and 
as thofe that oppofe them^ are . deemed by him to be 
worthy of having their Tongues pluckt out and Hands 
fhopp^d offi^^) ; who fees not, that what he has faid

Aliegadons, which his prefent Views have called 
upon him to make uie of. I (hall herrafcer, in my 
Anfwcr to that Performance, lay fuch Matters be- 
fore the Public with refpedt to thefe Allegations, 
as will, I am confident, fill every body with Indig- 
nation againft the Author of them, though even 
no other Matters could be laid to his Cliarge. 
For the prefcnt, let me, before I enter upon thefe 
Hymns, make one (ingle Remark on two Paffagrft 
to be met with in the Party's Writings nuhliflinl 
htvtm England. The firft is to be found in Mr. 
Gambold's Preface to Mr. Zinzendorf^H Perempto- 
rifches Bedenken^ or the Ordinary^s Pcrmptory Hn^ 
marks J &c. where it is faid, p. 7, that Mr. Zinxm- 
dorf bad been declared the Author of Stanzas^ whith 
he had notfo much as feen. The other Pankf/,e may 
be met with in Mr. Zinzendorf'% Expofithn^ F'*iif 11. 
p. 24, where he delivers himfcif in rhe loljowiiij^ 
Manner: " The Stanzas mentioned in Mr. ( laiuU/MS 
Preface to the Peremptory Jiedenken^ ('\. r, tUr i hM 
nary*s peremptory Remarks; " a« ufytrt {tvu l/y mm*,

For, 
had not this been their Intent, it would have been 
very eafy for them, nay, it was their Duty to add, 
that by tbefe JVords they did not mean thofe Hymns 
which I had quoted^ but that there were other Ifymns 
to be met with in controverftal Books publijbed in 
England, whereof Mr. Zinzendorf had been declared 
the Author^ though he had not feen them till then^ 
i. e. in 1 753. But fuch an open and candid An- 
fwer would not have ferved their Purpofe, It i$ 
likewife obvious, that I having been compelled, by 
Mr. Gambold*s Aflertion, in the above Preface, tp 
prove in an unexceptionable Manner, that Mr. 
Zinzendorf not only had feen thpfc Ifynns quoted by 
tne^ but had likewife fubli(hed them with a Preface^ 
fung them zvith his Congregation^ defended them^ &c. 
(See Solemn Cally p. 17.) ; Mr. Zinzendorf ^ in order 
to come off, has, in the fecond Paflage above 
quoted, intirely pafled over in Silence thofe Proofs^ 
which I had produced tp juftify my laying the faid 
Hymns to his Charge, and has bethought himfelf 
of an E:i^pedient to fave that Aflertion, or as he 
terms it, to render it more intelligible (which his 
Views did pot allow him before to do) by giving 
11$ tp underiland, that it relates to Songs and 
Verfes pi^blifhed in England^ in Controverftal Books 
MQt feen by him till 1753. Whatever Mr. Zinzen- 
dorf may think of this Expedient, it will do him 
biit little Service. I fliall join Ifllie with him, yet 
am afraid, this new Aflertion, inftead of helping 
him out, will render his Caufe more black than it 
was before. The Quefticn between him and me is 
now no more about thofe Hymns which I have 
quoted againft him ; for, they have been tacitly 
acknowledged to have been feen by him^ to have been 

pub' 
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;publijhed by him with a Trtfact^ to have beenfung by 
him with his Congregation^ to have been defended by 
him^ &c. but what is to be inquired into concerns 
a Point of Time, viz. Whether or no Songs and 
Vcrfes have been publifhed in England^ in Contro- 
Verfial Books, againft the Party, which Mr. Zinzen- 
dorf had nt)t feen till 1753. After a diligent In- 
quiry, which I have made among fuch as have full 
Knowledge of all that has been publifhed againft 
the Party here in England^ before I began to write 
againft them ; I find, that but two Writings have 
appeared againft them, in which their Hymns were 
attacked. The firft is intitled. Hymns compofed tor 
the Ufe of the Brethren^ by the Right Reverend and 
mofi Uluftrious C. Z. publifhed for the Benefit of all 
Mankind. In the Tear 1749. It is a Tranfcript 
of twenty Hymns or Parts of Hymns, taken out 
of the Englifb Hymn Book of the Brethren^ printed 
in London /(?r James Hutton -, and Mr. IVefley is 
reputed to be the Author of that Pamphlet. The 
other Writing, which was publifhed in 1750, bears 
the following Title : The Contents of a Folio Hi- 
ftory of the Moravians or United Brethren (') ; in 
the Preface of which four Moravian Hymns, fc- 
leded out of the twenty Hymns or Parts of 
Hymns in Mn JVeflefs Pamphlet, are literally tran- 
fcribed ; fo that whoever has feen the Hymns in 
the firft Pamphlet, may be accounted to have like- 
wife feen thofe that are recited in the latter, not a 
Tittle being altered there. Now, as thefe are the 
only Writings (*) in which the Moravian Hymns 

have

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have been attacked before the Year 1753 ; it fol- 
lows, that, if I am able to prove, that Mr, Z/»- 
zendorfy long before that Time, had Knowledge 
of the firft Pamphlet, he falfely pleads to have in 
1753, thefirJlTimeofbis'Ufefeenj in Controverlial 
Books, publilhed. in England:^ Songs and Verfes 
charged on him. And the following is the Proof, 
which I bring againft him from his own Book, in- 
titled. Natural Reflexions j where, in the Appendix, 
p. I i9,Complaints are made of Calumnies being dif- 
perfed in foreign Countries againft the Party, in 
order to amufe the People therewith ; and under- 
neath the following Note ftands inferted : 

*' This no where has been of lefs Effefl: than 
*' in England. For, when in this Year (i 749)

With what Face 
can therefore Mr. Zinzendorf affert, his having feen 
ifi iJSSfor thefirji Time of his Life^ what in 1749 
had been already taken Notice of by him, and his 

verfial Books to be printed hereafter, in order to evade thisDe* 
tedlion.

Words likewife an Approbation of that Hymn- 
Book mentioned there ? Again, as that Aflertion 
in the above Preface was merely contrived for tak- 
ing off the Edge of the Indignation, with which 
the Public had a Right to look upon him, on ac- 
count of thefe fcandalous Hymns, quoted by me 
againft him in the Candid Narrative j muft not that 
Indignation now rekindle, nay encreafe, fince I 
have made it out, beyond Contradidion, not only 
that thefe Hymns are juftly laid to his Charge, but 
that he has twice impofed on the Public ; firft^ by 
flily inducing People to a Belief, that thefe Hymns 
had not fo mueh as been feen by him ; and fecondly^ 
by his being fo audacious, after that Falfehood had 
been dctefted, as to palm on them another Un- 
truth, viz. that this Aiffertion related to Hymns in 
Controverfial Books not feen by him //// 1753, and 
which, neverthelefs, he had already had Notice of 
in 1749. I Ihall, as I have faid above, in my 
Viw of Mr. Zinzendorf's Exfofttiony produce ftill 
more ftriking Inftances of his Impoftures, Let us 
now proceed to the Hymns themfelves. 

We find a great many of them to be half He- 
hrew and half German^ or half Latin and half Ger- 
fM/r, compofed in the Tafte of Macaronii VcrCtSj 
formerly ufed in France and Italy ; where they were 
invented merely for the fake of creating Mirth. 
Neither a Scarcity of Words, nor a Want of Li- 
berty of Expreffion in the native Tongue, which, 
in former Ages, might have been pleaded in Fa- 
vour of fuch Compofitions, can be alledged by the 
Party ; who, befides, in fome of thefe Mongrel 
Verfes, exprefs themfelves in fuch a Manner as 
' cannot but caufe great Offence. Let this fingle In- 
ftance vouch for my Aflertion. Hymn 2087. v. i. 
7. *' God the Word, the Shepherd of Men, Veritas 
divina^ was arretted in the Garden, hcra matntifia.

They have zTe Patrem (Hymn i^gs)i zTeMd- 
trem (Hymn 1896), z Te Jebovab {Hymn 1897), 
a Te Jgnum (Hymn 1898), a Te Sponfam (Hymn 
1882). Nothing feems wanting but the LaudesFilUj 
i. e. EccUfiie MilitantiSj and the Party would have a 
two-fold Trinity, a created and uncreated, a tem- 
poral and fpiritual one. Thefe Laudes need not be 
invented: they may be gathered together from 
what is abundantly to be met with in their Writ- 
ings. What is more common among them than 
to call themfelves the only^ bofyy bleffed Congrega- 
tion? Chrift, in Hymn 1764, v. 4, is fpoken to 
in the following Words : " I'hink on it, what the 
** Congregation, which never dies^ can give to the 
** Brethren/* Hymn 2197 contains a Dialogue 
between them and the Angels, who, by way of 
Refponfe^ are made to tell the Congregation, in 
Verfe 10, that " when they hear the Brethren fing 
** their TV Sponfam and Te Agnum^ they are ready 

** to fall on their Faces*' If the Party continues 

in this Strain, the Legends of the Papifts, for In- 
ftance, de Utania Gregorti M. will be but Trifles in 
Comparifon with them. 

What Prophanenefs, Levity, Drollery, wild and 
ludicrous Reprefentations, fit only for caufing De- 
rifion, and creating ridiculous and naufeating Ideas, 
do not the following Hymns and Part of Hymns 
contain ! Hymn 201 1. *' Nothing is more cour-

Concerning the Apoftles and the primitive 
Church, they exprefs themfelves in Hymn 2206.

** brought their Hearts in Order ; yet before his 
** End, he ftill called them impatient ones. In or-

According to what has been fhewn in the Candid 
^arrativ^ (p. 56, 57.) Mr. Zinzendorf is not 
afliamed, in hjs Pulpit Difcourfes, to fet off the 
Member of Generation in Men as the moji noble and 
moji refpe£lable Part of the Body, nay fuperior to all 
the reft. The better to countenance that pretended 
Noblenefs and Superiority, his Imagination has 
furnilhed him with another Invention, which i^ 
yet more impure and fcandalous. It is that Chriftj 
by his Circumcifion and the Opening of his Side 
(which he is lewd enough to compare with thp 
Organ of Generation in the other Sex, (See Preface 
of the Supplement to the Candid Narrative^ p. 25O 
has procured a peculiar Bleffing to Coition. In 
thofe Hymns which relate thereto, we find Chrift^s 
Side Wound impudently called the Thigh-hole^ the 
little Thigh' Space^ the Thigh Crevice^ the Slit on the 
Thigh y the Hole in the bloody Thigh ^ (Hymns 1931, 
v. 7. 1974, V, 3. 2129, V, 10. 2098, V. 2.) I kifs 
the Thigh Hole (Hymn 2146, v. 2.) in Jehovah* s 
Thigh-Hole (Hymn 2104, v. 3.) And in the 2114th 

Hymn, 
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Hymn, whep fpeaking of the Circumcifion they 
dclivcrthcmfclvcs in the following Manncn " Ver. i. 
" Little Boy** (by which they undcrftand Cbrsji) 
•* thy Manhood is a BlcflSng to poor me, that I, 
" as a Warriour Boy, can be a Partaker of thy 
•* Childhood, v. 2. May thy firfl: holy Wound 
'< anoint me for the Conjugal Bufinefs, upon that 
V Member of my Body, which is for the Benefit 
** of my Wife; v. 3. And the Purple-red Oil 
•^ flow upon my Prieft's Hole, and make it rightly

** cording to her Make, gets fight of the Covenant

•' Ye holy Matrons who, as Wives, are about your 
** Vice Chrijlsy you honour that precious Sign, by

The 2010th Hymn is ftill more 
plaiti, with refpeft to thefc two Sources aforemen- 
tioned. The Choir of the Sifters begins as follows,

one) " which we have of the Lamb. Conjugal 
*« Gifts, which the Hufband cannot enough be 
« thanked for! Mayft thou, for Jefus's Sake, 
** anoint them Heart, Mouth and Fronts where 
*' one lies and worfhips, £5?^." The Choir of the 
other Sex anfwers to this in verfe 7. " Our Heart's 
** Tendcrnefs, (which means the Hufband of the 
" Hearts,) fometimes cries^ foprietimes fmiles, ibme- 
*' times bears Witnefs, fometimes is filent, loves 
" you Hearts intrufted to us, we ferve your Joys 
" or Painsj and do it bended," Upon which both 
Sexes, in a Chorus, addrefs>thcmfelves to what 
formerly was adored at Lampfacus in the following 
Words, " Ver. 8. Member fulIofMyftery! which 
*^ holily gives and chaftly receives, the Conjugal 
** Ointments for Jefus's Sake, during the Em- 
*' braces, invented by the Moft Merciful himfelf, 
** there being then Seeds of the Church fewed. 
** Ver. 9. Mayft thou be blcffed and anointed with 
*' the Blood that formerly ran from our Hu(band: . 
" mayft thou feel great Tendernefs at the Side, 
" which is open for the Lamb's Spoufe, fince 
*' the Spear has pufhed into it, and which is 
** the Objeft of married People. Ver. 11. A Kifs 
** of Peace (is given) and a Greeting to all our 
*' dear Bones and Ribs, upon the Breaft, where 
*• our little Children take their Nourifhment from, 
♦* and the Body of the Sifters, incorporated with

** bearing Ibeak of Jefus's Peace. A Thaw go 
*• through trie People out of thy bloody Side, out

That Bufi- 
nefs is there ftiled in exprefs Terms, (Hymn 1843, 
V. 13, as we likcwife find it in the Zinzendorfian 
Sermons, a Vice-God^ s A£i. In Hymn 2166, v. 12. 
they fing as follows^ " Our Matrimonies are Feoff- 
ments of Truft,'* (/. e. Goods intruded, where witli 
one cannot ad: absolutely, but muft leave them to 
the Succeflbr) •> till we fliall fee the Hufband of 
** Matrimonies •, this we know. Verfe 6. God Papa 
** and Brother Lamb, blow up trinitarily thy Flame, 
*' and thou Hufband of Souls, thou marcrimonial 
*' Father, be thou as near to the Procurator as to 
*' the Bride/* Item, Hymn 2226, v. 2/ *' Be thou 
" her Vice Cbrifty' (the Male is here underflood) 
" as fhe is the Pifture of the Church, fo mufl thou, 
*' in all Cafesy perform his," (Cbrift's) " Office on 
" her." Item, Hymn, 2268, v. 3. " The Lamb 
** that has chofen thee to be his eternal Wife, and 

Party make Ufc of this Stratagem, will be pleafed to be upon 
his Gaardy and clofely examine, whether or no Anfwers are 
given by them to all and every Proof, by which the Allega- 
tions are fupported. Here I muft once more repeat Mr. Zinzen- 
Jorfz Con&ffion in Profe, already quoted in the Candid Nar- 
rati've^ p. 56, it being appofite to the above Article: " I do 
** not underftand," fays he, *' the Conjundion of Sexes any 
** other wife than in Senfu Oeccnomico iff Minijeria/i, according 
** to the Liturgy of a SanSuary on Purpofe appointed, called the 
" Cofigugal Bed, where two Perfons — keep a daily WerJ^jp-^SLTid 
** where among other Office Duiies and dsurch-Graces^-^QYiMron 
** are begot and conceived, £iff." It ought to be carefully ob- 
ferved, that thefe Words iland in a Book, intitled ^Uwi of 
Zin^endorf s Natural RefieSiom^ which he has ^ery lately recom- 
Inended to his Flock, long after I had, in the Car: did Narrati^ve^ 
quoted out of it this Conteffion againft him. See Sumtfutry In-

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*' for a Vicarfhip to thee, has created me, till he 
" Ihall be it himfelf." Item, Hymn 2156, intitled 
a Church Hymn^ where in the 8th Verfe, the Ma- 
trimonial Choir fings as follows, ** The Wives are 
^ almoft uneafy, till their Hufband fhall embrace 
" them. What is a Vice Hufband! A Child that 
*• himfcif chufes to go over into the Hufband's 
*' Arms. Hufband ! make it alfo, that one may 
** be able to indure it,'* &?f . fcfr. 6fr. 

Thus we fee under what various Pretences our 
Moravian Patriarch has introduced his Bed Cham- 
ber Matters into religious Songs, and publifhed 
them, in order that they may be re^d and fung by 
the Party with Edification. I have here 6ndfca • 
voured to give a fhort Abridgment of them for 
the Readers Information. I own I had determined 
to arm myfelf with Patience, when I undertook to 
meddle with thefe Matters ; but I find now it for- 
fakes me, and that I am quite weary of the Tafk. 
So numerous are the Hymns that relate thereto, 
and fo naufeous are their Contents, that 1^ Heart 
fufceptible of any Delicacy, mufl find great Re- 
lu6tance in dwelling upon them ; efpecially as their 
OfFenfivenefs increafes beyond Meafurc, by being 
blended with the Name of Chrijl and the mofl facred 
A6ts of Religion. Inflead therefore of entering into 
a minute Detail thereof, let me be permitted to with- 
draw from this Sink of Uncleannels, as quick as pof- 
fible, by throwing together a few more of the moft 
remarkable PafTages of their Hymns on this Head ; 
whereby the Reader will be fully convinced, that the 
Party^ being loft to all Senfe of Shame^ makes it a Part 
of their Devotion^ toftng of the A£l of Coitiotk and the 
Circumftances attending it ; that they ruminate there- 
on as if they were prefent at it -, that^ in fome of 
them^ Chrift^ who^ according to their DoSlrine^ is the 
Hufband in the moft proper Senfe^ and the Vice Chrift 
fn/y in an improper one^ is introduced as performing ' 

that 
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that A£l\ and that their future Paradife is not a 
whit better than that of the Impofior Mahomet. 
Let the Reader take the following Quotations. 
Hymn 2188, v. 15. "I believe, that there is a 
** Time coming, when my Creator Jefus Chriji 
** will marry me in Body and Soul.*' Hymn 1843, 
V. 8. " I am purpofely created for fleeping in his 
** Arms." Hymn 2002, v. 4. " Well m^y, ye 
** Companions, be at Reft, if you are truly minded 
*' to wallow in Blood, for, I know a Heirt, which 
" for his Sufferings and Pains," (i'. e. Cbrijt) 
*' longs to have you in his joyful Bed," Hymn 
2288,v. 3. " In whofe Hands" (i. t.Chriffs) " thou 
'** haft, plaudenteEccleftolay more than once cOnflgn*d 
" thy Matrimonial Yea, till thy Huft^and," {Chriji) 
" fliall conduft thee to Bed." Hymn 2302, v. ic 
** Mother," Cby which they underftand the Holy 
Ghoft) " prepare us for his" (Cbrifs) "Conjugal 
" Bed." Hymn 2163, v. 2, 3, 4. " lill the Hour 
*' appears for which the Church weeps, aind the 
*' invifible Huft>and fliall appear vifible : Till the 
*' grand Wedding Feaft, when he (Chriji) vifibly 
*' uiall fend for his Rib bought by him, he has 
*• made a Prefent to his dear People of a Pledge, 
*^ whereby his Cloud of Witnefles remember the 
** future Matrimony, and already before hand 
*' tafte fuch Strength, as if God^s Son did already 
." fpread his Skirt over us. Ezek. xvi. 8." This 
Pledge, in the following Verfes, is explained to 
confift in the hordes Supper^ and in the fo oft men- 
tioned Vicarjhip^ in which the Hufband reprifents 
Ghrift, and which again is called there a SacrafHeni. 
Hymn 2302, v. 13, 14. *' O Hun3and," (i.e. 
Chriji) " fteam through us thy Oil and Spiritus vi- 
" talis^ know us often, according to Body and 
" Soul, in thy Penetrale.*' Hymn 2306, " Hu(- 
'' band with the fteaming little Corps!" (whereby 
they underftand Chriji) " embrace me, hugg me 
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'* ihy little Bride^ make thyfclf to day fo familiar 
•' with us as if we were little Sides,^* (or Side-holes.) 
Hymn 2193, v. 2. ** The Vice- Princes of the 
*' Lamb's Fair ones muft firft accuftom and fit 
** them to their ownfelves. — Bot when the Heart 
*• has crept to the Hole in the Wound made by 
*' the Spear, to dwell there, then the Matrimo- 
". nial Lord," (Cbrift) « may himfclf carefs it.^ 
Hymn 2172, v. 4. " Whoever in the Band is 
*' Reprefenutive of Cbrift and his Office^ is held to 
** be liis Wife's Head 5 for it is to be feen, how it 
•' fpurts out of him, what he is full of, and for 
*• what Purpofe he is to be to her.** Hymn 2172, 
V. 4, 5, •• He** (Cbrift) " comes into their Juices, 
** with his Wound Juice, and in the Conjugal Bu- 
** (inefs makes them Creator like; he anoints and 
** macerates them, be deadens and enlivens them ' 
•' in holy Harmony. And when the Anointment- 
*' Oil flows, fince God the Creator will have it fo, 
*' then the Couple is greeted by the Matrimonial 
" God of the Church; fometimes a little Body 
•* coagulates. Job x. 10, which becomes a 
*' Lamb's Bone.** Ibidem v. 7. " Happy is fuch 
*' a Brother, who wears CbrijPs Pidure, an^ on 
" the Church's Rudder now moves for two." 
Hymn 2186, v. 8. " I fee Members, Sifters and 
" Brethren, and in the Body of the Cbriftejfes 
•' within it Procurators chofen by the Lamb.'* 
Hymn 2198, v. 8, 15, 16, 17. " That officiating 
** Member full of Myftery, which every Man 
*' wears, he {Christ) did likewife wear, the Cove^ 
*' nant'slncifion, in his firft Days, (hews it. Puberty 
" did not ftay behind, and in every ordinary Thing 
•' he became like us. — We look upon ourfelves 
*^ as Youths, and feel ourfelves as Lamb's Wives, 
*' predeftinated to the eternal Matrimony, and till 
•' God (hall marry us, the God who is our Creator 
" and Father of the Lamb, till then we are a Bride 

*' Heart 
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*' ttedrt for Chrift, not without Conjugal Flame. 
^' He'* (sLti Hermbuter) " feels it at the Lord's 
*' Supper, when his Breaft is tendered to him, but 
•* fuch feel moftly the Grace- Eledion, whom he 
" knows as a Hufband. He truly enters into 
** them, that is to fay in* Body, and Soul, and 
*' fleams through their Maitow and Bone with his 
^* Conjugal Oil. Hereapon we take a. View, but 
** only of the general Plan, to what Purpofe the 
** venerable Members ^ate intrufted to us as a Pre- 
** rogative, and pray to feal us till he himfelf 
** thinks proper to unbolt them again:" — Surely^ 
fuch Samples of Obfcenity cannot redound much 
to the Honour of the Broacher, and to do them 
the Juftice they defervc, we muft own, that they 
arcr much a-kin with the Abominations of the 
ancient Gnoftks^ and the religious Worlhip paid by 
the Heathen to Phallus and Priaptis. 

Onfe Thing mori?, and I have done with this Pa- 
ragraph. We have feen in that blafphemous Hymn 
(wz. N. 2i88.) which the Theological Faculty at 
the Univerfity of Tubingen^ has quoted againft thd 
Party out of the Xllth Appendix of their Hy mns, ( ')

For, in 
another Hymn, viz. the 2175th. v. 3, which is 
likewife of his own Compofition, we find him ez« 
prefs htmfelf more roundly, viz. that in the A&us 
Coitionis is a Refemblance of tie Hohf Trinity. His

^^ Conjugal Copulation, has deduced its deep 
« Myftery, where the Hufband, Wife and Child 
*' are one Ground-Point, that very Moment in 
*' which they trinitarifc,** or out ot three become 

Apologies are from what he teaches to his Flock, to lay before 
the Reader a Paflage out of one of his Stermons reltling to theft 
Hymns, in which he, ftur/iom nvorultrinz btnv tmy omt urn fndiKi 
Songs out of them, in order to pro*ue the JJnfoundnifs and Ab/nrdity 
rf the Party ^ fpeaks in Commendation of them» and exalts fe 
much as to number their Hymns among the ipiritnal Afflidions 
«f Chriilendom. The PaiTage ftands in his Homlies on tin 
Wound Litany, (p. 279.) which he has dedicated to his Lady,

Before I conclude, I muft beg leave to lay be- 
fore the Public one Inftance more (befides thofe 
already mentioned; of the Artifices, Evafions and 
Impoftures which occur fo frequently in the Party's 
Anfwers to what hath been objedled to them by 
their Opponents. A Number of Icandalous Hymns 
having been laid by me to Mr. Zinzendorp% 
Charge in the Candid Narrative : Mr. Gambold^ in 
the Preface to a ihuffling Pamphlet) intitled the

knew nothing at all of thofe Hymns laid by me to 
his Charge ? [ dare be pofitive, every one will an- 
fwer this Queftion in the AfErmarive. On this? 
very Account I, in the Solemn Call on Count Zinzcn- 
dorf, isfc. did prove, in an inconteftible Mannery 
that he had not only feen thefe Hymns, h\xt publifhed 
them with a Preface, was the Authbr offome of them, 
had fung them with his Congregation, approved of 
them in his Writings, quoted Pajfages out of them,' 
recited them from the Pulpit, and defended their 
Contents fo far^ even in this Cguntryy as to deem 
thofe that railed at them^ worthy of having their 
Tongues plucked cut^ and Hands chopped off. Let us 
hear now, in what Manner Mr. Zinzendorf tndtz* 
vours to come off in this Affair. He fays, that 
ivhat Mr* Gambold has afferted was true. This is 
then a reiterated Lye, as Mr. GamhoW% Aflertion 
cannot be looked upon to have been made with' 
any other View by the Party, than to fatisfy the 
Public with refpeft to the Hymns mentioned in the 
Candid Narrative^ and which were abundantly 

known 
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kno^n to Mr. Zinzendorf-y who, as it can be proved 
by jsi Letter of his, was apprized of ^ what was con- 
tained in the Candid Narrative. And, continues 
he, in order to render that AJfertion ftill more inteU 
ligihUy (obferve here the Craftinefs of our Patriarch) 
let me add to it, that I Jaw in the very controverjial 
Books^ piiblijhed in England, Songs and Verfes confix 
dently charged on me^ which If aw then the fir fi Tim^ 
in my Life. This is mending the Lye with an Im- 
pofture. For as he finds himfelf fully detefted by 
a World of Evidence, which I have brought againft 
him concerning thefe Hymns, be, without taking 
the lead Notice of it, endeavours to come ofi^, by 
making the Public believe in a fly and indireft 
Manner, that Mr. Gambold's Aflertion related to 
other Hymns publifhed in England in Controverfal 
Books, which he then had feen the firft Time. 
Such infamous Dealing every candid Man muft 
abhor from the Bottom of his Heart. This puts 
me upon faying fomething further with refpeft to 
the Impoftures, he has, 'and is ftill carrying on 
with his Hymns. From the very firft Time of his 
fetting up his Sedt, his E)ndeavours have been, to 
propagate his pernicious Tenets chiefly by Hymns. 
\ find a Hymn Ifook publiflied by him, as early as 
in lTZ5^ which was republiflied, under is own 
Name in 1 73 1 . (Carpz. p. 495^) This I think proper 
to mention, in order to fliew, in how bafe a Manr 
ner he has impofed on the Public in his Expof^tion, 
by faying* that he had forbid compiling ^- p ^ 
a Hymn Book of the Brethren ^bfolutely\ ^ ^J^' ' ' 
adding a notable Cant, viz. till they 
%vere better acquainted with foreign Idioms, As the 
pernicious Tenets, contained in the Hymn Book 
of 1725, and 1 73 1, were expofed by feveral emi- 
nent Authors-, Mr. ^inzendorf fore againft h\% 
Will, found himftlf obliged, in 1735 and 1737^ 
to publifli another Edition with Alterations i and 
I 3 \iei^ 
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this Hymn Book, which was ^ven out to be ap* 
proved by the Party, was ftiled an Hj^n Book of 
the Congregation at Hcrrnhut ; it was likewife faid 
that God had given the Cenfor very pure and expref" 
five Thoughts^ and that this correded Hymn Book 
throughout contained the Sentiments of the Congrega- 
tion. fCarpzov. p. 497.) However, as it contained 
a great Number of his favourite I'enets, new Ob- 
jections were brought a^ainft it ; and the Court of 
Saxony J by an Edift oi jiug. y. 1737, mentioned 
above, prohibited the Ufe of it. Hereupon Mr. 
Zinzendorfy (in his Bud. ColleS. P. II. p. 263.) 
charged his Adverfaries with having Ipoiled, and as 
it were poifoned their Hymns ; adding^ that he and his 
Peopky would no more acknowledge that Hymn Book 
to be theirs \ that another (hou Id appear, and till 
then, they would make no Ufe of thofe of the 
Hymns that had been fpoiled^ (which Hymns how- 
ever, as we have jufty^w, had been given out to 
confift of pure and exprefftve Thoughts fuggefted by 
God, and to contain throughout the Sentiments of the 
Congregation.) Before I proceed further in the Hi- 
ftory of the Zinzendorfian Hymns, I muft take No- 
tice of a Letter wrote by him to the King of Pruffia 
concerning them. Though thefc Hymns are much 
extolled by him there ; he acknowledges, however, 
that fome of them might have been left out of 
the Hymn Book, that a new one fhould be pub- 
lifhed, and that thofe Matters which fitted his Con^ 
gregation befi^ fhould be reduced into an Appendix. To 
this Letter which is to be found in the Bud. Col* 
led:, t. I. p. 805, Mr. Zinzendorf has added no 
Date, doubtlefs for fecret Reafons : Yet in my 
Opinion, it was wrote in, or before the Year 1738, 
as it is followed by another Letter to the fame 
Prince, and dated in that very Year. Who would 
not have thought after this two-fold Declaration, 
that the Party >Nould have avoided fpeaking any 
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more ki Commendation of that Hymn Book ? Not* 
wichftanding all this, I find in a Writing, publiflied 
at Amfterdam in the Duicb Language, in the very 
Year 1738, inticled, Verkkunrit^t der Herrnbutbfche 
Broeders^ &c. p. 24. that they not only publicly 
avow thefe Hymns as theirs, but likewiie add, that 
bvw mucbfoever ibdr Ifymn Book was r ailed a$^ tb^ 
toould not ceafe daihf to fiag the Hynms CMtakud m 
it. Let not Mr. Zmzatdorf Ihuffle off dm Wri* 
ting, under Pictence of its not oancerniag biin, as aa 
Ad of Appndadon of its Cooceots, figoed by bsm 
OSohr 29, 1738, is annexed to it* Hese we have 
Approhadon and Diiavawal of one aod the iaoie 
Thn^ at one or near the £unc Time$ that Hytna 
Book, which Ihortly before had been difi^wneo by 
the Far^ in Gtnmary^ bedog again flady acknow^^ 
kdgcd in HdlaaL But iet i» return to Mr. Zii^ 
Txaderf^h farther Tnui&&ions wkfa tffydBi to hii 
Hynxofiook.

not properly concern thofc Hymns which I have 
objeded againft Mr. Zinztndcrf^ they being of a 
ftill newer Date. I have mentioned thefe Matters 
purely, in order to make the Reader the more fen- 
fible of MxrZinzendorfs Falfehood in making the 
Public believe,! t;hat be never had piiblifhed aHymn - 
Book, but .only caufed a little Effay t© be printed, 
in German I'own^ which could ferve his People for a 
SkeUhj -Jbom: beywiiild treat that Matter for tbefu- 
. l/iirft^Itcm, what he further fays there, 

*Exp.P.II. ^jgjj ^^ Hymn Book acknowle^ed by the 
*^'-^°* . . .'Moravians, had ever exijied in his Time. 
As. for what he adds in the fame Place concerning 
an ' Authorization by his Synod, it is a mere Jug- 
gle ; he being the Perfon that convokes and direfts 
them, andiTOsi a Niegative. Voice over them, in 
Confeqoenoeof the Call which his Party has given 
him. I 'ftiall now. take in Hand thofe of his Hymns 
of a newer Date,, viz. fuch as have appeared after 
the Year I74i< As in his Letter to the King, of 
Pritjfia^ whitrh.has^ been atledged above, he had 
propiifed, ihdli. thofe 'Matters which ftted his Congre- 
gation hefty fhould he' reduced intaan Appendix \ we 
may fuppofe^-that this Way was then already hit 
upon by him. For: the Sake of having always an 
Opportunity -to extricate himfclf from the Charges 
that might be brought .againft him concerning its 
Contents-, by iaying that it was no Hymn Book, 
but a* Cajitional^ as he, ftiles it, in 

*rExp. P. I. hisExpofition-,* juft as if the Name 
^" ^'' given to a Thing, altered its Property, 

and as if Hymhs fung;in their\.Congregation were 
no: the fame,\ under whatever Title they, appeared, 

c . . .' . - whether 
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?prhet'her a Hymn Book, Appendix, or CantionaL 
Should I dwell on all his x\ppendixes, it would de- 
tain me too long> .wherefore I fhall only confine 
ipyfelf to thofe out of which I have taken my Quo- 
tations againft him. It will however be impoffiblc 
for me to avoid repeating here and tl^ere Matters 
already mentioned by me in my former Writings, 
Ir was in the Year 1 742, that Mr. Zinzendorf pre- 
fented his Congregation with the Xlth Appendix, 
in the Preface or Dedication , of which, befidcs 
what has been already mentioned by me in the So- 
lemn Call, p. 17, concerning that Matter, he 
-vyilhes them, that the Lamb^ by the Hymns contaimd 
in that Appendix^ would make themfeeU iJBbat hefo 
powerfully had experienced from the great eft Part of 
them. As Mr. Zinzendorf in that very Preface or 
Dedication, had promifed them the Xllth Appen- 
dix, which according to what he faid there, for the 
greateft Part was finifhed, he accordingly gratified 
them therewith in the Year 1746 ; and fo much 
weire thefe Hymns in credit and lung by them, that 
according to the Acknowledgment of the Party, 
eleven thoufand Copies were printed and difperfed 
apiong'jthe Congregation. (See Preface to the Can- 
did Narrative, p. 12.) Had the Divines abroad 
found it ncceflary to oppofe Mr. Zinzendorf s Doc- 
trines contained in his Hymn Book abovementioned ; 
t|;iey now were' ft ill more neceJfi tared to do fo on 
account of thefe Appendixes, which difcovered Im- 
purities and Blafphemies ten thoufand Times worfc 
than thofe that were to be met with in the former. 
Xhe Filter, fays Prelate Bengel, which was not a 
gi^od one before^ was now quite broke \ fo that both 
thick and thin came out. Bengel, p. 336. However, 
Wx^ Zinzendorf did not (top here. Four Additions, 
as fcandalous as the Appendixes, were added by 
him •, in the Preface to the third, which is dated 
July II, 1747, he, in order to flicw his People 
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how much theic- Hymns were approved of without 
their Congregation, had the Vanity to tell them 
that they were re- printed by certain Friend?. To> 
prove this, he unfairly quoted the Berlin Gazette^- 
the whole Paflage in that Paper taken together, ex- 
preiling the higheft Di&pprobation of thefe fcanda- 
lous Hymns, In that very Preface, we likewife 
meet with the following Pa£^ : ff^en Ifirft beards 
ffPfS bcj that our Xlltb Appendix bad been criticifedt 
J grew amazed \ fcTy I only tbougbt tbat fame merry 
Verfes^ made for Cbildren^ and wbicbmigbt banje been 
left outy bad been attacked. — But finding tbat nofucb 
Matters bame properly been the ObjeSl ^ our Cenfors^ 
but tbat mereferious and principal Matters Jhntis (^ 
€adentis Ecclefia^ are objeSed againft ; / Jbail not fw 
tbe Sake of their not approving of tbem^ ceafe tojing 
my Brethren and Sifters the innocent God-Lamb with 
Soul and Spirit^ with Skin and Hair ; »igr, after ma^ 
ture Deliberation J I am grownftill more tbirjiy tofet 
tbe felf'fpeaking and only fufficient Truth more and 
more in its full Light \ and this the more^ as- tbe only 
Damage J which thefe People could occq/lon would be to 
prevent fpeaking the Period entirely out. dec. In pur- 
fuing the Thread of the Account of thofe Hymns, 
I find that Mr. Zinzendorf and his Favourites are 
the Authors of the greateft and moft fcandalous 
Part of them ; the Lift of the Compofers of thofe 
that are contained in the Xllch Appendix, fhewing, 
that he alone is the Author of 139 ot them (')• 
(Dr. Baumgarten^ t. VL of his Opin. p. 867). 
So pofitive is he likewife of having therein fet the 
felf'fpeaking and only fufficient Truth in its full Lights 
that according to the Report of Dr. Hoffman (in the 

( * ) Let tht Reader, after having read the above, judge of the 
wicked Lye, that has been inferted by the Party in their Letter 
to tbe Author of the Moravians compared and dete^ed, p. 30, and 
which is, that Mr. Zinzendorf had but barely tondtfcendedto or 
tffUratfd the printing tbe Galle^ion of Hjmnt* 

firft 
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firft Part of his Treatife concerning the Hernhut^s^ 
p. 28) he, mAuguft^ 1748, openly produced the 
Xlth and Xllth Appendixes to the Commiffaries 
ztHerrnhutj and, with his Followers, fungRymna 
out of them, in their Prefence. They are learnt by 
hearty fays Prelate Bengel^ and Mr, Zinzendorf much 
oftener quotes them in his Sermons^ than the Scrip- 
tures, [l have, with refpedk to thefe Quotations, 
afforded Inftances in the Solemn Call, p. 19, to 
which and other Allegations, brought by me, con- 
cerning thefe Hymns, I refer the Reader.] The 
Ufe of thefe Hymns is pofitively given out by the 
Party, to be much more blejfed than the reading of the 
Scriptures. Dr. Baumgart^ P. VI. of his Opin. 
p. 885. Mr. Zinzendorf in his Homilies on the 
Wound Litany, which he has dedicated to his 
Lady, p. 253, frankly tells us, that he and his 
People believe what is contained in their Hymns j and 
accordingly he has apologized upon them but fo 
late as in the Year 1752, viz. in Spangenber^%; 
Apology ; jand in his Difcpurfes on the Augjburg 
Confcffion, publifhed in the £»^/]^ Tongue here in 
London in 1753, (p. 98 , he Yi^^i-' declared them to be 
abfolutely fcriptural^ and deemed fuch as rail at tbem^ 
worthy of having their Tongues pluckt out and Hands 
chopped off. Now, after thefe many Proofs, by 
which Mr. Zinzendorf ftands convidted, that thefe 
Hymns have been' objefted againft him upon very 
good Grounds ; let every Body judge of the fhuf- 
fling Manner, in which he treats thofe Objeftions, 
without however, attempting to invalidate, in the 
Jeaft, the Proofs on which they are founded, and 
which have been produced in the Solemn Call 5 
efpecially let the Reader refleft on his Confidence, 
in faying, that he wonders^ Songs out of the Mora- 
vian Cantiorial are produced and laid before the Worlds 
in order to prove the Unfoundnefs and Abfurdity of the 
frefent M^ravioM' Singing. This Cantional^ or the 
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. Appendixes alledged againft him, every Body muft 
perceive, are not in the leaft condemned by him. 
This is far from being his Purpofe ; nor can he do 
it, as they have been given out by him to contain 
principia Jlantis (^ cadentis ecclefiay and he declares 
that he will continue to fmg in that Strain. His 
whole Intent is, to draw the Reader's Attention 
from thefc Hymn?, by craftily producing a Collec- 
tion of Hymns, newly printed, and frivoloufly in- 
filling on that abfurd Diftindtion between an Hymn 
Book and Cantion^tl, Item, that no Hymn Book had 
been printed by him before, (though even this is 
againft Truth, as has been (hewn above;. Hereby 
however, thofc Hymns contained in the Appen- 
dixes, are neither fuperfeded, nor retradted, nor is 
the Public's Forgivenefs alked for the notorious 
Scandal given by them. This Device is of a Piece 
with that pradtifed by him concerning his Serpions 
at Zeyft. As he cannot publicly defend thefe Things^ 
he aims at finuggling in his Dodlrines, and piakes 
Ufe of crafty Means for covering his Defigns. The 
Reader may be ftill farther convinced of the Truth 
of what I have affcrted, by infpefting fome Paffages 
in the very Expojition itfelf, where thefe Hymns 
are ftill well fpoke of; viz. Addit. p. 28, they are 
ftiled Chrijiian Poetry^ and that worthy Divine, Dn 
Baumgarten^ for having (hewed the Pernicioufnefs 
of thefe Hymns, is charged with having given Scan- 
dal to all Germany. Again, Exp. P. 11. p. 1 7, thefe 
Hymns, though with the greateft Falfehood, are 
reprefcnted as the Lutheran Way of Jinging^ and it 
is wifhed, that fuch as occqfioned ReJle£iions on the 
adorable Body of the Saviour^ by which they mean, 
fuch as fet their fcandalous Hymns in a true Light, 
were drowned with a Mill Stone about their Neck be^ 
fore they had done fo. ( ' )

(■) I muft 'take Notice here of an Artifice made Ufe of by 
jVfr. ZiHZ(ndorf ^in his Exp, P. II. p» zi,] for defending one of 
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i dd not in the lead doubt, but what I have faid 
in thefe few Leaves, will again, according toCu- 
ftom, be branded by the Party, with the Name of 
a Libel ^ and I am well afiured, that I fKall incur, 
more than I did before, the Difpleafure of the Mo- 
ravian Patriarch J. who, on' fundry Occafions, has 
Ihewn but too ftrong an Inclination to caufe, were 
it poffible. Fire to fall down from Heaven on hisAd^ 
verfaries. But was it merely fufficient, for quafli- 
ing Accufations, to bellow odious Names on them, 

his fcandalous Hymns, though without daring to put the Public 
in a Way of knowing what Hymn he means. The Prayer, upon 
nuhich the Adnjer furies reJUSt, fays he, // faid to ha*ve betn com' 
fofed hy an hone ft Pea/ant , who nvas 'very ferious ivhen he made 
it. Upon conmlting Spangenherg% Apology, I £nd, by what 
Mr. Zinzendorf {2Lyi there, p. 303, that he means the ziiAtk 
tiymn quoted by me in the Candid Narrati*ve, p. 68, and whi^b 
is as follows : May thy (the Saviour's) />;^ holy Wound anoint me 
for the conjugal Bufinefs upon that Member of my Body^ <which is 
for the Benefit of myWife, &c. Now, as Mr. Zinzendorf, who, 
though not without a Salvo, charges a Peafant with having been 
the Author of that Hymn, defends it on the Score of his having 
ieen <ueryfer\ous ivhen he made it; we have here another Inftancc 
of thefe fcandalous Hymns being ^\ apologized for by him. 
The faid Hymn is one of thofe that are to be met with in the 
Xllth Appendix, and has been publifhed by Mr. Zinzendorf 
himfelf. We have likewife feen that this Xllth Appendix was 
given out by him to contain principia fiantis CsT cadentis ecclefeai 
wherefore he could not help fpeaking in Behalf of this Hymn. 
However, it i» fomewhat furprizing to me, that he, in the faid 
Paffage of the Expofition, has not taken the leaft Notice of ano- 
ther Hymn, quoted by me, in the fame Page of the Candid Nor- 
rati'vey (*viz. p. 68,) in which the Hfrnf/&«/^rj direct their Speech 
with great Devotion to what formerly was adored at Lampfacus. 
It is the zoioth Hymn, which occurs in the fame Xllth Appen- 
dix, containing the principia fiantis ^ cadentis Ecckfia Herrn^ 
hutian^e, and begins as follows : Member full of Myfiery^ &c. 
As Mr. Zinzendorf himfelf is the Author of this laft Hymn, ac- 
cording to his own Acknowledgment in Spangenb, Apology^ 
p. 303, why did he only mention the Hymn made by the fe- 
rious Peafant, and pafs over in Silence the other, quoted in the 
fame Page of the Candid NarratinjCy and made by himfelf? I 
fuppofe, it will be faid in his Vindication, that he' too was fe- 
lio s when he compofed tt«. 

the 
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the falfe Apoftles (night, with as much Propriety, 
have cleared themlelyes of the Charges brought 
agatnft them by the true ones, by calling them 
Ubellers: I even think, that with Men of fuch 
Principles andMaxims, lYitTenCommanimentsthtm^ 
ielves would not fail of incurring the fame Fate. 
As my Allegations do not confiit in bare Words or 
Aflertions, but are llipported, throughout, by 
Proofs, which conflitute the main Pcinfj on which 
the Decifion refts, and whereby the whole alone 
mud (land or fall ; I am confident of having no 
Reafon, either to mind his and his Partes Decla* 
mations and Invedtives, or to fear his brutum fuU 
men. I may fay as much with refped to another 
£va(ion, commonly ufed by the Party againfl: 
thofe that upbraid them with their Hymns, and^ 
which, doubtlefs, will likewife be ufed againft me. 
It confifts in their laying the Scandal, which thefe 
Hymns give, not to their own Charge, but to the 
Account of thofe that oppofe them 5 which is fa 
impudent an Attempt, as to deferve no Refutation \ 
being not a whit better than that of a Man, who, 
after having thruft himfelf naked into a Company 
of honeft Matrons, fhould prefume to lay the 
Charge of the Offence at their Door inftead of his 
own. . There is llill another Objedion, which the 
Party, in general, will make againft my calting on 
Mr. Zinzendorf, viz^ that he being reprefented by 
his Adverfaries as a Man flicking at nothing, it is 
idle to call upon him to anfwer thofe Charges that 
have been brought againft him ; which admirable 
Shift has already been made IJfe of by them with 
much Confidence. To this I mull anfwer, that was 
it poffible I could fo much forget myfelf as to make 
the leaft Shiw of fetting myfelf up for a Judge of 
Mr. Zinzendorf', 2l Plea of this Nature might de- 
ferve fome Attention. But as this is fo far from 
being the Cafe, that, on the contrary, whatever 

my 
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my CoDviflion from the many Proofs that lie be- 
ibre me, is of the Matters laid to his Charge, i 
intirely leave the whole to the Judgment of the 
.public ; and as the Call I make upon him, is not 
made for my own Sake, but with a View that hi^ 
4>wn Anfwers to the Charges, and {Nota Bene) Po 
the Procfs^ fliall give that Tribunal an Opportunity 
of wei^ng both Sides of the Queflion, and judg- 
ing, whether he is juftly accufed or not ; who fees 
not, that the Party, by the Help of this and the 
like wretched Evafions, endeavours to flink away 
fiom their Adverfaries without encountering them? 
To conclude, kt what has been already mentioned 
l)efore be well remembered, viz. that Mr. Zinzen* 
dorf and his P^rty have made it known long ago 
lo the World, that their Bufinefs is of too much 
Concern to the Public, by telling us, that they are 
to leaven us all through. Let it likewife be ob- 
ferved, that this leavening through^ in all Appear- 
ance, is to be brought about in Poft-hafte. For, 
we are informed by him in a Sermon, (which is to 
be met with in a CoUedlion, intitled Count Lewis of 
Zinzcndorf's /even lajl Sermons j) p. gy^ that ^ick^ 
mefs is the Advantage of their Plan ('j. His Viewa 

being 

' ( ^) Were I not confined to Brevity, I fhould give here an Ac- 
count, which would not be an unentertaining one, of the various 
open and fecret Means Mr. Zinxendorf and thofe aiToclated in 
Power with him make Ufe of in carrying on their Plan. " The 
•* HerrnhuUrSy^ fays the prefent Archbilhop of Upjai^ among 
other Things in his Report, demanded of him by the King of 
SiJLedtn in 1751, " can in thofe Places to which they come, the

Counfellor Reich, being Prefident. 

WHEREAS amongft other fcandalous

rather the Zinzendorfian Sed, much has been faid of 
what they call the Initiatitm of Marriages^ according
